Upper Main st, merchants are 
oxas|M* rated that yet another roadblock 
will delay construe! ion of the road where 
the Swanton st, bridge stood. Ironically, 
however, the Hoard of Selectmen erected 
that roadblock Monday night for the sake 
of the merchants abutting the closed 
bridge. 

The selectmen agonized for over an 
hour Monday about whether to start road 
construction as soon as possible or to 
further delay the project a week until 
merchants had a chance to review the 
plans for reorganizing parking in front of 
their stores. 

"We’re caught in a dilemma.” said 
Selectman Chairman Alan Macdonald 
"None of us want to delay the project or 
hurt the businessmen who have already 
been hurt t because Swanton st has been 
closed and traffic detoured to other 
roads.»” 

Finally, hoard members decided nol 
lo sign the contract needed to pul the 


project up for bid without first consulting 
the merchants. 

"We've always asked persons af¬ 
fected by new regulations to have a say. 
said Selectman Ftl O’Connell explaining 
why he wanted to wait on the contract 
despite strong urging hv State Hep. 
Sherman "Whip" Saltmarsh to sign the 
agreement Monday. Saltmarsh had 
hoped hoard members would sign the 
contract so he could put the project up 
for hid March 5. 

”1 can’t help but feel Ed rather give 
people Hie opportunity to speak first." 
O’Connell said "I feel like I'm being 
forced to look at something al the 
eleventh hour and 59th minute without 
input from the people who's livelihood is 
affected by it." 

Bui those people said Tuesday they 
would rather get the road project started 
first and then worry about parking.

What makes Winchester Winchester? 

Why is it. for example, that people 
hear of Winchester across the state, and 
around the world for that matter, as 
THE place to live north of Boston? 

It’s not a very large town, after all. 
It’s less than six miles from one end to 
the other, and its downtown shopping 
area barely covers three blocks. Its 
population doesn't top any lists at 23.000. 
Nor does it have any claim to historic 
fame — the Revolution started in the 
next town over. 

Vet people move here from very 
distant places — Dr. Bhagwan Shahani 
moved to Olde Village dr. by way of 
India, after reading of Winchester’s high 
rating in Ladies Home Journal. And 
Selectman Edward O’Connell came to 
town out of darkest Africa, the Belgian 
Congo. 

And why is it that once people see the 
town, they’re willing lo pay a premium 
to locate here'.’ A quick check of house 
sales in the last lew weeks showed 
Winchester homes selling for at least 
$20,000 more Ilian homes in its rtetgn* 

boripg communities, 

Once people move into town, they 
tend to stay. One 05-year resident said 
she’d never dream; of living anyplace 
else. And realtor Ann Blackball! claims 
that “People move Mere for good. They 
don’t leave unless they retire and go lo 
Florida, or get Iranferred.” 

So what is it that attracts, captures 
and keeps people in this small bedroom 
community six miles from the spire of 
the Old North Church in Boston? 

Realtors will tell you people come lo 
town because of its reputation, carefully 
cultured for years, as the home of the 
elite, the movers and shakers of the 
Boston business, banking and academic 
communities. 

The home hunters also zero in on 
Winchester, continue the realtors, 
because of its beautiful and unique 
homes, its proximity to Boston, and the 
reputation of its schools. 

Some who recently bought homes in 
Winchester, however, say they never 
even heard of Winchester, or its 
reputation before looking here. Once 
they arrived though, they say. they fell in 
love with the town. 

Newcomers aren’t the only Win¬ 
chester boosters. People who have lived 
in town for years discover they like the 
way things are run in town — the town 
wide events such as the EnKa Fair and 
the summer band concerts, the 
recreation programs, the town govern¬ 
ment. even the* way the streets are 
plowed in winter. So they stay. And brag. 

"I like loads of Ihings about the* 
town," said Bernardine Paine of 
Brandt wood rd .. a 65-year resident of the 
town. "I like the way they do things here. 
I just like the people here. I can't think of 
moving any place else.” 

Whatever the aura is that makes 
Winchester Winchester has drawn 
doctors, lawyers and executives to town 
for years. 

"1 know that, throughout the country, 
when people think of moving into the 
Boston area, they think of the three Ws -- 
Winchester, Wellesley or Weston.” said 
realtor Blackham. “It's always been 
that way. 

"It was that way when I was a young 
girl." added Blackham. "That’s why my 
f amily moved to Winchester from Ohio." 

According to former town archivist 
Susan Keats, it's been that way oven 
before Blackham was a little girl, way 
back to 1850. 

"Winchester has always been Win¬ 
chester." observed Keats "Before the 


1850s (when Winchester was a part of 
Woburn), the people who lived in Win¬ 
chester were a distinct class of people 
from Woburn. It was south of the fac¬ 
tories. and a group of people decided that 
Winchester should almost be an area of 
upward mobility for the Woburn factory 
owners.” 

Then, as the wealthy began to move 
out ol the cities, the wealthy of Boston 
replaced the wealthy factory owners of 
Woburn, said Keats, thanks to “the 
biggest thing that happened in town, the 
railroad line which came in 1835. It was 
one of the earliest railroad line? In the 
United States." 

When the wealthy came lo Win¬ 
chester. moving down from Woburn or 
taking the train from Boston, they built: 
the large, ornate homes that charac¬ 
terize the town today. 

"This part of Woburn had a potential 
for a great natural beauty, with a great 
deal of open farm land.” said Keats. 
"They used the area to build great, big. 
beautiful houses. 

"It was during the Victorian era. 
when everything was very elaborate.” 
continued Keats. 

It just continued on like that, ant! 
one of the most womleituf things about 
the‘town is that It did allow things to 
remain the same It's almost if ap¬ 
preciating the natural beauty, they 
allowed it to continue along.” 

The beauty of the town is one of its 
greatest assets. “People like the town 
because it is the American dreum.”

Winchester Students Not Affected By

The head of the Winchester High 
School driver eduealion program will 
resume leaching today after his license 
was suspended lor one month by the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles lor reported¬ 
ly allowing his students in Marblehead to 
he improperly tested. 

The suspension, however, did not alfecl 
nn> Winchester students as it started alter 
one class finished and ended before the 
next class began, according to school of- 
licials. School ofliends also said that 
Registry spokesmen indicated that the 
suspension was for a minor violation and 
gave them no reason why Winchester 
should not continue to use ihc instructor 
or his school 

George Agganis. owner of the Agganis 
School ol Driving, was suspended Irom 
late January to late February by the 
Registry lor reportedly administering 
driving tests for temporary licenses in 
May and < k-lohcr ol 19K1 to youths without 
a unit tinned Registry officer being pre¬ 
sent as required by law.

remained at their traditionally high 
level 

The challenge for the years to come 
will be to maintain this record, 
especially in light of declining 
enrollment and continuing fiscal con¬ 
straints. In Mrs Alexander s view, one 
of the focal points will be at the high 
school and junior high school levels 
which are just now feeling the impact of 
declining enrollment “What changes 
are needed in our high school curriculum 
in view of the smaller mini her of 
students'?" asks Cathy “And what about 
our fine athletic program can we 
continue lo oiler the same number of 
programs if the number of possible 
participants drastically declines’?“ The 
issue, raised by the Task Force on 
Declining Enrollment, of whether lo 
convert the high school to house grades 
seven through twelve is another con¬ 
troversial matter that future School 
Committees u ill have to deal with. 

T believe that with mv background 
and experience as a School Committee 
member. I will he able to make the right 
decisions lor the Town and its children” 
states Mrs. Alexander “1 know 1 have 
the energy and the ability to continue lo 
serve the town. If reelected. 1 will con 
linue lo speak out on those issues which 
directly a fleet the children ol Win 
Chester. I have always been accessible to 
those interested in the schools and I will

enrollment, and the citizen Task Force 
on Declining Enrollment held public 
meetings for nearly a year before sub¬ 
mitting its report and recommendations. 
During that time many issues were 
raised and much information presented 
in a forum open to all members of the 
community. The subsequent decision to 
close the Mystic School was not a happy 
one. but it was made responsibly, both 
educationally and fiscally, with the best 
interests of all the students in the system 
in mind. 

I look forward, with your support, lo 
the next three years during which I will 
pursue the following issues as matters of 
particular importance: 

With the closing of the Mystic School 
and stabilization of student population, we 
need lo re-examine the purposes and 
reassess the effectiveness ol the elemen¬ 
tary curriculum. An open discussion of our 
specific goals, the alternative means lo 
achieve them, and the methods tor 
evaluating our success will be a timely 
and important opportunity for bringing 
parents, teachers, administrators, and 
school committee together. 

The Future High School: 

In six years our high school will only 
serve 900 students. We must plan now. on 
several fronts, for that day. First, we 
must establish criteria for maintaining 
courses and programs. Second, we must 
explore opportunities to share resources 
with other systems in order to maintain 
key courses lor which we simply do not 
have enough students to warrant a 
separate class. Third, we must examine 
alternative compatible ways of using our 
school space so that the high school 
remains a vital, active part of our 
community, rather than a half-empty 
white elephant. 

While 1 oppose the moving of McCall 
students to liie high school, 1 think one of

the great challenges to the School 
Committee, and lo the town at large, 
over the next few years, is to make 
sensible use of the excess space we will 
find in both McCall and the high school. 

Professional Development: 

Studies of outstanding schools con¬ 
sistently emphasize two factors: the 
educational leadership of school prin¬ 
cipals and the instructional ability ol 
individual teachers. These qualities 
must be encouraged. Moreover, they 
need better recognition in the com¬ 
munity and by the School Committee 

In the last three years I have learned 
much about how to of foci productive 
change within our schools. Long-term 
issues require long-term commitments, 
and my commitment to educational 
excellence and to community in¬ 
volvement is a matter of record. What I 
see emerging from Hie next three years, 
despite the decline of enrollment at the 
secondary level, is a much clearer 
statement of educational objectives in 
(lie context of much greater community 
involvement and participation in our 
decisions.

Students, Officials Don’t Communicate

The Winchester High School Student 
Union is a very nclive governing both 
which represents Hie student body and 
votes on matters pertaining to school lile 

Similarly, the School Commit tee meets 
twice a month lo discuss and vote on im 
portant school issues. This is the group 
that draws up the school calendar each 
year and votes on measures that will 
directly affect the high school 

But for the two groups lo work effective¬ 
ly. each must know what the other is do¬ 
ing. The School Committee makes heller 
decisions when they know how the student 
body feels about the issues, while the 
sludenls have a right lo know about the 
policies the School Committee is voting on 

The Student Advisory Committee <SAO 
is designed to serve as a link between the 
two governing bodies. Five represen¬ 
tatives are elected each spring for this 
purpose. The five SAC members this year 
are: Bill Derry. Rita Mawn, Dennis 
McCarthy. Jennifer Parker, and Carrie 
Roll. 

The duties of the SAC members are to 
attend School Committee meetings, ri'|x>r( 


lo I he student body on the topics the (inn 
mitlee discusses, and report back lo Hie 
Committee giving the general feelingsot 
the students. The most obvious way to do 
this is through the Student Union, which 
is a fair representation ot the student 
body. 

The obligation ol the SAC is an impor 
tant one. hut as Student Union President 
Karen Buckley responded. I believe the 
SAC has potenlial tiut 1 don’t think it 's lie 
ing used to its fullest extent.” 

One ot the concerns is Die apparent lack 
of communication between the SAC and 
the Student Union Out ol live Student 
Union meetings this year, the SAC made 
a report about the activities ol the School 
Com mil lee only twice. 

“I'm not saying that they don't attend 
School Committee meetings or make 
reports to them, but we «the* Student 
Union) don't hear from them enough 
Sometimes it feels like we don't know 
what's going on." Buckley complained 

School Committee niemlHM* Sandra 
Rodgers feels that the SAC does a good job 
anil she understands the importance ol 


having communication between the two 
groups 

"The only reason why I would know 
what was going on is because I've had 
children in school. she said Some 
members ol I he School Committee don't 
have this inlormalion There are a lot ol 
Hungs my colleagues would know nothing 
at mill 

All hough Rodgers admits the SAC is 
more effective I his year than in tin* past, 
she also is aware of some ol its problems 
that she would like to see improved 

For example, every meeting is well 
represented by i lie SAC members who at 
lend on a rotating basis, but a major 
drawback is (hat sometimes they leave 
earlx in llu* evening. 

I realize lliev have homework lo do. 
hut what d something important is 
discussed at the end of a meeting - ’ 
Rodgers wondered. 

Thai brings up a second important 
pom i "I would hope that they would look 
at the agenda very carefully Thai way. 
the SAC would know which important 
issues arc lo hi* ihseii'.*ii , d :m«1 *hev should 


dehnilely he there. Rodgers said 

The SAC memliers do make reports at 
School Committee meetings and, 
therefore, express some of the students' 
opinions. But Rodgers suggested that 
I hey learn lo make heller reports and 
thinks (hey should obtain the opinions 
through the Student Union and not from 
one or two people in the halls. 

"Urn not happy that they're not reporting 
back to the Student Union." replied 
Rodgers. 

SAC member Bill Derry said that it's 
hard to find out the feelings ot Ihe students 
buf he hopes lliat there will lie an improve- 
menl in Ibis lack ol communication. 

"We don't get loo much input from 
students We're trying to hold more 
meetings to which the students can 
attend." 

The Student Union also hopes to im 
prove its relationship with the SAC by 
holding a meeting to nut line some objec¬ 
tives and goals they would like to see 
reached

You know what strikes me 
hinny? The animml ol time and 
energy we all spend on our hair 

It's a tunny Ihing. hair is I 
mean what is it. anyway? Is il 
primarily decorative or does il 
really keep our little noggins 
warm 1 Sometimes 1 look at peo¬ 
ple's hair and think they resem¬ 
ble pieces of walking upholstery 
whose stuffing has begun to 
emerge from some bursting 
seams al the lop of their heads 

In literature. I know, hair is 
regarded as a metaphor for 
strength and vitality. Look al 
Samson, who was utterly undone, 
blinded and made lo serve as a 
beast of burden for the Pbilis 
tines, all because he lost his 
strength when Delilah came at 
him with that pair of scissors. 

And hair is still regarded as a 
badge of sensuality All the really 
great-looking models have plenty 
of hair you'll notice. Sheryl Tiegs 
couldn't get a job posing for the 
cover of Hedgehogs Today if she 
cut off that tawny mane of hers 
and wore a crewcut 

Hair is one of the earthiest 
things about us. It's the aspect 
wherein we most closely resem¬ 
ble our cousins the animals - 
Ihough it's true, of course, that 
years of clothing ourselves has 
worn away some of the nap, so to 
speak, on our limbs and torsoes. 

But what really strikes me 
funny, as I say, is ail the lime and 
interest we devote lo these weed- 
patches that abound on our 
bodies. 

I know in my own lifetime I've 
spent thousands of hours in front 
of the mirror, worrying my own 
tangle of curls into arrangement. 
When I was little, my mother us¬ 
ed to find herself utterly at a loss 
before the riot of fuzz that grew 
out of my toddler's skull.

In later years. I recall trying 
curl-relaxers on il and even hot 
irons. I was a teen-ager in the 
years when we all wanted lo look 
like Mary of Ijeter-Paul-And- 
fnme. Here I was living in a world 
where the ideal of beauty con 
tered around having a curtain of 
silken hair to swing this way 
and that, and wluit did l have 


instead'.’ A fin ball. In damp 
weal her I looked like a clown in 
a li'ighl wig. a walking toilet-bowl 
brush, as one spiteful observer 
wenl so far as to suggest. My 
bangs would never lie down 
either; I hoy rolled, under or up 
according to their own inscrut¬ 
able whim, but rolling always, 
like a well-wound and energetic 
w indowshade. 

Hut at least I like its color. My 
hair is black, more or less, and 
that soiled me line. My sister on 
the other hand, was a childhood 
blonde who began lo darken with 
I he onset of puberty. She bought 
socrol boll led of peroxide and Did 
Things to her hair, in a con¬ 
tinuously surprising way, for the 
belter part ol to years. Now it 
would be yellow, and now silvery; 
sometimes it went sort of 
greenish. I remember. It added a 
wonderful kind of dash and 
unpredictability to her general 
aura lo have access to such 

transfor mati ons. 

There's no end these Bays: to 
what you can do to your hair. You 
can frizz it. or straighten il, or 
give it a body-perm. You can 
change ils color or texture. You 
can w ax it off if it grows in a place 
where you'd rather it didn't, or 
remove it with chemicals. You 
can even execute il, follicle by in¬ 
dividual follicle in the process 
known as electrolysis. 

But il keeps on coming, all the 
same — year al ter year and crop 
after crop. It's still considered the 
crowning human adornment. 

Some of the young people are 
wearing their hair short, I see on 
TV, in the oily spikes of the punk 
fashion. They look like cats that 
got into the Crisco, if you ask me. 

But one style of hair fashion is 
really no more ridiculous than 
another. Louisa May Alcott 
parted her hair in the middle and 
pinned it up into two big sad¬ 
dlebags over her years. The 
women in seventeenth-century 
France squashed theirs down and 
hid them under lowering pow¬ 
dered wigs. And it wasn’t long 
ago that the ladies of our time 
wore theirs in sticky sculptures of 
air, cotton candy confections of 
teasing and spray. 

It's wonderful stuff, this 
filamenled protein, whatever you 
decide to do to it.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. 
The House and Senate are 
scheduled to resume formal ses¬ 
sions and roll call voles this week. 

During 1982, the House and 
Senate sat several times in joint 
session to consider amendments 
to the state constitution. Under 
Massachusetts law, a proposed 
constitutional amendment must 
receive approval of two suc¬ 
cessive legislatures and must be 
approved by the voters at the 
polls. 

In last year’s sessions, both 
the Constitutional Convention and 
the voters approved the amend¬ 
ment allowing reimposition of the 
death penalty. 

The ConCon also approved, 
but voters rejected, the amend¬ 
ment to permit state and local 
governments to provide public 
funds to private schools. 


While two amendments ap¬ 
peared on Hie 1982 ballot and 
received a great deal of attention, 
there were many other attempts 
in last year's session to amend 
the constitution. The House re¬ 
fused lo place six different pro¬ 
posals on I he agenda for consid¬ 
eration by Hie ConCon and Hie 
Sennit* refused to place three pro¬ 
posals. The constitutional con¬ 
vention also rejected an amend¬ 
ment limiting Hie growth of state 
taxes and gave initial approval lo 
a controversial and unclear 
amendment dealing wilh 
abortion.

The two big men, and the two teams, 
pounded each other through four quarters 
without a decision.

Inventor Alford Made For Happy Landings 


By SUSAN SCIINECK 

It wasn’t easy for Andrew 
Alford of Bacon st. to convince 
the world 30 years ago that his 
antenna system would make it 
sale lor pilots to land airplanes 
blindly in pea-soup fog or 
moonless nights. The 
engineer/inventor had to work 
almost as hard to sell his inven¬ 
tion as he did to create it. 

“It took an awful lot of hard 
work," recalled the 79-year-old 
worlii-reknowned inventor from 
his Woburn business office. “All 
I remember is all kinds of work 
and struggle. 

"The hardest thing to sell is 
equipment that is really safe,” he 
pointed out. "You go out of your 
way lo make equipment that 
could not possibly cause (rouble 
and that costs more money. You 
find all kinds of people objecting,

saying, ‘Why do you have to 
make it so elaborate — Oh yes, I 
had to fight to convince people." 

Today, no one has to be con¬ 
vinced that Alford's instrument 
works. Alford's antenna system, 
patented in 1954, can now be 
found in airports all over the 
world. 

That invention landed Alford a 
place in the National Inventors 


Hall of Fame. He was inducted 
this year joining 44 other inven¬ 
tors including Thomas Edison 
and Henry Ford, The United 
States government selects inven¬ 
tors for that honor for contribu¬ 
tions which have enriched our na¬ 
tion's welfare,” as stated on the 
award. The U.S. Dept, of Com¬ 
merce commended Alford by in¬ 
scribing on the plaque that his 


Loran (antenna system) and 
other basic inventions in aircraft 
instruments “contributed im¬ 
measurably to enrich the salely 
of aircraft landings." 

The honor is one of many 
Alford has received throughout 
his lifetime for his contributions 
toward aircraft landings in¬ 
cluding the Pioneer Award in 
1965, the nation's second-highest 


award to inventors. 

"We have a wall in my home 
with all kinds of awards on it,” 
Alford said. "I call it my obituary 
wall." 

Sitting in his Woburn office 
where Alford is president of An¬ 
drew Alford Consulting 
Engineers, Alford now finds it 
easy to joke about his many 
awards, But reaching that point 


was not always easy for Alford. 

“Now it (antenna system) has 
passed the test of years and years 
of use so there is no question that 
it is safe,” he noted. But people 
were worried at the time. 

“There is a terrible inertia on 
the part of people to adopt new 
things — they’re so very slow," 
he explained. "When you’re 
young, you get frustrated over it, 
but afterwards you realize that's 
the way of the world and you 
can’t make yourself miserable 
anymore. You just have to expect 
it — human beings are built that 
way. 

“They (the public) never 
believe things will work in the 
beginning, they never fully 
believe you,” he added. “There’s 
always a question of doubt.”

Regardless of what the public 
thought, Alford had faith in his 
antenna aircraft landing system 
from the start. That trust led him 
on several hair-raising journeys 
thorugh the air. 

"One day the airport was clos¬ 
ed and the fog was so thick you 
coudn't see the second-story con¬ 
trol lower," Alford recalled “We 
had a WACO single engine FAA 
plane back then. I remember the 
license plate number was NC 17. 

"We decided to go up and see 
what it was like to land with no 
visibility, so we went up,” he con¬ 
tinued. “We came down and then 
we went up again. We couldn't 
sec the runway at all — it was 
(|Uile an experience, but we were 
convinced it would work.” For- 
Innately, it did. 

Afford was involved in so 
many dangerous situations dur¬ 
ing the course of his inventing 
career, lie got used to the fear 

"You get callous about it," he 
explained. "Of course, when 
you're testing something, you 
lake many mure chances than if 
von were using it. That happens 
simply because you get too darn 
familiar with if." 

II was that familiarity with his 
field that led to; Alford's inventing 
career. Contrary to what he finds 
most people believe, Alford 
describes inventing as a long, 
continual process. 

"Very often, people think of an 
inventor as someone who invents 
a can opener," lie said. “Not thal 
there is anything wrong with a 
good can opener, but the type of 
activity involved in the field of in¬ 
strument landing involves a lot of 
work over a long period of time 
and these inventions ae more or 


less incidental lo the activity.' 

The process itself involves 
trial and error, determination 
and a bit of luck. “You think of all 
the different kinds of ways of do¬ 
ing a job," Alford said. "Finally 
you find a way to do if and then 
you find that that way isn't an old 
way. 

“First you try to find how 
others did it and sometimes you 
can't and then yon realize that 
you can do it a different way," he 
continued. "You don't always 
succeed though. 

“Sometimes you think of 
something instantly," he added 
“Sometimes you work on it for 
years and then postpone it 
because you can't break through. 
Sometimes problems arc nol 
possible to solve when you want 
to.” 

Alford moved to the United 
States from Russia in 1922 and 
enrolled in the University of 
Washington. He later transferred 
to the University of California at 
Berkely where he received his 
bachelor or arts degree in 1929 
completing his undergraduate 
work in half the time it takes 
most people. 

“I was a very good student." 
Alford admitted. “I graduated 
with the highest honors.” 

That hard work earned Alford 
a graduate fellowship at the 
University of California and later 
at the California Institute of 
Technology. 

Alford's first inventions im¬ 
proved the antenna systems used 
by the Mackay Radio and 
Telegraph Company and were 
created during Alford's first job 
out of school at the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co.

In 1943, Alford left IT&T lo 
work tor the National Research 
Defense Council at Harvard 
Radio Research bah. There he 
developed radar direction 
finders, jamming antennas and 
other equipment used on aircraft 
and navy ships. 

In 1947. Alford was awarded 
the Presidential Certificate of 
Merit for his contributions 
toward the war effort during 
World War It Alter the war. 
Alford opened his own business 
called Andrew Alford Consulting 
Engineers. 

In |88S, Alford received the 
prestigous Pioneer Award for his 
inventions - in radio antennas. 

Ohio Universily awarded 
Alford an honorary doctorate of 
applied science in 1975. The cita¬ 
tion calls Alford a “dedicated 
pioneer, inventor, and master 
researcher in the field of aviation 
electronics and electromagnetic 
wave propagation. ' It stales that 
Alford “more than any other one 
individual have created and 
developed air navigation systems 
which have made the air-lane a 
safe, reliable and convenient 
means ol transportation for 
millions of people fhroughout I he 
world." 

The contributions which sent 
Alford into the inventors hull of 
lame were created at his Woburn 
plant. 

“Believe it or nol. even a 
small company can do trig things 
like this," he said, proudly, "II 
doesn't have to he done by a big 
empire. The invention I was in¬ 
ducted for was made rigid here 
and so were the latest 
improvements."

Sits Idle, Committee Fears

The Cable Advisory Committee is 
investigating the reasons behind what it 
U'iieves is the inadequate use of cable 
television equipment at Winchester High 
School. 

There is concern on the Committee 
that perhaps cable equipment is not 
Ix'ing utilized as much as it could," said 
Committee member William McCarter 
last week. 

Continental Cablevlsion donated 
$25,000 worth of equipment to the high 
school last March Tlx* equipment has 
been in use since last ScptemlxT. ac¬ 
cording to David Frary. who supervises 
its use at Ihe high school. 

William Powell, systems manager in 
Winchester for Continental, said the high 
school •isn't making us much use of the 
equipment as it should." 

Powell noted that he has received no 
requests from Ihe high school, or any 
other schools, to connect with Ihe in¬ 
stitutional loop. This system books 
together municipal buildings, the Jenks 
Outer, police and fire stations and the 
schools. 

It's built and functioning." Powell 
said. We need a couple of weeks' notice, 
but there is no reason why the schools 
can't hook up." 

Frary said he was unaware the in¬ 
stitutional loop was in use. 

One committee member. Fred 
Murray, said lack of staffing" is one 
reason (hat cable equipment is not 
receiving sufficient use. lie pointed out 
that the high school lost a media 
assistant due to the implementation of 
Proposition 2.5, the tax-cutting measure 
passed in 19HU. 

"It created a void in terms of

ABC To Feature Scottish Band 


Bagpipes and colorful Mnel/'od plaid 
kilts are part of the College of Wooster 
iOhio) band's Scottish flavor. As part of 
its annual spring lour, the 60-member 
group will perform March IB at 8 p.m. at 
Winchester High School to benefit 
Winchester's A.B.C. program. 

They will play a variety of 
music by composers ranging from 
Hayden to Bernstein, highlighted by 
Music of Scotland with their pipe band 
and Highland Dancers. 

How did an Ohio college band develop 
such a strong Scottish flavor? Evidently, 
since the college's early years, there has 
been an affinity for things Scottish, 
perhaps due to the school's Presbyterian 
affiliation, and the association of 
Presbyterianism with Scotland. But the 
introduction of the kilt as the band 
uniform came about in an unusual way. 

In 1938 the band director wanted to 


recruit women lo play in Ids 30-piece 
marching band, but at that time girls 
were not allowed lo wear the uniform 
trousers. To solve this dielmina a 
movement was started to outfit I be group 
in Scottish kilts. A trustee of the college 
offered lo finance the purchase of the 
expensive uniform, but the first shipment 
from Scotland never arrived as the ship 
was sunk during the opening hostilities of 
World War 11. When they finally arrived 
I hey were a great hit and have been a 
band trademark since. 

In HM9 Stuart Ling was named band 
director and except lor a few brie! 
periods, lie has held that position since. 
He is a professor of music and education 
at the College of Wooster and directs the 
jazz ensemble as well as the marching 
and symphonic bands. 

Adding additional Scottish focus to the 
band is the bagpipe unit and the popular 


Highland dancers. 

Everyone attending the concert 
March 18 is invited to a reception im¬ 
mediately following at the .leaks Center 
Concert goers will have a chance to meet 
members of the Wooster band who 
represent 11 slates, Ja|xm. Columbia, 
and the Netherlands, as well as the ten 
A.B.C. students and members of the A B 
C.board. 


Selectmen needn't have worried last 
week about the I rat fie changes which go 
along with the replacement ol the 
Swa nlnn si bridge with a roadway 

Select men delayed last week signing a 
contract which would have put the 
construelion out to hid last Saturday, 
because they lea red merchants around 
the lormer bridge would object to the 
parking changes. 

But Hep Sherman Saltmarsh had 
taken care of the major problems wilh 
the stale s parking plans weeks ago. And 
the revised plan raised barely a murmer 
ot protest from the Swanton st.-area 
merchants who packed the selectmen's 
meeting room Monday, 

So selectmen, noting they had been 
I tom horded with calls to gel the bridge 
work going, signed the contract. The 
pro ject will go out lo bid in two days. 

The word I had the past week, from 
many, many people, was '(let the bridge 
opened up We want the bridge open'.'' 
said Selectman Michael Saraco. "And 
not only from the people up there." 

But Selectman Edward O'Connell 
defended the delay, slating. "1 feel we 
did the right tiling to defer for one week. 

"All too often, we believe something 
and then find out Moose Bellino (ownerof 


Bellino's Pizza, located across Main st. 
from the ex-bridge) didn't think that 
way.” said O'Connell. "I'd rather have 
Moose braving at me now than have 
voted something last week.” 

Saltmarsh explained that the original 
parking plan proposed by the state 
Department of Public Works probably 
would have raised a bray of protest from 
Bellino 

A bus stop would have been relocated 
in front of Bellino's. the other side of the 
street would have been posted no parking 
for 200 I eel. and there would also be long 
stretches of No Parking areas next to 
Andrea's Pizza and the Winchester 
Optical Stiop. 

However. Saltmarsh convinced the 
state to reduce the No Parking area 
across from Bellino's to 100 feet, and 
move both bus stops further up Main st. 
toward Woburn and away from in front of 
the intersection's si ores. 

And Saltmarsh noted that if the 
merchants wanted changes in the 
parking plan, they could work to get 
them after the bridge replacement had 
been finished. 

"If you vote for changes in the 
parking plan tonight. I'll be happy to go 


back to the state, but it will delay the 
project," he said 

I say let's try it (the parking plan).” 
said Saltmarsh. "Let's get the project 
built. get back to a normal flow of traffic, 
and if things don't go well, then we’ll try 
to change it ." 

Saltmarsh also noted that this was a 
perfect lime lo send the project out lo 
bid. as the state hadn't granted projects 
in awhile, and "I think we could get a 
good price." 

The project, paid for by the federal 
government, will replace the torn-down 
bridge with an embankment and a 
permanent roadway The project 
was originally to have been simply the 
replacement of the bridge, but Saltmarsh 
halted that plan when the Boston and 
Maine railroad abandoned the Woburn 
Loop running under the bridge 

With no railroad line, there was no 
reason for a bridge which cost more to 
maintain than a road. Saltmarsh 
reasoned So he halted the project in 
June, shortly after it was begun 

State Dl’W engineers have estimated 
that the construction of the embankment 
will take four to six months once the 
project goes out to bid.

Committee Split On Vote 

School Committee Votes To Lay Off 
Muraco Principal Robert H. Young 


When the fall school term opens with 
one less elementary school, it will also 
begin with one less principal. 

In one of the toughesl decisions made 
all year, the School Committee voted 
Tuesday night to lay off Muraco School 
principal Richard H Young. A new prin¬ 
cipal will replace Young who has held his 
position since 1966. 

The School Board finally voted to lay 
off Young after debating whether to 
postpone a vote on the decision at the risk 
of also postponing the agony for the six 
elementary principals in town. 

After defeating the motion to delay 3-2. 
commillee members went along with 
Supt. William C. MacDonald's recommen¬ 
dation and voted 3 0 lo lay off Young. Two 
members abstained and one was absent 
from the Tuesday night meeting. 

Committee members Mary Jean 
Weylman and Catherine Alexander tried 
unsuccessfully to delay the vote claiming 
they had not had enough time to study the 
situation. 

Weylman stressed that while she didn't 
want to "prolong the agony" for the prin¬ 
cipals. she didn’t believe the committee 
had sufficient information since they only 
received MacDonald’s written recommen- 
dalion a few days before Tuesday's 
meeting. 

Committee Vice Chairwoman Sandra 
S Rodgers argued that the committee 
members had known tor a while that the 
vote was coming and had "ample time" 


lo analyze the situation on their own, 
Bauman agreed, adding that he would 
be "uncomfortable” if the situation were 
not immediately resolved. 

Duffy also did not want to prolong the 
vote and noted that he probably would not 
have made the same recommendation if 
it had been his place to do so. 

It was MacDonald's place to make the 
recommendation and it was not a duty he 
relished. "The layoff of a principal is 
perhaps one of the most difficult decisions 
that a superintendent must make,” he told 
the committee. 


Bauman said it would not make sense 
lo delay the issue since slate law prohibits 
school committee members to make 
recommendations on their own — they 
may only vote yes or no on a superinten¬ 
dent’s decision. 

School Committee members empha¬ 
sized that the decision was not made 
easily since Young had been a fine 
principal. 

According to the principals' contract, 
Young may be offered a teaching job next 
year — a practice which has happened in 
similar situations.

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School Looks To Replace Banned Art Supplies

All school arl supplies suspected of 
being toxic are off the Winchester school 
shelves. Now the problem facing art 
teachers is how to replace those items, 

The supplies were removed from the 
art classrooms over the last weeks after 
a report from the Massachusetts Public 
Interest Research Group (MASSP1RG) 
revealed many art materials used in 
schools contained toxic chemicals. . 

But now the art teachers are faced 
with a dilemma. 

While some of the suspect art supplies 
may be used again, oiliers will have to be 
replaced. And teachers say there are. In 
some eases, no substitutes for art 
materials which are indispensable. 

Art Director Tom Tracy has been 
going over the supplies with Steve 
Weinstein from the Board oT Health, 
't'hcy have completed an examination of 
the high school and will be rechecking the 
junior high and elementary schools next 
week. 

“It’s still sort or nebulous as to where 
we are," said Tracy "we’re waiting for 
some sort of word as to what can we use 
and what can't we use," 

After deciding which items are and 
are not fit for use. Tracy will draw- up 
next year's shopping list accordingly. 
"I'm in the process of working on next 
year's bid items and I’m honing in on 
trying to make substitutions." he said 
According to Tracy and other art in¬ 
structors, that will not always be easy. 

David Ardito, who teaches at McCall 
Junior High is particularly concerned 
about finding an alternative to rubber 
cement. "There's no adequate 
replacement for it," he said. "It's the 
only glue that's really suitable for use 
with paper. Other glues contain water." 

Tracy is worried about how the 
situation will affect his graphics 
program. "We do have a national 
reputation as far as our graphics — our 
linoleum cuts and our silkscreens." he 
said. "In the area of fine arts in the past 
five years we’ve probably had more 
pieces recognized nationally than any 
other school in the slate.” 

The silk screening and other graphic 
art supplies are among the most toxic 
materials used and are not easily 
replaceable. "If we can’t use them we’re 
at a disadvantage competing with other 
schools that aren't doing anything about 
them,” said Tracy, "We'll have to go in 
other directions.” 

Just how the art department will 
dispose of the toxic materials it already 
has on hand — and where it will find the 
funds to replace those materials — are 
problems that have yet to be solved. The 
solution, hopes Tracy, will come from the 
Hoard of Health and Jack Fallon, the 
school department business manager. 

In the meantime the Arl Department 
is doing what it can to minimize present 
risks. 

Department members are acting on a 
memo sent out by Tracy outlining five 
steps to be taken. These include, 
"locating all hazardous materials in our 


department including materials not 
listed but in doubt." storing those sup¬ 
plies "until it has been established that 
these materials cannot be used in either 
the secondary or elementary level." 
finding "activities which do not need the 
use of toxic materials," looking for 
"substitute non-toxic material in 
preparation for the next year's bid, and 
passing "the disturbing findings of this 
report along to as many children and 
adults as possible." 

The locating and storing of potentially 
hazardous supplies has been basically 
completed with the guidance of a list 
included in Tracy's memo. Tracy took 
the list from MASSPIRG's report and 
added on some materials about which he 
has his own doubts. 

"I think Tom (Tracy) is doing an 
excellent job.” said Weinstein. "1 think 
lie's making every effort to minimize any 
danger." 

Weinstein reiterated that "A lot of 
information concerning the relative 
toxicity of the materials is still for¬ 
thcoming.” 

That information, said Weinstein, will 
be gathered from talking to officials, 
checking scientific literature, and 
keeping up on news reports. 

Those materials which Tracy found it 
necessary to remove from the high 
school art classrooms included rubber 
cement. Spurvar spray paint. Krylon 
workable fixative, Thin-X paint thinner, 
epoxy laquer, and many silk screen and 
etching supplies. In addition. Tracy's

storage closet boasts a cluttered 
collection of ancient art supplies that 
have been gathering dusi for years in the 
hopes that someone might use them. Of 
the content of these. Tracy knows little or 
nothing. 

All of these items fall into 
MASSPIRG’s category of those 
materials that should not be used by 
elementary school children, but could he 
used with proper precautions at the 
secondary level In most cases that 
means with adequate ventilation and 
Tracy feels that is not something for 
which the high school art room is 
presently equipped 

Tracy said he pul a request for a 
better exhaust system in his major bid 
this fall 

"We knew we would lie using silk 
screen, we knew it gave off fumes, and 
we knew we didn't have adequate ven¬ 
tilation." he said. 

The room is equipped with a small 
exhaust hood but "it's really not big 
enough to handle a large unit like the silk 
screen process," said Tracy. It is new 
used occasionally for spraying fixative 
and paints 

Tracy has suggested that if funds can 
be found, a large stainless steel hood 
which is currently located in the kitchen 
of Lynch School could be moved to 
Winchester High. 

At McCall Junior High and the 
elementary schools, the art department 
lias found it necessary to remove only a 
few items. 


Of McCall. Ardito said. "We only have 
two items really that we’ve taken off the 
shelves rubber cement and spray 
paint ’ Of these two. rublier cement is of 
higher concern due to its frequent use 

"There are very few other materials 
in the public schools that arc as com¬ 
monly used as rubber cement.” Ardito 
explained. "F.very art room has it and is 
using it or lias used it it’s a substance 
that’s been a staple in the arl room for 
years.” 

McCall has no problem with its silk 
screening supplies, said Ardito. "It's all 
water base materials and there's no 
luine problem here at all." 

The main concern at the elementary 
level has been for the glazes used with 
clay. 

Amaco glazes, which are specifically 
mentioned in MASSPIRG's report, have 
ix'ori used, although all glazes are 
potentially hazardous. Most fall into the 
category of materials which should not 
lx* used at any school level, although 
toxicity varies from color to color and 
among dillerenl brands Wo won’t he 
buying any glazes until we get this thing 
cleared up.” said Tracy. 

The clay work has not been a part of 
the every day elementary art routine, but 
rather a special project done once or 
twice a year, said Tracy 


Other items removed from the 
elementary school shelves included 
rubber cement and permanent markers. 
Ixitli in MASSPIRG’s category ol 
moderate toxicity and not recommended 
for use at the elementary school level 
Weinstein l>olievcs that most of the 
chemicals in question do not pose acute 
hazards, but rather chronic ones. He 
pointed out that while there is some 
danger to students, they are only exposed 


to the chemicals for 4,*> minutes to one 
hour a day Those in the greatest danger 
from the supplies, said Weinstein, are the 
art teachers 

But Tracy, at least, is willing to risk 
suffering for his art 

‘ I've been working with these sup¬ 
plies JO to J5 years as an artist and an art 
teacher." he said Til probably go on 
working with them tor another 20 to 30 
years."

Selectmen, divided three weeks ago 
on whether to charge the EnKa Society a 
flat $- 11 ) foe for the video games at its 
annual fair or the $305 called for in the 
towns new amusement devices 
regulations, decided this week to go wilh 
neither option. 

Instead, they waved the video game 
charge entirely for this year. 

'Flic biggosi factor in the decision was 
the fact that EnKa had entered into a 
contract with the video game owner, 
Holiert J Etgerton. five months before 
the selectmen adopted their amusement 
devices regulations in October. 

Those regulations call for a $5 per 
machine charge for temporary video 
game licenses, The charge for yearly 
licenses is$4« 

Three weeks ago, the majority of 
selectmen said that while they favored 
charging EnKa the full $305 fee for the fil 
machines planned for the spring fair, 
they hoped the cost would be split with 
the owner 

"My guess is that if the fee was known 
to the owner of the video machines — and 
that he had to pay the fee to get machines 
at the KnKa Fair lie would be wit King 
to compete in ttie marketplace and pay 
the fee." said Selectman Chairman Alan 
Macdonald But the fact that the con¬ 
tract was already entered before we set 
the lee changes things." 

But since the agreement with 
Etgerton was already made and he could 
not be charged the fee. selectmen 
decided to waive it for this year. 

i think he (Etgerton) should pay the 
lee lie's making big money." said 
Selectman Michael Saraeo. And if he's 
not willing to pay the entire license fee 
himself, maybe there could be a 70-30 
split (EnKa splits the video game 
proceeds with Etgerton. with the society 
getting 30 percent). 

"But 1 know you start your planning 
immediately after the fair, and worked 
this out More we adopted out our 
regulations." continued Saraeo. "For 
that reason. I'm going along wilh 
waiving the lee." 

The selectmen’s next move will be to 
review the $5 per machine charge for 
temporary licenses to see if it is ex¬ 
cessive. 

EnKa's Mary Ann Crockett said that 


if EnKa were forced to pay the fee, it 
would cut into the society’s charitable 
donations. All money raised at thcEnKa 
fair and at the EnKa Exchange shop, she 
noted, "is distributed throughout the 
community" 

"In IUB2. IK disbursements of $300 or 
less were given out — those smaller 
amounts were every bit as important to 
the recipients as the larger amounts 
were," said Crockett. Charging KnKa a 
$305 fee. she said, "would mean EnKa 
has $300 less to give to a worthy activity 

"And." she added, "there is a 
question if we could continue (running 
the video arcade) with this exhorbitant 
fee. which would mean a loss of $ 2,000 to 
us and to the town " 

Some selectmen agreed with Crockett 
that the fee was exhorbitant. Selectman 


John J Williams said that "I don't think 
$5 is excessive for licensing one machine 
fur one day. but 1 think $3 for 60 machines 

$300— is." 

And Selectman Edward O'Connell, 
who proposed three weeks ago that the 
$•10 flat fee he charged rather than the 
$305. came again to the defense of EtiKa. 

"I think we ought to rethink our 
regulations in regards to specific ac¬ 
tivities in town." said O'Connell "And’l 
don't have any reluctance to say I'm 
thinking of the EnKa Fair 

"They are a good group, well- 
motivated. which conics together to pul 
on something which gives residents a 
good weekend at a relatively low ex- 
|x‘iise. and puls the proceeds back into 
the 1 own." he said 

I don’t want to see them suffer for 


our having put in place regulations." 
O'Connell concluded. 

Saraeo, who proposed the $5 tern- 
ixirary fee (an idea he borrowed from the 
Health Dept which charges a $5 tem¬ 
porary food license fee), said he wouldn't 
mind changing the figure. 

"I don't care if we don't want to 
charge EnKa anything — 1 am interested 
in uniformity," said Saraeo. Three weeks 
ago. Saraeo pointed out that the selec¬ 
tmen shouldn't make an exception just 
for EnKa, as there were other 
organizations in town which might want 
a temporary license. 

But if ihose organizations want a 
break this year, they should have made 
their video game reservations early.

Home Is Where The Heart Is

I'm embarrassingly nostalgic 
about the people and places I 
have known in my life. 

I’ve always lived a kind of 
Lot s wife existence. I’ve begun 
to realize I've been the one who’s 
always looking back over her 
shoulder to see what she’s walk¬ 
ing away from, the one who al¬ 
ways chose, as a child, to ride in 
the backward-facing seal of the 
family station wagon. 

1 was made more aware of 
this characteristic the other day 
when we had some people from 
my home town over for dinner. 
Some of them I hadn't seen for 15 
years, most of them I hadn't had 
a real conversation with in 20. 

The thing that struck me was 
how comfortable I still felt with 
them; how suited we all still 
seemed to each other. 

We talked about our lives now 
and our lives back then. The high 
school yearbook was brought out, 
as it was bound to be. Hairlines 
came under discussion, and the 
whole tricky topic of relative 
poundage. Hut we’d remained the 
same in more ways than we'd 
changed. 

What struck me most was how 
sharply important these people 
still were to me; and how 
strangely assured I felt somehow, 
to have made contact with them 
again. 

What I discovered was that 
these characters from the early 
chapter of my life could be woven 
into it again at this point, halfway 
through the book. It reminds me 
of a Charles Dickens novel, in 
which there are no minor charac¬ 
ters really — no walk-ons who ap¬ 
pear once and are forgotten. No, 
in Dickens’ world, and maybe in 
mine too. the past and present are 
interwoven, and that lady quiet¬ 
ly knitting in the early part of the 
tale turns out to have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on its close. 


I ended the evening feeling 
both exhilirated and serene — 
feeling, in a good way, that I'd 
never left that place after all, that 
1 still had access to it, access to 
its memories, and to the people 
with whom I shared those years. 
Keeling that in a warm and sus¬ 
taining way 1 still lived in my old 
home town, was still that kid 
dawdling home from the bus stop 
with her arms full of books and 
her violin case bumping against 
her knees. 

But this sense of nostalgia 
doesn't end with thoughts of those 
days; that’s the funny part. For 
as I continue to think about the 
whole idea of home and home¬ 
town folk, I realize there's 
another candidate for the posi¬ 
tion. Another place, I mean, and 
another set of people. 

It's the place where I taught 
high school for the years Before 
Children. Sometimes I see stu¬ 
dents I taught in my years at that 
school, at the movies, let's say, or 
in some shopping mall. They’ve 
got children themselves now, 
many of them. And they look 
significantly different from the 
teenagers they were when we 
struggled through relative 
clauses together. 

Sometimes when I meet them 
this way, they say, “I don’t sup¬ 
pose you remember me," Re¬ 
member them? They don't sup¬ 
pose I remember them?! I 
remember their homeroom num¬ 
bers and where they sat in my 
class. I remember whether I had 
them first period or seventh; I 
remember what they wrote their 
term papers on, for goodness 
sake. 

They're still my students, in 
this backward-looking mind of 
mine. And that’s still my city. 1 
lived there for years, digging out 
my parking place in the winter, 
attending football games in the 


fall, urging jonquils out of the tiny 
patch of soil behind the house we 
owned there . . . It’s embedded in 
my life. It’s mine; my second 
hometown. . . . 

1 live in a new place now, a 
place not difficult to love, a small 
town with wineglass elms and 
municipally-funded ducks that 
paddle, winter and summer, 
across the pond in serene expec¬ 
tation of bread-crust handouts. 

It's begun to be mine now too, 
this town has, though I’ve lived 
here less than four years. I feel 
something both fierce and tender 
growing in me about the place — 
about the view across the lake 
from the window seat where I 
write these essays — about the 
sound the wind makes in a cer¬ 
tain tree out front. 

It’s growing in me, a sense of 
home about this place. A sense 
both fierce and tender about the 
people who've become my 
friends here. 

I have no idea why I am sad¬ 
dled with this sentimental view of 
life. 

I suppose it shows a certain 
fickleness of mind to give your 
heart so repeatedly to places and 
to folk. But I don’t mind it really, 
living my life in a swirl of 
nostalgia. 

I think it’s OK to be this way; 
to feel that each place is THE 
place; that the friends of the mo¬ 
ment are the best of all possible 
friends. 

... I left my home town the sum¬ 
mer of my 18th year, and I never 
did go back there to live again. 

What pleases me now is to 
realize, thanks to the inspiration 
of Lot's wife, that I never really 
left it at all. And that a sense of 
home and hometown feelings can 
arise from our Nows just as well 
as from our Thens.

Dog owners are paying for the care of 
lost and stray dogs in public pounds with 
their license fees twith money left over), 
and county dog funds (which go back to 
each town, proportionately, for schools 
and libraries). 

In addition, this cruel bill, filed by 
Sen.

The Winchester Planning Board will 
deal with several important issues 
during the next three years. The board’s 
decisions can bring long-term benefits to 
the town. Judith C. Wiegand. candidate 
lor the Planning Board, would like to 
contribute her expertise to finding 
solutions for these issues. 

To preserve the quality of life in 
Wini’hest'T Wiegand lx* I i eves it is 


essential to pay close attention to the 
school, housing, lax base, and dow ntown 
revitalization issues, among others. The 
Planning Board contributes to these 
areas through its powers of zoning, 
subdivision control, design review, and 
comprehensive planning overview. If 
elected to the planning board. Wiegand is 
lx>ih willing and able to work on these 
issues. 

Winchesters schools have always 
been one of the town's strong points. 
Wiegand would like to see this quality 
continue. Now that schools are being 
closed due to declining enrollment, the 
Planning Board is chartered to make 


recommendations on which schools to 
close and what to do with the property 
afterwards The Planning Board can help 
the town choose uses which are com¬ 
patible with the neighborhood, while also 
considering overall town needs. The 
board can also make certain that the 
town will have something to fall back on 
should enrollment increase in the future. 

Wiegand served on the Wyman Neigh 
borhood Committee, helping to deter¬ 
mine an appropriate use for the Wyman 
School and then to choose a developer for 
the school. 

Winchester has many fine old homes. 


as well as new ones under construction. 
These homes are a major contribution to 
the quality of Winchester's environment. 
However, many elderly residents who 
would like to remain in their family 
homes find it increasingly difficult to 
maintain and heat them. Other elderly 
residents, who would like to move into 
smaller, less-expensive quarters, cannot 
find anything to suit them. 

Further, many young people who 
have grown up in Winchester cannot 
afford to buy homes here. The town needs 
less expensive housing and more 
apartments to serve the needs of the 
young and the elderly. Wiegand would 


like to see the Planning Board work on a 
comprehensive housing plan to meet the 
needs of Winchester residents. 

In the near future, the town will also 
be overseeing the development of the 
Woburn I^oop, the abandoned railroad 
right-of-way. The development period 
will be an excellent time to study land use 
on Main street, which is adjacent to the 
Woburn Loop property. Adding new 
property to the tax rolls will increase 
Winchester’s tax base. The Planning 
Board can use the zoning and subdivision 
control ordinances to guide land use ill 
the area. 

Opportunities for land use in the Loop- 


Main st. area include locating new 
businesses. expanding existing 
businesses, reconnecting residential 
areas that were bisected by the railroad, 
and providing more parking for the 
downtown business district, among 
others. Wiegand can put her professional 
planning experience to work on finding 
the best solutions among these alter¬ 
natives. 

Winchester s small town community 
atmosphere is a major asset which 
Wiegand would like lo help preserve. She 
feels she has the broad expertise and the 
commitment to do so.

In ibis release Ronayne expands upon 
his commitmenl lo excellence in the 
Winchester School System, focusing here 
on long range planning and curriculum 
development. 

"As a School Commit Ice candidate. 1 
am commuted lo comprehensive and 
coherent long-range educational plan¬ 
ning In ensure quality and continuity in 
our school system This type of planning 
requires a clear understanding of 


mission with stated goals and priorities. 
Well thought-out plans are fundamental 
lo effective educational management 
They prevent arbitrary judgments from 
being made in the ' heal" of u particular 
moment. They require annual up-dating 
but should be structured to last five to lu 
years. 

Necessary lor good planning is 
quality data collection and quality future 
projection. We should improve our 
current data collection methods and add, 
lo the extent possible, econometric 
factors lo our current census-based 
enrollment projections. These 
enrollment projections are, after all, at 
the heart of our long-range planning 
strategies. 


"Our first priority in planning should 
be the maintenance and strengthening of 
our present high standards. A solid 
background in the basic areas of reading, 
oral and written communication skills, 
and quanilalive capabilities is essential. 
These are not obtained in a year or two 
but are developed from an integrated K 
through 12 curriculum. 

"Another curriculum priority should 
require a strong commitment to 
technological currency. 1 favor a breath 
and depth of exposure across the 
humanities, social sciences and natural 
sciences including computer experience 
at all levels. Strong interdisciplinary 
programs are also very useful in 


enubling our children to achieve 
educational goals according to their 
desires and potential, These together 
with effective extracurricular programs 
and activities will allow for the students' 
development into intelligent, responsible 
and mature citizens. 

"Sound planning also requires at¬ 
tention to what the behaviorial sciences 
leach us about student development as a 
function of age. An understanding of this 
concept demonstrates the inadvisability 
of the School Committee's Task Force on 
Declining Enrollment plan to combine 
the junior and senior high schools. 

"In-service upgrading and 
broadening is always necessary even for 
the best of teachers, Such a policy helps 


maintain creativity and vitality in the 
classroom H also helps the school 
system keep abreast of new develop¬ 
ments and challenges by having a faculty 
intellectually active and responsive. 

"The bottom line in any quality school 
system is dollars. Programs, teachers, 
equipment and buildings all cost money. 
It is important to seek out external 
sources of funding to add to tax dollars as 
time, as was the ease last year. 

"Essential to a complete planning 
process is a complete evaluation process. 
We should expand and improve current 
ongoing program and system evaluations 
which will allow for “fine tuning" the 
educational plan when necessary. 

"If I am elected to the Winchester 


Sc hoc Committee, I pledge myself to 
helping establish a meaningful statement 
of our goals and objectives for the future 
so that our present excellent school 
system will continue to serve our 
children. I feel lhat my professional 
experience will aid in this effort, but the 
key ingredient in building upon what we 
have is listening lo those we serve. We 
need lo hear carefully students, parents, 
faculty and administrators as we plan I 
do now and will always invite suggestions 
and advice.

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To The Frozen North 

Locals Travel To Coast Of Labrador

In the freezing wind and 
darkness enveloping the northern 
coast of Newfoundland, we 
boarded a small, 130-foot supply 
boat — the “Petite Forte" — for 
a 1,000-mile trip from Lewisport, 
a small fishing town, to 
Goosebay. 

It was the beginning of a two- 
month journey along the rocky,

barren coast of Labrador and in¬ 
land to its fjords, streams, and 
mountains. 

Everywhere, we saw wildlife 
— fish, whales, seal, caribou, fox, 
lynx and birds. Rarely did we see 
large numbers of other people — 
the largest town we visited had a 
population of 600. 

We saw areas that civilization 
barely seems to have touched. 
We spent 10 days living with an 
Eskimo family in a small fishing 
village with no cars, no plumbing, 
and no contact with the outside 
world other than a supply boat. 
We travelled 400 miles by train 
through virtually uninhabited 
land, from northern Labrador 
down to the St. Lawrence River. 
We rode for 12 hours and 300 
miles in a truck without seeing a 
single person or house. 

In sharp contrast was the 
modern company town of Chur¬ 
chill Falls, the site of the second 
largest hydro-electric plant in the 
world and Goosebay, a former 
World War II military base, our 
first destination in Labrador. 


There was only one other 
traveller, bound for one of the 
many ports the “Petite Forte" 
would stop at, and a crew of 24 on 
this boat that would take us to 
Goosebay. 

It would not be an easy

voyage. The first hint of just how 
rough it would be came when we 
entered our cabin, a four-foot- 
by- 10 -foot room just big enough 
for a bunk bead, a sink, and a 
closet. At the end of the cabin was 
a porthole with a special metal 
cover that said “close at high 
sea,” and t for emergencies when 
the cover wouldn't close?) a Gi¬ 
deon bible. 

Things got rough quickly. 
That evening, Robert noticed that 
his food, even his tea, was going 
up and down — over and up. 

He left the table and the wind 
yanked the deck door out of his 
hand. Neither of us knows how 
long we were sick for. Hours, 
perhaps. Robert remembers 
standing by the rail, a huge wave 
drenching him, feezing his 
eyelashes together, and nearly 
pulling him out to sea. All night 
long Pauline coughed up blood. 



As the “Petite Forte" cruised 
along the coast of Labrador, tun¬ 
dra and barren rock that slopes 
into the sea, we got our first look 
at the tiny, isolated fishing 
villages that dot the shoreline. 

Everywhere there is a feeling 
of solitude. Labrador, more than 
10 times the size of 
Massachusetts has only 50,001) 
residents (about twice the 
population of Winchester). 

The coastal villages of 
Labrador are often small with 
populations less than 200. 

They are truly shut off from 
the outside — the only way to get 
to many of the villages is by supp¬ 
ly boat, no roads connect them to 
other towns. In any case, the 
villagers have no cars. For eight 
months of the year the villagers 
have no visitors, as the ice drif¬ 
ting down from the north closes 
off the sea lanes. 

Most villages have no running 
water and use a bucket for a toi¬ 
let. There are no doctors, and the 
only emergency medical service 
comes by helicopter from 
Newfoundland. 

Virtually every village is lit¬ 
tered with pop cans, broken 
bikes, plastic sleds . . . anything 
the supply boat brings. 

In one of those coastal vil¬ 
lages, Rigolet, we got off the boat 
even though we had no place to 
stay. 

Nobody in that town, at the 
head of Hamilton Inlet, seemed to 
know of anyone who might put us 
up, and none of the 200 Invit 
(Eskimo) people who lived there 
seemd to want lo talk to us. We 
kept walking from one end of the 
town to the other, and buying can¬ 
dy bars at the Hudson Bay store. 

Our hunger for candy bars fi¬ 
nally led to a place to stay. The 
woman behind the counter, Win¬ 


nie, said she had an extra bed 
because her husband was away 
trapping. We ended up staying 
with her for 10 days. 

The days were spent fishing, 
partridge and snowbird hunting 
with Winnie’s son Henry, weav¬ 
ing straw baskets with Henry's 
wife Christine, or picking red ter¬ 
ries (like cranberries) with Win¬ 
nie's grandchildren. 

We also found volunteer work 
renovating a small church, and 
made another friend. Max, who 
traps in the winter, fishes in the 
summer, and is one of the few 
people in the village who still uses 
a dog team. 

At night, we would wait for 
Winnie’s husband to come home. 

During the waiting, Winnie 
would tell stories, seemingly to 
take her mind off of her husband, 
She talked about Nain, the Indian 
village to the north, where they 
had a “real styrofoam igloo"; 
about the diseases the early white 
missionaries had brought, killing 
entire Invit communitites in 
weeks; about the fights the Invit 
and Naskapi had had in the past. 

A few days before the boat 
was to pick us up, we climbed a 
mountain. On top was an incredi¬ 
ble vista — on one side, the Meal- 
ly mountains, white year-round, 
and out in the ocean, some 
icebergs. We hurried down to the 
village to tell Winnie about it, but 
when we got home, she was cry¬ 
ing and looking out through her 
binoculars. 

Only a month before, she told 
us, seven men had died while on 
a trapping trip. 

But Murray, Winnie's hus¬ 
band, would survive his trapping 
trip, returning the day before we

we left. Etc didn’t even seem 
fazed by the danger he had been in — he 
was more interested in his American 
guests. After greeting his family. Murray 
went into the house to find a special 
treasure to show us. 

From under his bed. he pulled an old 
copy of Playboy, and asked if we wanted 
lo buy it, Robert refused, but Murrey 
showed him the pictures anyway. 

The goodbyes went quickly. Our hosts 
gave us a salted cod lo take home to our 
parents. 

Another village wc vividly remember 
was Cape St. Charles, even though we 
never saw it. One night. Uie “Petite Forte” 
chugged up an inlet until it was loo 
shallow, beeped the horn to let the 
villagers know wc were there, and drop¬ 
ped anchor. 

Out of the darkness there appeared 
first one, then two, and finally 14 long 
fishing boats. The fishermen (no women, 
no children) lied on to the “Petite Forte,” 
clambered up the gangplank, and started 
to help unload the freight of snowmobiles, 
lx>er, soda, couches, and building supplies. 
While the fishermen were on board, some 
talked to one or two of the crew members 
that they knew and some looked at the 
T.V. that we had. Yet most of them talk¬ 
ed amongst themselves, ignoring us and 
the crew. 

Finally the job was done. They got 
back into their boats, started their 
Evinrudc outboard motors, and headed off 
into the darkness to the village wc were 
never lo see. 

It took us a day to boat down the 
1 tamilton Inlet to (Joosebay. The inlet was 
incredible. Miles and miles of rock com¬ 
ing out of the sea, the Meally Mountains 
behind that, and the sky behind the Meal¬ 
ly Mountains. 

We stayed in Goosebay/Happy Valley 
for a few days. It's a military town built, 
in just a few years, during World War II. 
At one time it hosted 6,000 troops, but now 
there are only a few hundred, mostly Ger¬ 
mans. In Happy Valley we met Milt and 
Gracey and their children Nancy and 
Johnny. They took us on a 300 mile dirt 
road ride to their home in Churchill Falls 
(pop. 600). the site of the Churchill Falls 
hydro-electric plant where Milt works.

While at Churchill Falls, we hiked to 
the falls a 255 loot drop, and toured the 
hydro-electric plant That was everything 
there was to sec in Churchill Falls. 


We went on to Esker - another 100 
miles by dirt road only this time with a 
trucker (who hardly laughed at all). 

We waited six hours for the train, pac¬ 
ing the ice and snow. It was so cold. When 
the train came the conductor said he was 
going north — the wrong way. but we were 
so cold wc got on for the ride. The train 
went to Schererville, once a booming ore 
town, then headed south toward Sept. Isle, 
Quebec, and homeward. 

(Editor's note: Winchester residents 
Robert Gordon and Pauline I.ewin’s took 
their three-month trip to the Canadian 
province of Labrador last full. 

In July they will begin a much longer 
trip, a three-year trip around the world. 
They plan lo slay in Israel. Ireland, 
Holland, East Africa, Northern India and 
Nepal. Thailand, and China doing 
volunteer work, attending classes, and 
teaching. 

Bob, from Saint Paul, Minn., and 
Pauline (Winchester High School class of 
1878) met three years ago at the Sight 
Point Work Camp in Cape Breton, Novu 
Scotia and decided to travel around the 
world a year ago.

It just wasn't a filling finale to the 
Sachem basketball season. 

After clearing the five consecutive 
hurdles needed to make it to the state 
competition, the Sachems should have 
capped the season with a victory-packed 
night that would illuminate the memories 
of each squad member forever, Or at 


least have lost after a close-1 ought 
contest. 

Instead, Winchester was destroyed by 
Wakelield last week during their second 
round at the slates. Beaten 90—15 in a 
game every Sachem hopes lo obliterate 
from his memory quickly. Is there no 
justice at the state basket Ira II courts? 

But one loss can no! drown out the 
memory ol the feats that characterize 
the 19H2-li:J Winchester basketball season. 
For the first time in five years. Win¬ 
chester sent a team to compete on state 
courts.

“The full climax of the season was the 
Thursday night win over Woburn.” said 
Coach Dave Smith. “When we reached 
that goal the attitude of the kids was, ‘We 
achieved the goal and the season is 
over."’ 


It was. But it’s on fortunate that after 
winning the live games in a row that sent 
them to the slates. Winchester could not 
have ended the season on a higher note 
Hut all things put into proper per¬ 
spective. Winchester is still awesome 
After all, they were not exactly l>caten hy 
a hunch ol sissies. 

"1 really don’t want one game to 


detract from the fine season we had," 
Smith stressed. ‘Tm proud of the kids 
and 1 think Wakefield will go on to prove 
to he the Ix'st team in the stale."

Task Force To Probe Athletics 


Shortage Of Athletes Will Threaten WHS Sports

Despite its successes of the past 
seasons, capped by the winning of the 
Dulton trophy last fall. I he Winchesler 
High School athletic program has two 
strikes against it. A decline in enrollment 
that will cut the available number of 
available athletes in half in to years, and 
the ever-lightening squeeze play on the 
school budget. 

The School Committee doesn't wanl 
the third strike to be a lack of planning. 

To confront and head off a future 
disaster for the athletic program, the 
committee is setting up a Task Force on 
Athletics lo plot the future of sports at 
Winchester High School. Basically, 
the Task Force will he asked to decide 
how many sports programs Winchester 
High School can afford to run. and if 
sports are to be eliminated, which ones 
will go. 

Surprisingly, it isn't a lack of money 
that is threatening to choke the athletic 
program, according to School Committee 
members. That's part of it — the 
alhlelics budget will come just shy of a 
quarter-million dollars this year. But 
that’s not the biggest problem 

School Committee member Mary 
Jean Wcylmaii. who has reviewed the 
athletics budget for her committee over 
the past several years, said extra money 
could always he raised by going to 
booster clubs or asking the athletes to 
shoulder some of the costs, 

Weylman also feels that Town 
Meeting is willing to pay the price of a 
good athletics program. "Town Meeting 
has shown its willingness to support 
athletics." said Weylman. 

The situation that could throw the 
athletics program for a loss is the 
predicted decline in Winchester High’s

State Treasurer (Tune To 
Keturii Unclaimed Monies 

Massachusetts General 
Law Chapter 200A is known 
as the Unclaimed Money 
Law. Enacted in 1907. it 
can be viewed as the state’s 
first consumer protection 
law. 

This law seeks to protect 
individuals by assuring 
that unclaimed bank ac¬ 
counts, uncushcd payroll 
checks, gift certificates 
and insurance proceeds 
which have been inactive 
for more than five years 
are returned to their 
rightful owners. 

Slate Treasurer Robert 
Crane is charged with 
administering this law. 
One of his responsibilities 
is to force banks and other 
institutions to report un¬ 
claimed funds to the state. 

Crane had to sue Boston 
Edison, the First National 
Bank of Boston and 
Filene’s to make them turn 
over unclaimed monies

What do local children of working 
parents do after school? The question is 
particularly relevant in light of the in¬ 
creasing numbers of women entering the 
work force at a very rapid rate in all 
kinds of communities The 19H0 census 
found that 85 percent of women with 
children 6 to 17 years old work 

Raising children and maintaining 
employment is a particularly difficult 
juggling act for single parent families. 
Children earing for themselves were 
twice as likely to be in single ixirenl 
families The single parent phenomena in 
a community such as Winchester is 
rather typical of the national picture, 
according to a study done in 1981 by the 
Winchester Interagency Council. 
According to the Census Bureau, 19 
percent of all children live in single 
parent families. 

The acrobatics of juggling child care 
and jobs exist for two-parent lam dies as 
well. As Dept of Labor statistics readily 
reveal, both parents must work in in¬ 
creasing numlxTsor two parent families 
due to current economic conditions. 

As if the problems of child care for 
preschool aged children aren’t enough 
for working parents, what are their 
choices for school-age children? Do they 
run around in circles trying to find neigh¬ 
bors. friends or relatives to help out? Do 
some parents become so desperate that 
they must leave their children in the 
house alone or perhaps give up a job and 
go on welfare?

Tho primary purpose of the now charge aside Irom comply¬ 
ing with Federal and Slate laws, is lo ensure a continuing 
source ol lunds lo properly maintain and improve the Town s 
vital sanitary sewer system The revenue generated could be 
dodicalod to Ihe sower systom operation just as wo restrict

Available Funds 

Use at Available Funds in FY 84 rollects a greater emphasis 
on such funds as Stabilization. General Surplus and the Sale 
ol Land Account 

Tho Stabilization Fund, which now exceeds $1,072 000 can 
be used only tor expenditures ot a capital nature and requites 
a two thirds vote al Town Meeting Tho Stabilization Fund has 
nol boon used Idi a number ol years, and la allow it to re¬ 
main unused while major physical needs ol Ihe Town go 
unmet would bo penny-wise and pound-lootish in the long run 

General Surplus Revenue is at an all-time high and by June 
30, 1983 will be in excess ol $3 000.000 Tho Proposed 
Budgei recommends using Si.000.000 ol this surplus As 
Town Managor 1 do nnl support ihe iheory that use of surplus 
simply to balance a budgei should be adopted as a policy 
Obviously, operating costs which icpeai tram yeai io year 
should be funded through n revenue source that is constanl 
and dependable Surplus lunds vary Irom year lo yoar and, 
in theory would not oxisl at all it all revenue proieclions and 
all spending projections came out exactly on inrgel al llie end 
□I evory fiscal yoar Thus, to use a surplus lo lund annual 
operating costs is to simply postpone iho inoviiable decision 


ol where lo make budget culs or where lo find new rnsourcos 
ol revenue Despite Ihe above reservations. Ihoie aie some 
special problems that have developed the last lew yea's and 
becauso ol the hoallhy conddion ol the Town's surplus, it 
would be desirable to use it lo a greater dogroe m Fiscal 1984 
in order to lake care ol some of those special problems, lor 
example ihe pension liability 

Start Funding Penelon Liability With Surplus 

The Town's pension liability is growing at a dramatic pace 
and wilt shortly exceed the Town's legal capacity to lund it 
unless severe reduenons m other services art made One way 
to avoid this situation would bo la pro fund pensions instead 
of following the pay as you go' dan lhai the Town now uses 
to pay pensions Tho benefit of a lunded system is that IuIuib 
cosi increases are controlled and interest earnings reduce 
tho taxpayer s burden In etlect. current taxpayers would not 
he passing on lo Ihmr children obligations incurred today tor 
services received today 

Other Reasons to Tap Surplus More In FY-84 

Another example ot some unique one-time costs in Fiscal 
1984 is the Town's Worker's Compensation program After 
examining Ihe prosenl melhod whereby the Town is ' sell- 
omployed" as compared lo allornalive methods ol insuring 
ourselves for Worker's Compensalion. il appears desirable 
10 change to an insured program To accomplish this in any 
Single year requires a higher budgei lor Worker s Compen¬ 
sation since Ihe Tnwn must carry both Iho liability lor exisling 
casos while at the same lime prepaying an insurance earner 
lor new cases that can bo expected lo come along Theso 
old cases, or (railings ciBate a bulge in tho Compensa¬ 
tion budget iho Inst year or two but quickly lapoi oil After 
Iwo or three years, the Town’s Worker's Compensation casts 
should he lowor lhan beloio and ihn Town benefits by hav 
ing IMP services ol an insurance firm skilled in this area to 
investigate claims and lo Bxsmine working conditions, such 
as poor woik habi's or unsafe working conditions by the 
employer lhat may be contributing lo unnecessary compen 
sation claims 

The Sate of Land Account 

The Sale ol Land Account. Iiko Surplus and Stabilization, is 
also vaiy hoallhy Recent sales at school buildings and 
previous balances now bung this account lo more lhan 
$600 000 as nl this date Theso lunds can only be used lor 
bond able type proiocis with a tile expectancy ol ran (10) years 
or mate Sinca the Town needs to improvo much ot its aging 
remaining school buildings, and other fixed assets. I propose 
that various capital projects (soo Capital Program, series 9000) 
be tundod out ot ihis aecounl and avoid placing thoso costs 
on ihe tax rale This account would also be an excellent 
moihod ol funding the Winchester Center revitalization pro¬ 
gram of now street lights (see 9184-GT-5. Capital Program)

lor last yoar and are nnw updating lhai study We can now

School Coate 

The School Department has dealt with declining enrollments 
in a carelul and thorough manner and successfully closod five

Waiting List Starts For Home Care 


Because ol a short lull instate funding 
Mi nut email Home (’are Corporation 
iMHCC> ot Lexington announced today 
that it will start a wailing list for home 
care services on March 15. 

The slate legislature was notified of 
the need for supplemental funding for 
this program last October.” said Bur- 
Iwm Smith. President of the ME ICC 
Board of Members. “Yet. the request for 
$3.4 million in added funds remains 
si a lied in the House Ways and Means 
Committee, headed by Representative 
Michael Creedon. Meanwhile, frail older 
jx'ople in twelve of the twenty-seven 
home care service areas in 
Massachusetts must go without needed 
help and it hurls.'' 


MHCC services slightly more than 
1.000 older people in the 16 town MHCC 
area. Two-thirds of those served are over 
75 years old. and a similar number have 
incomes below state guidelines ($5,201) 
per year for an individual L The purpose 
of home care services is to provide the 
help an older person needs to maintain 
his or her independence at home. Most 
home care clients live alone and have 
multiple health problems. 

"The irony of the situation is that the 
inaction of the stale legislature will wind 
up costing the taxpayer more money,” 
said John Paul Marosy, Executive 
Director "At an annual cost of $1,500, we 
are helping keep people out of nursing 
homes, where the annual cost runs closer

to $15,000 per year Last year alone. 
Massachusetts spent over $300 million tor 
nursing home care through the Medicaid 
program 

In addition." said Marosy. 
"hospitals are now being forced to cut 
costs, under Chapter 372 (the Hospital 
Cost Containment Law enacted in 1982). 
The hospitals arc feeling pressure to 
minimize the length of stay lor patients, 
and often turn to as to provide home care 
help for elders being discharged. In 1980. 
the elderly comprised 12.7 percent of the 
state's population, hut represented 30 
percent of all hospital discharges and 45 
percent of all hospital days.”

While residents abutting Wedge Pond 
and Horn Pond Brook may be suffering 
from the stench and sight of the sewage 
that oozed into those waterways, town 
officials are not terribly concerned about 
water pollution. 

“In comparison to the amount of 
water in Wedge Pond, the sewage is a 
very big dilution,” said Health In¬ 
spector Agent Joanne Scott “The 
bacteria in the sewage naturally breaks 
down anyway over lime." 

Scott said the Health Dept, will be 
running their routine bacteria testing 
anyway. But Assistant Town Manager 
Rick White said Wedge Pond beach may 
not open for swimming this summer to 
save money in the town budget. “That 
doesn’t rule out the possibility of using it 
for an area of water sports or sunbathing 
but it may make economic sense to only 
open Leonard Pond for swimming this 
summer.” While said. 

Whether or not people will be 
swimming in Wedge Pond this summer, 
its bacteria content will be tested before 
any bathing-suit-clad bodies are allowed 
to enter the water. 

“The bacteria don’t multiply, they die 
off at a steady rule and the problems 
we're experiencing are due to heavy 
rains and MDC surcharging which 
requires us to pump Horn Pond Brook 
and Wedge Pond." said Health Director 
Steven Weinstein. “And there is sewage 
going into the Mystic Lakes as well. 

“Some of the projected corrections to 
alleviate these problems will be oc¬ 
curring over the next 10 years,” he 
continued. “But the Board of Health and 
the DPW would obviously like to have the 
corrections done sooner '' 

Plans have already been drawn up to 
spend state money to modernize Win¬ 
chester’s sewer system. But those 
elaborate blue prints could not help DPW 
men or their equipment control last 
week's rainfall. Especially since rainfall 
during the first week of March had 
already cleared away all the snow and 
completely saturated the soil, according 
to Warrington.

“If they (pumps) fail, then we fail,” 
he continued. “They're our bread and 
butter.” 

Regardless of the stamina of the 
Water Dept.. their budget and equipment 
can not weather another rainstorm. 
“Another rainstorm would be quite a 
problem lor the budget," Warrington 
acknowledged. “And our equipment is 
all fatigued." Not to mention the crew

The two-year battle for his disability 
allowance finally ended for a former 
Winchester policeman Friday when the 
Winchester Retirement Board voted to 
award him his pension. 

Celestino Vozzella of Baldwin rd. 
received a check for about $ 20,000 
Friday, That sum represents 72 percent 
of the salary he would have received if he 
was not forced to retire from the police 
force in 1981. 

“I'm glad it’s over with now and I’m 
glad 1 won,” the 36-year-old Vozzella 
said after receiving the money. “Now I 
can live like a human being. I was in bad 


financial trouble and now it's all 
straightened out." 

After refusing to grant Vozzella the 
pension since April. 1981, the Board of 
Retirement called a special meeting 
Friday and unanimously voted to award 
the pension That decision came after the 
hoard received a writ Ion decision from 
the slate that Vozzella was entitled lothe 
money. 

The stale Contributory Retirement 
Appeal Board < CRAB i unanimously 
voted that Vozzella was entitled to an 
accidental disability retirement benefits 
under Chapter 32 general laws section 94 
which is commonly called “The Heart 
Bill.” 


That law slates that police ollicers 
and firefighters who have passed I heir 
initial physical entrance examinations 
are entitled to a pension if they develop 
heart trouble, circulatory problems or 
hypertension after working on the job 
“There is a presumption the job 
caused the physical problem so there is a 
presumption in favor of the employee.” 
explained Attorney Paul Colella. Voz 
zella’s attorney, who added that the law 
was very controversial. 

Vozzella applied to the lowii 
retirement hoard for the pension after he

Health Bd. 
Chairman 
Quigley Dies 


Board ui Health Chairman Dr 
Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr,. 59, of 
Rangeley rd. died March 10 at 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston after a brief illness. 

Dr. Quigley, a prominent orthodontist 
who had lived and practiced in town for 
35 years, was stricken in his office at 10 
Converse pi. five weeks ago, and had 
been hospitalized since. 

Dr. Quigley was a man of many in¬ 
terests, from being an avid tennis player 
to a student of the primitive cultures of 
South America. 

Professionally, he was best known for 
his interest and work in the research of 
cleft palate. In Winchester, he was best 
known for his long tenure overseeing the 
health of the town’s citizens. 

Dr. Quigley served on the Board of 
Health since 1959. While on that board, 
especially in recent months, he often 
came under attack Trom citizens who felt 
the board was not looking out for their 
interests But Dr. Quigley, remaining 
calm and smiling, always replied, “The 
health of the citizens of this town is my 
prime concern." 

Dr. Quigley was born in Chelsea, the 
son of the former mayor of that city, the 
late Lawrence F. Quigley, and the late 
Zita LawlorQuigley. 

He was a graduate of Chelsea High 
School, the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, the Tufts Dental 
School and the Tufts School of Or¬ 
thodontics.

Lombardi said at a recent 
selectmen's meeting She may vole the 
way she wants but she may also vote the 
wav the Town Manager wants because 
she has to earn her bread and butter 
Selectman Chairman Alan Mac¬ 
donald had stressed that he didn't want 
lo break up the ASCC because they had 
done such a good job in the past Hut 
Lombardi was adamant and Ward 
resigned last week In a letter to the 
School Committee* Ward said she would 
he too busy with the upcoming elections 
Ioserve on the MSCC committee 

“Selectman Lombardi thought it was 
had form lor her to serve on the com¬ 
mittee and I hat’s one ol the reasons she 
left.’" MSCC Chairman Charles

The committee will be investigating 
tenants with two primary criteria in 
mind money and function H costs 
$32.5m n year tor gas. electricity and 
maintenance ol the Mystic School 
building If the portables are kept open, 
there would be an additional $5,500 cost 
for electricity 

The Winchester Child Care Inc., 
which runs Kids Corner day care, told 
the MSl'C in a letter that they will need a 
new home when Mystic closes as Mystic 
students will move into the Lincoln 


school Kids Corner presently rents a few 
rooms at the Lincoln School for $1,050 per 
year 

Committee members noted they 
would need several tenants in addition lo 
that day care group to cover the main¬ 
tenance cost of running the building The 
Visiting Nurse and Community Health 
Inc. group of Arlington would probably 
have more money for rental, members 
noted, especially if they combine with 
the Minute Man Home Care Corp, in 
Lexington as planned, 

Tseckares noted, however. I hat his 
committee could consider renting the 
building at an economic loss iT the 
tenants would provide a vital lown 


function 

-[ think I would balance the financial 
situation with the use and consider what 
the town deserves.” Tseckares said “If 
it were a certain activity needed by the 
town that would lie an asset, we may not 
need the money as much as the ac¬ 
tivity.” 

First and foremost, the committee 
wants to get the building rented. 
“(School Committee Chairman) Ur, 
Mailman wants to keep I he building open 
and that's our objective.” Tseckares told 
his committee. “Thai's the basic ground 
rule and we can have one or several 
users lease the building for up lo five

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Wage Law Would Save Winchester Big Bucks

Some cal! it pro-taxpayer. Others say 
it's anti-labor. 

However you look at it. the bill being 
proposed by state representatives from 
Lexington. Wakefield and Boston to 
amend the stale's prevailing wage law 
would save towns money by allowing com¬ 
petitive bidding for contractual services. 

As it now stands, the prevailing wage 
law requires municipalities to pay 
union wages on all public construction. 
The law also applies to services such as 
snowplowing, garbage removal street 
cleaning and school transportation. 

Town officials feci the law prevents 
(hem from getting the best price on a 
contract. 

If Winchester decides to add to a 
public works building, it must pay the 
prevailing wage.” said Tom Groux, Win¬ 
chester Town Manager. 'But if Joe 
Schmoc decides to build a factory, he gets 
the best price ” 

Groux noted that competitive bidding 
could save Winchester more than $ 100 , 000 . 
The town spends about $750,000 annually 
on contractural services which are af¬ 
fected by the prevailing wage law. 

But union officials say that while some 
towns might save money, the ultimate ef¬ 
fect of the bill on labor would be lower 
wages for construction workers and less 
work for DPW employees. 

''You would see lower wages and work 
done by unqualified craftsmen,” said 


Martin Foley, legislative director of the 
Mass. AFL-CIO. 

The amount of money a town would 
save if the bill were passed depends upon 
how much contractural labor it relies 
upon, and what the wage differentials are. 

In Belmont's case, the savings might 
not be so great. 

“We aren’t going out that much for 
contractural services.” said Town Ac¬ 
countant Ted Sparrow. “If you build 
something large like a school you're go¬ 
ing to pay prevailing wages anyway.” 

But Jimmy Castanino, Belmont's 
highway department manager, pointed 
out that contractural services run to about 
$785,000 per year — not including snow 
removal — which means the town could 
save as much as Winchester. 

Donald Marquis, Town Manager of 
Arlington, sees the issue as one of local 
control. 

”1 don't want to be tied to minimums 
that are much higher than I'd have to pay, 
particularly when we don't control our 
revenues,” he said 

Arlington officials could not say how 
much they thought the town could save 
with the local option amendment to the 
prevailing wage law. But John Bowler, 
town purchasing agent and DPW office 
manager, noted the gaping differences 
between the state's prevailing wages for 
certain jobs and the town’s minimum 
wage for those same jobs. 

For example, the minimum hourly 


wage for a truckdriver who works for the 
DPW is $7.21. But a truckdriver working 
for a contractor hired by the town must 
receive at least $14.43. Wage rales for 
DPW truckdrivers in Belmont and Win¬ 
chester are similar. 

In fact, the wage rates of nil DPW posi¬ 
tions are less than half that of their 
equivalents in the construction industry, 
as set by the slate’s prevailing wage law. 

“IPs unfair,” said Bowler. “Say we put 
out a contract to build some curbing. 
Sometimes we’ll have a DPW employee 
working next to a contractor's employee 
who’s gelling paid twice as much.” 

However, the basic rate for the prevail¬ 
ing wages includes health, welfare, pen¬ 
sion and supplemental unemployment 
benefits. These and other benefits arc in¬ 
cluded into DPW contracts but are not fac¬ 
tored into the basic rate. 

Labor unions oppose Ihe proposed 
amendent to the prevailing wage law. 
They see it as anti-union, both in the public 
and the private sectors. 

Union leaders representing public 
employees say the bill would lake awav 


work from DPW employees 

“The bill too easily allows lor contrac¬ 
ting out.” said Peter Wright, legislative 
director of Council 93 ol Ihe American 
Federation of State. County and Municipal 
Employees, representing DPW workers in 
Arlington, Belmont and Winchester. 

“The way the bill is drafted, a town 
could contract out work that could be sup¬ 
plied by public employees.” he said 
“Since it costs more to contract out than 
to do it in-house, we feel we re acting in 
support of taxpayers.” 

William Shipps, Commissioner of the 
slate Dept, of Labor and Industries, 
agrees with Wright that public employees 
could be doing more const ruction work 
“They could very well do all the jobs 
with town employees.” said Shipps, who 
is responsible for ensuring that companies 
pay the prevailing wage 

“It's lazy town management,” he add 
ed. “They could go out and build all the 
roads they want with public employees 
But if you want someone else lo provide 
that, it’s going lo cost more.” 

AFL-CIO’s Foley feels that hy encour¬ 


aging non-union contractors, the result of 
a local option on prevailing wages could 
tu* inferior construction 

"You don't save money hy construc¬ 
ting inferior projects." he said 
“Tradesmen spend four or five years 
learning their trades. Would you want a 
handyman to build your house or a 
tradesman’’” 

Foley called the proposed amendment 
"part of the attack by the new right I lore 
are three young Democratic legislators 
who have been duped hy the new right." 

But Hep. Stephen Doran of Lexington, 
one of the bill’s sponsors, said Foley's 
argument has "no credibility.” 

Unions don't have a monopoly on 
quality,” he said, “there's no danger in 
having non-union contracts." 

Doran insisted that (he proposal would 
be “good lor jobs." 

"The effect of the existing prevailing 
wage law is anti-jobs,” ho added. "It's 
choking the ability of local government to 
engage in construction of any sort.” 

Hep. Sherman "Whip” Salt marsh of 
Winchester said lie supports the bill as it 


has IxM'ii proposed, but added that he fears 
it could he “amended to death in 
committee.” 

“The main thing,*' he said, “is not how 
much you're saving, hut why you have to 
be locked in a particular wage scale if you 
can do it in a more effective manner the 
prevailing wage takes the com- 
poleliveness out of construction.” 

Hep. Mary Jane Gibson of Arlington 
and Belmont said the original problem the 
prevailing wage law was designed to 
counter when it passed in 1914 — “too 
cheap labor without standards” — is now 
not an issue 

She supports the hill because, she said. 
"I like decision-making at the lowest level 

She said the budget constraints facing 
towns under Proposition 2.5 have driven 
towns to “look for less-expensive ways to 
contract. ” 

The proposed amendment to the state's 
prevailing wage law has generated heated 
debate, but it has a long way to go until 
the house votes on it. A hearing on the bill 
is scheduled for April 13. after which time 
it will be debated in committees.

The town can start deciding if it wants 
lo purchase the abandoned Woburn Loop 

Town officials have been waiting for 
the MBTA to come up with an appraisal 
tigure on the .9 mile stretch of land 
running through ' from Skillings rd. lo 
the Woburn line before moving to pur¬ 
chase the property. That appraisal figure 
came in this week. 

According to Hep. Sherman “Whip" 
Saltmarsh. independent appraiser Neil 
Farmer set a $l(m.500 price tag on the 
land in Winchester The portion of the 
tracks in Woburn, also .9 miles, was 
valued at $34(>.fl()0. 

Saltmarsh said he thinks the price is 
Imv enough that the town should aquire it. 

I think that’s a reasonable price.” 
said Saltmarsh. "And I hope Town 
Meeting will consider buying the 
property.” 

An article authorizing the purchase of 
Ihe land is on the Spring Town Meeting 
warrant, and Town Manager Thomas 
Groux included $100,000 to pay for the 
properly in his budget for next year. 

Although $100,500 might seem a lot of 
money for a useless railroad track. 
Saltmarsh feels it is a small price to pay 
to help develop the northern section of 
Winchester. 

Saltmarsh. along with Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
and other town oft ieals. has suggested for 
months the land could lie used to improve 
businesses along Upper Main st 


Although the same thing might be 
accomplished through individual 
businessmen purchasing the land 
directly from the MBTA. Saltmarsh feels 
the town should act as the land broker. 

"The most important thing is that the 
town has control of the land.” said 
Saltmarsh. “That's our trump card. 

“If the town controls the right-of-way, 
it can develop it the way it wants, 
stimulating business and development." 
said Saltmarsh “The town knows its 
needs and what it wants to do better than 
anyoneelse.” 

Before the town begins negotiations 
with the MBTA to buy the land, the ap¬ 
praisal figure must be reviewed by an 
appraisal consultant. Saltmarsh noted. 
That should take about three weeks, he 
said. 

Then, if Town Meeting approves the 
purchase of the railroad right-of-way, the 
selectmen can begin negotiations. 

Any pact between the T and the town 
must have the approval of the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration 
<UMTA>, which funded the construction 
of the line and therefore has the final say 
on its fate. 

Saltmarsh pointed out that the UMTA 
knot of red tape gave the town another 
reason for buying the land 

"By having the town own it, you only 
have to go to UMTA once, and then the 
town can dispose of the land in pieces 
itself." said Saltmarsh. "II the T sells it 
off in pieces, it will have to go hack to 
UMTA for every piece.” 

But before investors line up to buy 
those pieces from the town, they'll have 
to wait forTown Meeting.

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Rookie Legislator Takes On Senate Leadership 


Jusi two months inlo office. Arlington's 
new state Senator. Richard Kraus, is put¬ 
ting his ideas — and maybe his political 
neck — on the line, to try ,md get some 
reforms in the Senate's legislative rules, 

Kraus, some veteran and former 
senators, and members of citizens' ac¬ 
tivist groups presented their views on the 
Senate’s rules, and suggestions for some 
changes, at a State House hearing last 
week. 

Kraus told a special 10-member panel 
that during his recent campaign, he found 
that, paradoxically, the public seems to 
like individual legislators, but has a 
negative image of the legislature as a 
whole. 

He said the public doesn't believe their 
legislators can act independently of the 
leadership, and “a substantial portion of 
the electorate is both cynical and disen¬ 
chanted" with their legislature. 

• ‘A very large percentage of the voting 
public." he told the panel, “sees their 
|own) legislator as a good, hard-working, 
and well-intentioned person, frustrated 
by . the institution in which he or she 
serves. The single phrase most often us¬ 
ed is that this fine person, whom they 
trust, is (he victim of a dictatorship.” 


But Kraus doesn't lliink he's risking he 
political future by talking I his way 

“1 guess 1 have the sense that if 
anything serious is going to he done about 
rules reform here, this is the time. There's 
a time when things arc possible and a time 
when things are not possible.” he said in 
a telephone interview Tuesday I'm 
gambling that this is a lime when things 
are possible.” 

Right after being sworn in this 
.January, Arlington's freshman legislator 
was one of a small group of veterans and 
newcomers that urged Senate President 
William Bulger to lake a good look at the 
Senate’s rules and regulations 

“Seven or eight of us worked very hard 
on the (Senate) President to appoint a 
special committee to look into rules 
reform," Kraus explained. "It hasn't lieen 
done in over 1(H) years. 

“We finally convinced him i! was a 
good thing to do. Bulger does have a very 
deep concern about the future ol the 
Senate as a legislative hotly.” the 
freshman Senalor said, "He knows it's in 
trouble.” 

Early in January. Bulger, lamous tor 
his dislike of the press and publicity, set 
up the rules review, with public hearings 


across the state 

There are people Bulger appointed to 
that panel who were among the group 
• that asked him lo hold this review.)" 
Kraus explains. From that point of view*, 
it s an honest committee It docs represent 
a diversity of concern about the (Senate's 
imagei problem " 

"He i Bulger) does have a tendency to 
blame problems (with the Senate's im¬ 
age) on the press.” Kraus acknowledges. 

' So we've been trying to make it as un- 
threatelling as possible.” 

The group is making an extra effort lo 
make it easier lor Bulger to accept the 
idea ol changes “The important thing." 
said Kraus, “is that if he (Bulger) does 
take on some of the reforms the panel sug¬ 
gests. he won't lx* looking at stories and 
editorials that treat it as some sort of con¬ 
fession nt guilt 

“I've been spending a lot of lime talk 
ing with the fourth estate (the press),” 
Kraus acknowledged, “trying to ensure 
that doesn't happen.” 

Bulger has been reputed to be a rather 
dictatorial Senate President. But, Kraus 
said, although he's only been in office a 
short lime, he hasn't seen any indication 
the reputation is deserved. 


“As near as 1 can tell, the power (that 
seems to be in the Senate President’s con¬ 
trol' has not been exercised while I've 
been here," Kraus said. “There's been no 
undue pressure that I've perceived on 
myself or anybody else, although I'm look¬ 
ing at a very short period." 

But it's that appearance of power, the 
image the public has that the Senate 
President is an absolute dictator, that 
Kraus mentioned to the special panel on 
rules. 

The Senate president, Kraus pointed 
out. has personal control of the number of 
staffers a Senator has; the committees 
Senators serve on; who chairs commit¬ 
tees. and therefore, who gets the extra 
money allocated to chairmen; and of 
Senate office supplies. 

"If all this is only the appearance of 
power, or is power unused," Kraus 
argued, "Then it should be relatively easy 
for us to underscore our independence as 


individual senators, and reassure our con 
slituenls of that independence." 

Kraus suggested that each Senator be 
given an independent operating budget, 
not subject to someone else s decisions. 

He also suggested the power to appoint 
committee members and chairmen be 
spread out more, so it does not rest solely 
on the Senate President 

“What some others have proposed," 
Kraus said,“is that the Democratic (ma¬ 
jority) caucus select three or four people, 
including the Senate President, to make 
appointments The hope is to get some sort 
of dispersion of that power, so there’s not 
such an apparent hold on that person." 

He and the others who testified nlso 
suggested the Senate limit late-night and 
early morning sessions; make it more dif¬ 


ficult to suspend the rules require a day's 
notice before any last moving legislation 
is brought up lor action, and reduce the 
power of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee 

They also recommended that bills sent 
to committees like Ways and Means or 
Third Reading, where they 're checked lor 
legality and proper form, be reported 
back to the lull Senate within a limited 
time. Right now. many such Hills die in 
committee, without action on them 

Kraus dosed his testimony with the 
observation that, even if the Senate's pro 
blem is only an image problem, changes 
should lx* made 

“We are dealing with a public." Kraus 
concluded, •'which cannot help believing 
where there is smoke, there is lire 


Women's Republican Club Lauds 
New Center Parking Program 


John Connery, Winchester’s 
Economic Development Coordinator 
talked about “The New Winchester" at a 
recent meeting of the Women’s 
Republican Club of Winchester at the 
home of Mrs. Phyllis Johansen of 
Thorn berry rd. 

Program Chairman Cynthia Barone 
introduced Connery whose professional 
background includes degrees from 
Boston University and Ohio State 
University and work with the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
(MAPC) before he began his work in 
Winchester in 1981. 

Since he came to Winchester. Con¬ 
nery spent much of his time studying the 
needs of Winchester Center and obtained 
a $331.0110 Urban Design Grant to im¬ 
prove its appearance. Contracts for the 
implementation of this grant will be 
awarded this Spring. 

Club members agreed with the 
speaker that Winchester is a quality 
community in regard lo Us people and its 
residential areas but that the com¬ 
mercial center needs to be upgraded in 
several respects. There is no desire on 
anyone's part to increase its size or to try 
to make it into anything more extensive 
than a town center which will serve the 
people who live here. However, there is a 
need for improvements in both ap¬ 
pearance and in convenience which will 
in turn increase the prosperity of center 
merchants. 


Club members agreed with Connery 
that the attractive architecture* and 
natural setting of the center could be 
enhanced by some relatively inex¬ 
pensive improvements like the removal 
of the 1950s style highway lights and 
their replacement b.v ones that are more 
in scale with the buildings in the center. 

Members were given a preview of the 
new parking regulations which will take 
effect April 4. They were designed to 
make it easier lor shoppers lo find 
parking places close to stores and to 
discourage long-term parking on the 
streets of the center by commuters ami 
people who work downtown. 

Several off-street lots will provide 
inexpensive off-street parkingat H) cents 
an hour while on-street parking in the 
center will be free and limited to a one or 
two-hour stay. The police will check that 
cars are not left on the street all day. hut 
will be tolerant of shoppers whose 
errands slightly exceed the one-hour 
limit since the program is meant to 
encourage more shoppers. 

A profit of over $50,000 per year is 
anticipated from the new svsiem in 
comparison with a net annual loss ol 
about $7,000 under the current system of 
metered parking. That money will he 
used to maintain the new parking 
program. A special grant will allow the 
changes to he implemented. 

Members had a variety of questions 
for Connery, after their lavorahle 


reception ol his talk. In reply to a 
question Ilom President Ann Blackburn 
they learned that a high-quality 
restaurant is planned for Winchester 
Terrace 

Concern was expressed about 
some of the less aesthetically pleasing 
changes to storefronts in recent years. 
Potmen said that lie could only give 
advice in owners and could not insist that 
they follow it. as had been the case in 
com mini it ies like Salem and 
NewImrvport whose centers had been 
improved by powerluI urban renewal 
directors whose function was different 
Irnm his own 

Following Connery's talk. President 
Black ham told members about the 
upcoming Legislative Day at the Slate 
House on March 24 and about the 
planned trip lo the Museum of Fine Arts 
on May 9 during the Art in Bloom special

1 have this friend who (ells a 
very funny story about her little 
girl and the tooth fairy.

When, under cover of darkness, 
her mother came into her room to 
exchange it for the quarter, she 
had trouble finding the tiny chip 
of enamel under the child's pit 
low, and jostled her about a bit 
searching for it. The little girl 
woke up, it seems, and caught her 
mother in the act, though she 
pretended she was still asleep at 
the time. 

The next day, though, she had 
a series of very hard questions for 
her mom, ending in the directest 
one of all: "Mama, did YOU put 
the money under my pillow?" she 
wanted to knw. "Tell the truth!" 

The mother, reluctant to 
rend the delicate fabric of child¬ 
hood illusion, stalled some; but 
her daughter was relentless and 
she finally saw she had no alter¬ 
native. She admitted that she was 
the one who’d put the money 
under the pillow. 

“But the tooth fairy asked me 
to do it” she hastily added, thus 
embroidering an extravagant 
and colorful lie to the simple linen 
of honesty she’d started out work¬ 
ing on. 

"Why did she ask YOU to put 
the money there?” the daughter 
wondered, appropriately enough. 
That’s when my friend, in sheer 
and sweaty desperation, told the 
biggest whopper of all: 

“Because she hasn’t got any 
arms!” she blurted. 

Unbelievably, her daughter 
swallowed it. Having come for a 
position of solidly grounded skep¬ 
ticism, having put her mother on 
the defensive, having placed her 
in the witness box and gotten her 
to really squirm some, she aban¬ 
doned her line of questioning and 


accepted her mother’s stunning 
fabrication. 

Every time 1 think of this 
story. I have to laugh. 

Now next to the notion of an 
aging fat man who invades the 
house at Christmas, and an 
acrobatic rabbit who creeps up 
onto the breakfast table at 
Easter, this little girl must make 
room in her imagination for the 
spectacle of an armless tooth 
fairy — a double amputee trailing 
gossamer and stardust, flitting 
above the houses of sleeping 
children, forever in search of the 
wakeful grownups who can en¬ 
gineer the magical swap of coin 
and tooth. 

No wonder kids grow up twis¬ 
ted; no wonder they turn out to be 
no better than their parents were 
at ruling themselves and their 
world. 

Our intentions are good, and 
that much is for sure. But oh, the 
tangles we get ourselves into 
answering those hard questions 
that our children put to us. 

We want, on the one hand, to 
be scrupulously honest, to pre¬ 
sent the truth to them; but at the 
same time we want to protect 
them from too much truth, 
especially from some of the 
harder truths that await them in 
the cold adult world that we have 
come to know. 

So what’s the best course for 
us to choose? And how do we help 
our children navigate the tricky 
passage wherein they abandon 
the fictions of the nursery world 
voluntarily, with equanimity, and 
not with a sense of having been 
lied to and betrayed by parents 
that were less than honest with 
them? 

It’s a difficult business, chart¬ 
ing a course through these 
waters. 

My own little girl heard some 
talk in the school yard recently 
about how maybe there wasn’t 
really any Santa Claus after all. 

She came to me in her direct 


six-year-old way and presented 
the question. What’s the story, 
she wondered; is he real or isn’t 
he? 

I felt a prickling sens!ion at 
the at the back of my neck, and 
the image of the tooth fairy as 
Venus de Milo flashed once more 
across my mind. 

Sure he’s real, I found myself 
saying. 

He’s real the way love is real; 
the way the smell of spring is real 
and unmistakable; the way it’s 
real when you feel a sudden 
warmth inside and glance up to 
find someone you love looking at 
you with affection. 

Santa’s real all right. On that 
level of reality that's invisible. 
You can't see him or touch him, 
anymore than you can see or 
touch love. You’ll never catch 
him in your living room any more 
than you'll ever find that one spot 
where a rainbow bends to kiss the 
earth. 

But rainbows are real all the 
same. And spring does come, just 
as its fragrance promised it 
would. And people do lift one 
another’s heads with a look 
across the room; it happens all 
the time. 

The key is believing in that 
kind of reality, I guess. 

When, in the play "Peter 
Pan," Tinkerbell starts to die, 
you’ll recall that the only thing 
that saves her is the applause of 
those in the audience who believe 
in fairies. 

She needs our help, just as my 
friend's armless tooth-spirit 
needs the help of the mortal 
parent to effect her magic. 

And love? Love needs our help 
too, to survive. 

For what would we become in 
this world, do you think, if love 
were allowed to flicker and be ex¬ 
tinguished — all for want of our 
faith in its power? 

Magicians who have lost their 
wands; giants who believe 
themselves dwarves.

We are most pleased wilh the excellent 
wrestling coaching that our sons have had 
this year from Coach Larry Tremblay and 
Assistant Coach Ted Neill. Wrestling is a 
sport not well known to the average 
parent. Unfortunately, too many people 
think of it as the travesty of two obese ac¬ 
tors grappling and grunting. 

These two fine coaches have done more 
than the ordinary in educating us atten¬ 
ding parents. We have had printed rules 
of the sport available at each home meet 
as well as the line up of the varsity and 
junior varsity wrestlers, records of meets, 
and places of future meets, 

The care and attention given to all par¬ 
ticipants by the coaches and referees to 
insure no serious injuries is something one 
must witness to believe. Certainly this is 
one aspect about which parents are most 
concerned, and even the most squeamish 
of us has been impressed with what we 
have seen. 

Although newspaper coverage clearly 
shows that wrestling is not even Win¬ 
chester’s fourth or fifth most favorite 
sport, the uniqueness of this group is ex¬ 
emplified by Charlie Cowen’s meeting his 
Winchester Star deadline with excellent 
reporting of the matches.

In addition, 
the boys receive phone calls evenings and 
weekends lo give further support, en¬ 
couragement, and, at limes, a bit of “what 
for" we're sure. 

The three home games that were 
shown on cable T V. (something we feel 
should Ik? done with all sportsi were ex¬ 
cellent training films, and were extreme¬ 
ly well done mainly because Coach Neill 
assisted the commentator. 

Perhaps it is nature of the sport, but 
there is a much closer relationship be¬ 
tween the boys and their coaches which 
even extends to us parents. We find 
ourselves, like groupies at a rock concert, 
shouting for every wrestler wilh a fervor 
we can't summon for our own; it is hard 
lo see one's own son getting wiped around 
on a mat.

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Capital Projects Win FinCom Blessing 


By PAl I. VAN OSDOl. 

The Finance Committee this week 
approved $737 .(Kill lor capital projects for 
Fiscal Year 1984 ranging from $ 1 4,000 to 
sludv possible renovations in Town Hall 
to $150,000 to continue overhauling the 
sewer system 

Most projects were approved with 
few changes from Town Manager Tom 
Groux’s proposed budget, although two 
projects —$15,000 for repairing the Town 
Hall Tower and $50,000 for improving the 
structure of the South Dam — were 
eliminated. 

Capital budgets subcommittee 
chairman Lawrence Tobiason explained 
lhal preliminary results from a seismic 
study made on South Dam were not 
conclusive enough to justify a $50,000 
expenditure. 

“It has to be gone into more depth." 
he said “More information is needed on 
the gatehouse." He added lhal the 
project should be budgeted for FY 1985. 

Like the South Dam project, Tobiason 
insisted that the lower repair not be 
eliminated but merely delayed a year 
until the town hall study is completed, 


overall study had included the tower, rt 
separate study was done on the tower 
several months ago. 

The Town Hall study includes an 
examination of how to make the building 
more accessible for the elderly and the 
handicapped: an inspection of electrical, 
plumbing and related systems: and an 
examination of what can be done to meet 
the space needs of the building. 

FinCom approved $78,500 for capital 
projects in the schools, making no 
changes from Groux’s proposals. 

The projects include $ 22,000 to 
complete the re-roofing of Muraco 
School; $44,000 for carpet and tile 
replacement at Lynch. Muraco and the 
high school and painting at Ambrose; 
and $12,500 to plan how to stop ground 
settlement around the high school. 

Ground settlement has been ad¬ 
dressed for the past decade by placing 
fill in the affected areas. But the problem 
has reached the point where adding fill is 
counterproductive, according to Groux’s 
budget request. DPW has estimated that 
it will cost $ 208,000 to cease the set¬ 
tlement. 


Winchester Center, whose sidewalks will 
be replaced with a $331,000 grant Trom 
the state; $ 18,000 to upgrade and replace 
traffic lights; $ 110,000 to continue 
rehabilitating the water system: $150,000 
for the sewer system . $ 110,000 to repair 
the North Dam to meet state standards; 
and $124,100 to purchase new vehicles 
such as plows, tractors and trucks. 

The $900 cut svas in equipment pur¬ 
chases. 

In addition to approving DPW's 
capital budget, FinCom also allocated 
$143,247 for DPW administration and 
$1,044,032 for highways and streets. This 
includes highway, parking lot and 
stormdrain maintenance and repair, 
street cleaning and snow and ice control. 

The administration budget was 
passed in line with Groux's proposal. The 
only additional funds from FY 1983 are 
fora part-time clerk at the Cemetery 

FinCom cut Groux’s proposal for 
highways and streets by more than 
$25,000. The principal cuts are $0,250 
from gas, oil and lubrication. $7,050 from 


chemicals and $9,127 from light and 
power, 

FinCom approved Groux’s proposal 
for S43.00U in capital projects lor parks 
and playgrounds. This includes $lt),ooo 
for a barrier to be erected around Lynch 
field. Groux’s proposal was for a chain- 
link fence, but FinCom moved that the 
Beautification Committee decide a more 
aesthetic and less expensive alternative, 
such as boulders or telephone poles 

“We must force thought beyond the 
idea of a chain-link fence." said Lorna 
Tseckares. who proposed that the field 
not be fenced in. 

FinCom also supported Groux's 
proposal of $33,000 to resurface tennis 
and basketball courts at Manchester, 
MacDonald and Leonard fields. 

The only capital project proposals 
remaining on FinCom's agenda are for 
police and fire equipment, a study to 
evaluate sites for a new public safety 
building, physical improvements At I he 
librarv and a word processor for Town 
Hall. *

Catch A Rising Star 

WHS Senior Captures Role In 
Boston Production Of Aesop

You could almost make a 
[Hollywood movie out of it. 

In the lead, you have Pilar Pit- 
Itas, a 16-year-old stage-struck 
Kiri from a little suburban town 
[north of Boston. 

Pilar’s been yearning since 
she was 12 for the life of an ac¬ 
tress, biding her time starring in 
high school productions and sum¬ 
mer stock. Waiting for the big 
break. 

One day, she hears about a

group in the big city, Boston, that 
puts on shows using young thes- 
pians. She calls for more infor¬ 
mation, and discovers that the 
group, The Boston Youth 
Theater, is casting for its next 
production. 

Pilar, heart pounding, goes in 
for an audition. And of course, in 
the grand tradition of all those 
Busby Berkeley musicals, she 
gets the part. 

Phrased that way, Pilar Pit- 
|tas’ story is almost too sugar- 
coated, too perfect to be true. But 
|it happened. 

Last week, Pilar stood at the 
dressing room door of the Boston 
Shakespeare Company Theater 
in Boston, fresh from her opening 
performance in “Just Desserts”, 
a hip, quick-moving musical ver¬ 
sion of Aesop’s fables. 

For the past hour-and-a-half, 
the Mt. Pleasant st. resident and 
Winchester High School senior 
had lived the dream of every teen 
who had been struck by the 
magic of the footlights. And boy, 
was she nervous. 

Not on stage, where she pull- 

I ed off roles as the world’s first 
bee with a stinger, a Valley Girl 


crab, a favorite of the god Mer¬ 
cury and a cocaine-hyped, blues¬ 
singing frog with polish and one 
hell of a singing voice. Butjafter- 
wards, when going over th|b play 
in her mind she relived all the 
muddled lines and technical pro¬ 
blems unnoticed by the audience. 

“It’ll get better,” she promis¬ 
ed. “This was our opening night." 

There really wasn’t any need 
for apologies. “Just Desserts" 
was a delightful confection of 
singing, dancing, gags and skits 
performed by a talented cast 
whose oldest member is 23 years 
old. 

The skits are based on Aesop’s 
classic fables, but with a twist - 
the hare in "The Tortoise and the 
Hare”, for example, doesn't take 
time out from his race for a nap, 
he stops to disco all over the stage 
with a cute little bunny. 

Pilar explained that the 
modern view of the ancient fables 
came through the actors and ac¬ 
tresses, who developed their roles 
during three months of im- 
provisational rehearsals. 

“It made it difficult because 
we built the script ourselves, we 
made up the characters as we 
went along,” said Pittas. "But 
that’s also what made’ it so 
exciting.” 

It wasn't exciting at first, con¬ 
fessed Pittas, more like “nerve- 
wracking” Pilar was the 
youngest of the young actors at 
16, and was performing in her 
first big-league production. 

“When we started, I was a lit¬ 
tle uncomfortable because I had 
never done improvisation 
before,” she recalled. “I really 
didn’t have enough faith in 
myself to lose my own character 
in a frog. 


"But my fellow actors really 
came through for me," she con¬ 
tinued. “We really built up trust 
in one another, so you knew if you 
mess up, somebody else is going 
to come in and save you. And 
Elaine (Koury, the director, 
playwrite and songwriter for the 
show) really worked hard to put 
us at ease.” 

Pittas repaid that work and 
trust by coming up with some 
hilarious, and some true-to-life, 
characterizations. 

The funniest was her Valley 
Girl crab, a gum-cracking, nasal¬ 
voiced teen who was fed up with 
her mother telling her that “I 
wanted you to go to college and 
marry an Alaskan King." 

Pittas replied in song, "You 
say 1 never listen, man you're 
quite a preacher. Mom I hate to 
tell you, example's the best 
teacher." (The moral of the 
fable). 


"There’s a little of me in all | 
the characters,” said Pittas. 
“There’s a lot of the crab in me. 
The woodsperson (befriended by I 
Mercury after she refuses to lie to I 
get a gold necklace) is probably | 
the closest. The Bee was way too | 
nice for me.” 

Pittas enjoys all her parts I 
though -- she sees them as a I 
chance to grow as an actress, a I 
career she has followed from I 
parts in the Winchester Players! 
at the age of 12 through lead roles! 
in the Curtain and Cue produe-r 
tions to summer stock parts in| 
Concord and Hampton. 

“Although I’ve done a sort 6f| 
professional theater in summer! 
stock, this is the first time I’vel 
done something this intense," she!

Incumbent John Duffy 
Runs For School Board 


McCall-Taylor Seeks Seat 
On Town Planning Board 


(Editor's Nolo: This release was submit¬ 
ted by John Duffy, candidate for re- 
election to the School Committee. Mr. Duf¬ 
fy, who previously was a member of the 
Department of Music at Tufts University, 
is a Senior Education Specialist with 
Digital Equipment Corporation. He and 
hiw wife, Jeanne, have two children who 
attend Lynch School.) 

In a previous release, I identified three 
issues of importance for future considera¬ 
tion by the School Committee: review and 
stabilization of the elementary cur¬ 
riculum; planning For Ihe day (soon) when 
the high school will have900students; pro¬ 
fessional development for our staff. In this 
article I will focus on two matters which 
are important educationally and are also 
concerns of my professional life: Com¬ 
puters and the classroom, and the relation 
of the Arts to education. 

Computers and the Classroom 

Headlines scream al us, “The COM¬ 
PUTERS are coming!" Nevertheless, 
buzzwords about bits and bytes do not 
make a curriculum. In fact, one of the hot¬ 
test issues in education today is just how 
to deal with computers now that “they" 
have become friendly and small and 
inexpensive. 

We must clarify and identify where 
computers themselves should be the sub¬ 
ject matter of courses, where computers 
will be effective as tools for learning other 
subject matter or skills, and where com¬ 
puters will be available as resources 
allowing students and staff to perform 
sophisticated and important tasks which 
would otherwise be too time-consuming or 
difficult. 

Also at issue here is a basic tenet. Com¬ 
puters may assist instruction, but they are 
no substitute for human contact such as 
we expect between a teacher and student. 
The opportunities computers provide are 
many, and, just as we learn to drive a car 
without necessarily learning Ihe technical 
aspects of internal combustion engines, 
we can use computers without having to 
explain them. 

Winchester has been lortunate lo have 
a task force of citizens and educators 
which has developed goals for computer 
literacy and an outline for a curriculum 
sensitive to the possibilities I have outlin¬ 
ed. We must now proceed to achieve those 
goals as one part, an integrated part, of 
our total curriculum. 

Arts and Education 

There is no question in my mind that, 
from the earliest grades, reading, writing, 
and arithmetic are the skills which must 
be developed in our schools. For in these 
skills both understanding and self- 
expression can be exercised, and a stu¬ 
dent's confidence and competence to learn 
founded. 


'We all also learn other ways to express 
ourselves which are not easily expressed 
in words: in group activities, sports, art, 
and music, to name a few. The success of 
the Winchester art program and the High 
School Band is evidence of the importance 
of these activities to our children. They 
are not frills, but an integral part of these 
students’ development. In a time when 
schools across the country are shutting 
down these programs, we continue to sup¬ 
port ours — not to the detriment of basic 
skills, but in concert with them. 

Next week I will address two other 
issues facing the School Committee: Uses 
of available space in the schools (in addi¬ 
tion to the space at Mystic, which is be¬ 
ing addressed by a special committee 
and neighborhood panel) and re-forging 
the bond between the community and the 
schools. In closing this week, I would like 
lo paraphrase A. Bartlett Giamatti, presi¬ 
dent of Yale University. He was speaking 
of universities, and his words hit the mark 
for us as well: 

“Our goal is to instill some sense of 
learning for its own sake, the capacity to 
analyze an issue as it comes along, the 
capacity lo think and express the results 
of one’s thinking clearly." 

This is nol all there is to education, but 
these words are good food for thought. 


Weigand Runs For

for one seat on Winchester's Planning 
Board, candidate Judith C. Wiegand 
considers it very important for Win¬ 
chester residents to know why she thinks 
she is the most qualified candidate and 
deserves their vote on March 29. 

Wiegand's opponent. Mr. Clarence 
Borggaard, has stated that he wanted to 
“avoid the rigors of a formal cam¬ 
paign." "I want the voters to know why 
I'm running, what the issues are. and 
what I can help the Planning Board 
accomplish during the next three 
years," said Wiegand 

Wiegand has experience working with 
the town of Winchester — site served on 
the Wyman Neighborhood Committee, 
and, while working for the stale, helped 
Winchester choose a cost-effective, long¬ 
term refuse disposal method. She has 
also worked with many other nor¬ 
theastern Massachusetts communities 

Her training and experience in city 
planning give Wiegand an excellent 
background with which to serve the 
town. She has both a solid theoretical 
understanding of land use, site planning, 
law, economics, and related fields, as 
well as-several years of pracltce in city 
planning. 

Wiegand agrees with Mr 
Borggaard's assertion that Winchester 
needs few changes to the zoning ordinace 
and that the Planning Board’s “com- 
monsense" appruUch to interpreting the 
code is a good one. However, many new 
issues are coming up that will require 
dedicated effort and expertise to resolve. 

Examples are: the Woburn Loop 
property, the need for revitalization of 
downtown, the schools, and housing, 
among others. 

Mr. Borggaard also staled that 
planning conflicts with "doing.” 

Wiegand believes that there is no con¬ 
flict. “Planning is a necessary precedent 
to any worthwhile activity: planning is 
supportive of doing,” said Wiegand. 

Maryann McCall Taylor has 
recommended more comprehensive 
planning and that ihe planning board 
"engage in a long-range planning." 

Wiegand knows that the board is already 
involved in long-range planning.; the 
board's recommendations on school 
reuse and development of the Woburn 
Loop property are just two examples

Therefore. Wiegand would like to see the 
Planning Board continue its excellent 
efforts. Both responding to the issues and 
working for the long term improvement 
of Ihe town 

Further, textbook comprehensive 
planning recommended by McCall- 
Taylor is a very time-consuming ac¬ 
tivity. which would be useful only if 
much of the town remained undeveloped. 
1 lowever. only two to three percent of the 
land in Winchester remains undeveloped 
and the town has a long history of zoning 
and subdivision control decisions on 
which to rely. 

As for the town's space needs, also 
mentioned by McCall Taylor, Wiegand. 
too. would like to see a study of the needs 
and of town properly. But, unlike Mc¬ 
Call Taylor. Wiegand would like to see 
broader participation in such a study "I 
would recommend setting up a study 
committee with members drawn not 
only rrom Ihe Planning Board, but also 
from the selectmen and interested 
citizens. This type of committee has 
worked well for school reuse — the idea 
could lie expanded to cover all town 
properties." said Wiegand. 

"1 am the one candidate with both 
theoretical knowledge in city planning 
and practical experience working with 
Massachusetts communities, including 
Winchester. With my background and 
experience. I will not need lo serve an 
'apprenticeship' on the planning board 1 
am icady and willing to work," said 
Wiegand 


Lorna Tseckares Seeks Sought-After 
Seat On Board Of Selectmen 


(Editor’s note: The following press 
release was submitted lo The Star by 
Lorna Tseckares, one of three can¬ 
didates for the Hoard of Selectmen. This 
is the final week The Star will accept 
releases from candidates for the March 
29 election.) 

"The time I have spent in the past few 
weeks meeting with townspeople and 
listening to their views, has enabled me 
to gain a deeper awareness of the needs 
and concerns uppermost in the minds of 
Winchester residents." remarked Lorna 
B. Tseckares recently. 

Tseckares is seeking one of the two 
places available on the Board of 
Selectmen in the town election on March 
29. 

“I am more convinced than ever that 
I can represent a broad cross section of 
citizens and provide the kind of 
leadership needed lo address the issues 
confronting the town,” she added. 

The concerns are many, but some 
loom larger than others, according to 
Tseckares, Revitalization of the town 
center is a major concern, and town¬ 
speople are interested in possible ways 
to increase the tax base, as well as the 



proposed plans dealing with parking, 
lighting, sidewalks and tree plantings, 

Many people are eagerly awaiting the 
imminent report of the Police and Fire 
Study Committee and are concerned 
about the ultimate disposition of the 
police and lire stations. This report will 
lie debated at Town Meeting and will 
require extensive discussion between the 
Planning Board and the Board of 
Selectmen. 

A proposed sewer use tax is 
generating considerable interest in the 
whole issue of dealing wilh an aging 
water und sewer system. Many 
residents, concerned with the quality of 
drinking water in town, are raising the 
possibility of chemical contamination in 
certain segments of the water supply, 
and are stressing the need for prompt 
and adequate testing. 

People want to see a lair, complete 
and current assessment of their properly 
as mandated by Proposition 2.5. and are 
interested in the debate over Ihe hiring of 
a full-time assessor, with the present 
Board of Assessors acting in an advisory 
capacity. 

Furthermore, there is an awareness 
that to maintain the level of services in 
keeping with the quality of life Win¬ 
chester now enjoys, will require 
imaginative approaches to staffing: the 
best use of our commercial property, 
and a constant interaction on the part of 


the community as a whole. 

None of these issues will go away. 
They must be addressed and the sooner 
the better, in Tseckares' opinion. But 
this will take u substantial time com¬ 
mitment on the part of elected officials, 
and the 4(>-year-old Highland Avenue 
resident, who does not work outside the 
home, feels she is in a position to devote 
the amount of time necessary to address 
these concern. 

Tseckares has served on the Finance 
Committee for the past three years, and 
has been a Town Meeting member from 
the Third Precinct for six years. She has 
served on the Energy Task Force, the 
Save the Park Committee, and has 10 
years of service as a Girl Scout leader to 
her credit. 

Accessibility on the part of the 
Selectmen and a spirit of cooperation 
will prove key to meeting the challenges 
facing Winchester in the years to come, 
according to Tseckares. The Selectmen 
must “look beyond their immediate 
neighborhoods and display a townwide 
vision.” she insisted. 

“Having spent considerable time in 
many neighborhoods during the past 
weeks, 1 am confident that I can fully 
represent people from all over town, and 
I hope the citizens of Winchester will 
provide me with an opportunity lo do just 
that, by voting for me on March 29," 
Tseckares said

A Case Of Double Identity 

Shazam — Hapless Hockey Squad Transformed To Top Team

Anyone who followed the Sachem 
hockey fortunes this year might burst 
into derisive laughter upon hearing 
assistant coach Kevin Chrusz claim 
"this year was our best ever.” 

Chrusz was. after all. talking about a 
group of players that went 1-lfi during 
the varsity hockey season, a group that 
barely avoided the ignominy or a winless 
season with a victory over Woburn in the 
last gameof the year 

But then, Chrusz wasn't talking about 
his skaters' performance on the varsity 
level, where the sophomores and juniors 
who made up the hulk of the Sachem 
varsity team were overpowered by their 
older and stronger opponents, 

He was talking about the way they 
played against their peers on the JV 
level, For every Friday, in an identity 
change that would have made Clark 
Kent envious, the milquetoasts of the 
Middlesex League turned into the hit¬ 
ting, winning, competitive JV Sachems. 

That JV squad, whose ranks 
moonlighted as about two-thirds of the 
varsity team twice a week, hustled their 
way to a 7-3-1 record this season, a 
record only topped by the league-leading 
Watertown team, And Watertown had 
only one less loss. 

“We had a good squad this year, the 
talent was indicated by the way we 
played on the JV level.'* said Chrusz, 
who is coach of the JVs as well as 
assistant coach for the varsity. 

“On the varsity level, we were hurt 
because of the physical difference in 
size,” said Chrusz. “The sophomores, 
who were the majority of the squad, 
really took their bumps and bruises. 

“But at the JV level, we were 
physically able to compete.” continued 
Chrusz “In all the games, we physically 
outplayed our opponents while putting 
the puck in the net and winning M 

Chrusz said that he and head coach 
Mike Houghton knew at the beginning of 
the season that they would have 
problems on the varsity level, with a 
young squad going against a tough 
league. 

“I think Winchester is in a difficult 
situation for competing in this league for 
hockey," said Chrusz. "One of the 

problems is numbers-every year it 

seems the numbers are getting less and 
less. And we’re competing in the Mid¬ 
dlesex League, and there’s no question in 
my mind that it’s the toughest league in 
the state.”

Chrusz should know where the hockey 
talent lies in the commonwealth 
besides coaching, he refereed 32 college 
games and 29 high school games this 
season.

There will he some additional 
building on the site — Hill envisions 
adding a wing lo the present building, 
hut added that "I don’t anticipate adding 
any more than 2U percent 

Hasnight said any addition “will he 
similar in attention to detail as the 
Wyman was. keeping lo the respective 
design. This of course will all be Tudor, 
as opposed to the Georgian style of the 
Wyman School." 

Hasnight said the oldest part of the 
Medical Missionaries home will he 
divided into half-a-dozen two-bedroom 
units. Those condos will feature the 
building’s original "stone fireplaces, 
plaster ceilings and wood paneling", 
according to Hasnight, who added "we 
will attempt to take advantage of 
providing some of those very expensive, 
finished touches.’’ 

The newer donnatory wing of the 
present building will he converted into 
another 14 units, with the addition 
planned by Hasnight and Hill holding 
nine more condos.

"I Iclt if I had the opportunity to 
purchase the land. I would take it and 
pursue a tasteful project." Hill con¬ 
tinued. "1 want to do something that is 
good for the neighborhood, good for the 
country club, and something the nuns 
would be happy with."

William McCall, president of the 
Winchester Country Club, said 
"Basically, we know nothing about the 
project other than that Martin Hill 
mentioned to me awhile ago that he was 
going to try and work a deal with the 
Medical Missionaries. 

"From the country club’s point of 
view, anything that’s tastefully and 
attractively done and not on a huge scale 
is fine." said McCall.

Generally. Winchester condominium 
projects have gone through months of 
neighborhood and town review belore 
gelling to Town Meeting. The school 
conversions came after extensive 
neighborhood study, for example, and 
the Sachem Woods condo project was 
publicly discussed for nearly two years. 

But Hill said he is working on a 
deadline — his option on the property 
runs out in June, so he must have a 
decision from Town Meeting this spring. 

"1 really couldn't produce a plan I felt 
was worth bringing to the town until 
now." said Hill. "I couldn't get the option 
signed until late October, and we needed 
a couple of months Ibis winter to work on 
it.” 

Welch noted that if the neighbors and 
Town Meeting members felt the project 
was too incomplete lo decide upon this 
spring. Hill would wail. 

"If we do run into resistance, we’ll 
wait." said Welch. "As I indicated to the 
selectmen, we want everybody to be 
satisfied. This has got lo be done 
correctly.

Irving Berlin’s “Annie Get 
Your Gun” is not a safe nor easy 
musical for most community 
theatre groups, let alone a high 
school, to attempt without three 
basic factors: a creative and 
highly qualified director, a cast 
that exudes energy and talent and 
sold musical coaching and 
support. 

Fortunately, all three factors 
were present, carefully blended 
this weekend, as the Winchester 
High Curtain and Cue Club 
presented the musical to a recep¬ 


tive audience which openly laugh¬ 
ed, applauded and supported this 
unique production. 

Margie Johnson as Annie 
Oakley, the girl who finally did 
get her man with a gun, por¬ 
trayed the illiterate heroine in the 
first act with wide-eyed in¬ 
nocence and genuine warmth 
that radiated throughout the au¬ 
dience. She has the grace and 
that all important stamina to pro¬ 
ject her numerous solos and duets 
with ease and professionalism. 

Her partner in keenly com¬ 
petitive shooting matches, two 


duets - the second added to the 
score during the revival on 
Broadway - and love was 
smoothly underplayed by Kevin 
Merritt as Frank Butler. He 
possesses a natural, unforced 
baritone coupled with features 
that project the qualities that at¬ 
tracted our heroine instantly. 

A marvelous foil to Annie’s 
character was Dolly Tate, who 
was superbly etched into our 
memory as one of the very best 
Dolly Tates seen in recent years.

Hesse, who completely absorbed 
the role and assignment of Dolly 
Tate also possesses a singing 
voice that easily rides over the or¬ 
chestra. Her detailed character 
was second only to her superb 
costumes that must have made 
her role that much more 
enjoyable. 

In Dennis McCarthy as 
Charlie Davenport, Chris Duffy 
as Buffalo Bill and Sean Cloher- 
ty as Sitting Bull, the audience 
witnessed three young and

Dean of the College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences at Suffolk University, is a can¬ 
didate for election to the Winchester 
School Committee.

In his two earlier releases Dean Ro¬ 
nayne discussed his commitment to 
academic excellence, quality curriculum 
and faculty development, effective long- 
range planning and efficient budgeting.

“The continuing issue of future school 
closings due to projected enrollment 
declines is still before us. The Mystic 
School is closing in June 1983 by a 5-1 vote 
of the School Commitee. Right now citizen 
groups are being formed to decide future 
building use for Mystic School. Prospec¬ 
tive tenants unquestionably will require a 
three to five year lease. Thus, this facili¬ 
ty will be unavailable for school use for 
that period at the minimum. 1 praise the 
Mystic and Lincoln Parents Associations 
and Principals Martha Grenzeback and 
Paula Caffrey for the excellent manner in 
which arrangements for the redistricling 
of 175 Mystic students into Lincoln School 
are going forward. 

“Thus, I take the issue of Mystic School 
to be closed. It is behind us, but what about 
the future? It was the fact that the etmen- 
tary school seats were only 80 percent oc¬ 
cupied that triggered the Mystic School 
closing. According to the enrollment pro¬ 
jections described in the School Commit¬ 
tee's Task Force on Declining Enrollment 
that trigger occupancy number will be 
reached again in the new five elementary 
school configuration within two years. Will 
the reaction of the School Committee then 
be to close another elementary school? I 
hope not. 

“The Task Force on Declining Enroll¬ 
ment further recommended the relocation 
of Lincoln School to the McCall Junior 
High building and the possible closing of

“We need lo find other ways of suppor¬ 
ting our programs and faculty al both the 
elementary and secondary levels. Exter¬ 
nal funding, both governmental and cor¬ 
porate, alternate building use and tighter 
budgetary controls are examples of ways 
to preserve the spirit of our present educa¬ 
tional system. 

“I support academic excellence, 
neighborhood elementary schools, preser- 
valion of separate junior and senior high 
facilities, and continued faculty develop¬ 
ment. I believe in strong computer educa¬ 
tion for all students, strengthening the cur¬ 
riculum to increase basic writing and 
quantitative skills, implementation of a 
comprehensive long range education plan, 
strengthening extra curricula programs, 
and searching for additional external 
funding 

“H 1 am elected ot the Winchester 
School Committee. 1 pledge myself to sup 
port the continued development of our 
high quality educational system. 1 feel 
that my professional experience will aid 
in this effort, but the key ingredient in 
building upon what we have is listening lo 
those we serve. We need to hear careful¬ 
ly the students, parents, faculty and ad¬ 
ministration as we give direction to the 
system. I do now and will always invite 
suggestions and advice.

Kennedy and Paul Tsongas. and with each 
of the Commonwealth's representatives. 

“The delegates pressed for continued 
support of the freeze,” Carter said, noting 
that the entire Mass, slate had already en 
dorsed the joint resolution. “Moreimpor 
l ant.” he added, they urged our 
legislators to become lobbyists for a 


bilateral freeze themselves, among their 
undecided colleagues 

The entire delegation met with 
Senators Edward M Kennedy and 
Tsongas on March 8. Cavicehi and Wor- 
thinglon inel with other 7th Congressional 
district delegates and with Markey later 
in the afternoon to discuss strategies. 

The Markey-Conic bilateral freeze 
resolution currently has 175 co sponsors in 
the House The Kcnnedy-Haltichl freeze 
resolution, the companion lo the House 
hill, has 31 co-sponsors in the Senate 
"We consider passage ol both resolu¬ 
tions possible this year.” Carter said 
“We ll be working very hard aller the 
House vote to build on the base of support 
for the freeze in the Senate "

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Cop Shot Chasing Drug Store Robbers

Winchester Police Chief John P 
McHugh was scared when he first heard 
his police radio crackle Sunday af¬ 
ternoon 

“I heard the dispatcher say. ‘Armed 
robbery at O’Neil's Pharmacy on 
Washington st. — Shots fired — Gun 
fire,” McHugh said. 

Hut the Chief was even more 
frightened by the silence that followed 
those words 

“When you hoar statements like 
"They're shooting. Shots have been 
fired.' and then you don't hear anything 
for 30 seconds and the officer doesn't 
answer when the dispatcher asks for his 
location it’s an awful feeling,” 
McHugh continued. “Those are my 
people — that was one of my officers 
being fired at.” 

McHugh's fears changed to feelings 
of pride by the end of the ordeal when 
police arrested two men after a high¬ 
speed chase through Winchester which 
ended in Woburn when a police cruiser 
crashed into the suspects' car. 

During the chase, a Winchester 
policeman was injured when a bullet 
grazed his forehead and gunshots were 
also fired at Woburn police. Woburn 
police were not injured. The two suspects 
were finally arrested after one of them 
was shot in the leg in Woburn Center by a 
Woburn police officer. 

The pair pleaded innocent Monday to 


charges of armed robbery and assault and 
battery on a police otlicer witn the intent 
to murder. Bail was set at $500,110(1 with a 
$50,000 cash surety. The case was bound 
over to the Middlesex Grand Jury where 
Winchester Police Lt. Andrew Crawford 
said he will enter additional charges for 
possession of drugs

Officer James Gray remained cool 
from the time he got the call of an armed 
robbery at O'Neil's pharmacy until two 
men were arrested for the crime. Cool 
during the high speed chase through 
town interspersed by gunfire. Cool after 
tie was shot in the head by a .357 
magnum-weilding suspect. And cool 
during the final shootout with Woburn 
police that led to the suspects arrest and 
ended a harrowing ordeal. 

Only after he had taken one of the 
suspects to the hospital for a gunshot 
wound to the leg. did the reality hit Gray 
that he had almost been killed. 

“I didn’t realize what had taken place 
until actually after we had gotten to the 
hospital,” the Winchester police officer 
said the day after the shootout “That's 
when 1 started getting nervous. And I’m

still nervous.” 

Gray can still vividly recall every 
single moment of lhat action-packed 
hour. He remembers the 12:20p m. radio 
message that two armed men had just 
stolen drugs and money from O’Neil’s 
Pharmacy on Washington st. and were 
speeding down Swanlon st. Gray says he 
can hear those words as clearly as he can 
picture the Woburn police officer cock 
his gun and fire the bullet lhat wounded a 
suspect and brought an end to the 
terrifying experience. 

But the moment that really stands out 
in Gray's memory came after he chased 
the suspects through town, stopped them 
on Main st.. got out of his squad car and 
walked toward the Volkswagen It was at 
that time that a man jumped up from the 
back seal of the cur. smashed through 
the rear window, pointed a blue, steel 


Police confiscated stocking hats, a 
quantity of money and a garbage bag 
filled with drugs believed to have been 
stolen during the 12:30 p in armed 
rohhervat O'Neil s Pharmacy. 

“They (the suspects) walked into the 
drugstore, took (owner) Mr Daley at 
gunpoint, forced him to the floor and

“1 knew when I felt something hit my 
head that it was either real good or real 
bad because I couldn't feel anything.” 
Gray recalled. “The noise that pop —

Gray said he lifted his hand to his 
forehead, felt blood just alxive his eye 
and decided he was going to be all right 
He also then vowed to catch the pair he 
believed wanled him dead. 

“He was out to kill me. no doubt about 
it.” Gray said The way he ducked 
down in the back so I wouldn't see him 
He was hoping I d come up to the car 
without my gun drawn I wasn’t going to 
let him get away.” 

IU* didn't Seconds alter he was shot. 
Gray was hack in His car again speeding 
al ter the yellow Volkswagen into Woburn 
where the suspects were finally forced to

Police received a description of the

The ordeal began for Gray after 
Police Dispatcher Stephen Roach 
radioed to all police units that two armed 
men had just held up O’Neil's Pharmacy 
on Washington st. and had left in a yellow 
Volkswagen Beetle heading west on 
Swnnton st. 

Gray said he parked his cruiser on the 
train tracks nt Cross st. and saw a yellow 
Volkswagen speed past with only one 
person inside. The car headed north on 
Main st. into Woburn. 

From that point on. the chain of 
events sounds like old-time cops-and- 
robbers movie. "I put my blue lights and 
siren on chased the car onto Conn st. and 
John st, in Woburn and back onto Main

‘The witness observed the two men 
get in a yellow Volkswagen Beetle and 
head up Swanlon st .” Perrilnno con¬ 
tinued. 

‘That information was passed on 
almost immediately and fortunately we 
had a car at Washington and Cross sts 
and one at Main and Cross st ." 

Crawford noted lhat the pair was 
obviously not too familiar with I he latest 
detour routes in Winchester. 

“They didn’t have a getaway route,'

Gray pursued the Volkswagen north 
on Main st. toward Woburn. He radioed 
to Dispatcher Stephen Roche lhat there 
was only one man in the car the 
driver Gray turned on his blue lights 
and siren and the ear he was chasing 
stopped in Ironl of Louie’s Pizza on Main 
st

Residents Can Cut Down Urban Run-Off 


IU CHARLOTTE .MERYMAN 

The Upper Mystic Lake may Ik* 
swamped with sewage and chemical con 
lamination, hut it need not he left to die. 

Although the lakes can never be return¬ 
ed to their original, pristine condition, 
stale researchers feel there is still a lot 
that can be done to clean it up. Bui those 
measures can be accomplished only with 
the action of local citizens fueled by cash 
from slate and federal agencies 

According to a Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DE¬ 
QE) study of the Upper Mystic Uike 
Watershed, the salvation of I he lake can 
be accomplished by revising local sewer 
systems, cleaning up nearby industrial 
waste sites, treating pollution already in 
the lake, and controlling urban runoff. 

Plans to revise the sewer systems are 
underway; the Environmental Protection 
Agency <EPA> is investigating two of 
Woburn's toxic waste dumps; the 
Metropolitan District Commission )MD(’) 
and the DEQE have studied in-lake 
treatments to reduce the impact ol ex¬ 
isting pollution 

But to control urban runoff, a major 
source of contamination of the lake, there 
has been little or no progress, particular¬ 
ly by residents in areas around the lake 
whose home care and garden practices 
are contributing substantial pollution to 
the lake However, many of those 
residents aren’t even aware of what they 
must do or how they must do it. 

Many residents may lx* simply ton 
busy to study and carry out the Mystic 
River Watershed Association’s recom¬ 
mendations for stopping urban runoff, 
recommendations delivered to them in a 
brochure by the association. 

The association, active in attempts to 
increase community awareness ol the 


lake's plight, this winter distributed 
almost 2IMHJ pamphlets to residents in the 
drainage area around the Upper Mystic. 

The publication, entitled “A Residents' 
Guide to Reducing Pollution in the Upper 
Mystic Lake Watershed.” outlines 
methods for limiting household sources ol 
pollution and makes recommendations lor 
environmentally conscious home and 
garden care

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Nunnery Developer May Wait To Avoid Fight 


**,' DUKl.Kict o 

Developer Martin Hill would rather 
retreat from his plans to bring a con¬ 
dominium proposal to the Spring Town 
Meeting if it means a fight with hostile 
neighbors. 

Hill wants Town Meeting to rezone the 
Medical Missionaries of Mary property on 
Arlington si. so he can convert the nun¬ 
nery into a luxury condominium. 

But the proposal, announced only last 
week, has already suffered a sharp attack 
from one Planning Board member who 
feels the neighbors weren’t filled in on 
Hill's plans early enough to prepare for 
Town Meeting. 

Hill replied in an interview that he 
couldn't announce his plans any earlier, 
and would delay bringing the plan to Town 
Meeting if the neighbors weren't satisfied. 

"I don’t want to get a bad reaction 
from the neighbors just because they 
didn’t have enough lime to look at the 
plans.” said Hill, a life-long resident of 
Winchester and a seven-year member of 
the Winchester Country Club, located 
across the street from the Medical 
Missionaries. 

Hill explained that he had to bring the 
proposal before Town Meeting this spring 
because of his option agreement with the 
Medical Missionaries sister, which calls 
for him to purchase the property by June. 

That option agreement was also the 
reason Hill didn’t announce his plans un¬ 
til recently — he didn’t gel the option un¬ 
til late October, and spent the months bet¬ 
ween then and now finalizing his plans. 

"It took us all of January and part of 
February just to do the topographic map. 
the proper ly had changed hands so often,” 
said Hill. “I didn’t have anything to bring 
to them (the neighbors) before now. 

Hill said he would like to win the 
ncightxirs’ support before Town Meeting, 
but added "if we can't do it comfortably 
by then, we'll have to try and get the 
sisters to give us an option before the fall .” 


There may be another problem with 
getting the rezoning proposal before Town 
Meeting this spring — time. 

Planning Board members warned the 
developer's attorney Monday night that 
they may not have enough time to 
thoroughly review the plan before its 
scheduled appearance before Town 
Meeting. 

"It's going to be awfully difficult logo 
discuss a 2R-unit condominium project, 
go over the covenant and make a 
recommendation in the time frame 
you've given us." Planning Board 
Chairman Harry landmark told Wade 
Welch, former selectman and attorney 
for developer Martin Hill. 

What I want you to tie aware of is. 
there is no way the Planning Board is 
going to make a recommendation unless 
too percent of our criteria is satisfied." 
added landmark 

If the Planning Board can't reach a 
decision by Town Meeting time, said 
Welch. Hill would push hack his 
timetable to allow lora thorough review. 

"We would not put this before Town 
Meeting without your favorable 
recommendation." said Welch "Were 
not trying to jam anything down the 
throat of the neighbors or the town." 

Hill's plans for the Medical 
Missionaries building first came to light 
last two weeks ago, when Welch and Hill 
went to the Board of Selectmen to an¬ 
nounce the idea. Monday's Planning 
Board meeting was the first time that 
hoard had seen the plans 

Architect Walter Basnight told the 
Planning Board that the developers had 
settled on locating 2ttcondominium units 
on the five-acre site. Most would he 
housed in the present building, except lor 
nine units contained in a new wing, three 
townhouses next to the present carriage 
house, and one in the carriage house 

The new wing, which would increase 
the size of the main building by about 20 


percent, would be approximately the size 
of the present dormitory atul extend 
along the lines of that dormitory wing to 
Iheheatlwall visible from Cambridgest 
Parking, aside from six spaces in the 
garages already built, would be a long the 
driveway coming into the properly and in 
the existing lot That lot, which now runs 
up against the* properly line, would be 
screened from the neighbors with 
hemlock. Basnight said. 

But it wasn’t the details of the plan,or 
its concept, that bothered the Planning 
Board members Monday night The 
Planning Board's Clarence Uorggard 
commented that. "In the interests of 
historical conservation, that building 
should remain And I can't think of any 
i it tier way t o do somet hing wit h it." 

It was the timing of Hill's plan, an¬ 
nounced only two months before it will 
come to Town Meeting, that upset the 
Planning Board members. 

I am absolutely appalled by your 
complete disregard for the neighbors.” 
said vice-chairman Marion Crandall. 

When we've had other articles lor 
condominiums, they've been presented 
to the neighbors quite a bit in advance. 
We read about this in the newspapers, 
and I'm sure many of the neighbors first 
heard about it at the same time." 

"What Marion's addressing is a 
responsibility to the neighbors, which 
you owe." added landmark. "We have a 
responsibility to those same neighbors." 

landmark said the Planning Board’s 
responsibility was to ensure that the 
project’s design and specifications were 
up to the town's standards, that the 
development and the traffic from the 
development would not hurt the neigh- 
l>ors, and that the details of the plan were 
lixed according to a covenant 

Most of the condominium rezoning 
proposals to come before Town Meeting 
in the past few years have lx*en covered 
by a covenant, which prevents a 


developer from digressing from the plans 
presented to Town Meeting. Welch has 
promised a covenant to go along with this 
most recent plan 

But landmark said getting all the T s 
dotted and the ”t"s crossed on the con¬ 
tract would be the largest obstacle to 
having the plan ready forTM. 

"I want to pul it up front, that (he 
covenants we've dealt with in the past 
have taken quite a bit of time.” said 
landmark "This proposal is coming 
almost at the beginning of Town Meeting, 
and I want you to be aware that the 
Planning Board experience in doing 
covenants has been one of doing them at 
great length, with many changes." 

Hill's representative at the meeting, 
loanee Luntz. said that the developer 
regretted bringing the proposal to the 
town at such a late date, but that he had 
little choice. 

"We're cognizant of the position under 
which we've placed you," Luntz said. 
"Unfortunately, that condition was 
placed upon us when we put the offer on 
the properly" 

Hill said last week that lie took an 
option on the Medical Missionaries in 
October, and worked steadily since to gel 
his plans ready. 

“We were trying to do a lot of work in 
a short period of time.” said Luntz 
Monday. “I think our motivation from 
the outset was to do something that would 
not be objectionable to the neighbors 
The plan we have come up with makes a 
meaningful, adaptive reuse of the 
property." 

Welch said the reason the neighbors 
have heard little about the project — aside 
from u letter in December notifying them 
Hill had taken the option and a letter last 
week revealing he would build con¬ 
dominiums — was that Hill wanted to 
have the plans ready first. 


"We do regret the way this came 
down." said Welch "Historically, things 
have taken place a little differently than 
this has

School Board Trims Budget For 1983-84 Year 
Without Cutting Programs And Personnel

The School Committee cut a healthy 
chunk oul of their approximately $l() 
million budget Tuesday without slashing 
programs or personnel. 

Committee memlxTs cut 4 Tues¬ 

day (com their 1983-84 scIhxiI year budget, 
They voted in favor of the recommcnda- 
Imns made by Supt. William MacDonald 
(or trimming down the budget. 

Most of the money — $129,1134 to be ex¬ 
act will come from extra funds the 
School Committee will have when they 
close tin* Mystic School next term The 
committee recently voted to dose that 


school because of declining enrollment. 
The school dept, will also have an extra 
$35,000 to work with when the administra¬ 
tion offices move from the Sanborn House 
to Lynch Elementary School next term. 

In his budget-cutting recommenda¬ 
tions. MacDonald suggested indefinite 
postponement of a kindergarten pilot pro¬ 
gram which would have cost $ 20,000 if it 
started next term. 

The rest of the money comes from 
funds which were budgeted for the energy 
and teachers’ sabbatical accounts, but 
never used. Last week, MacDonald told 
the committee he was “quite confident 


those unused funds would total $144,790. 
This week, he was certain. 

“I’ve been meeting with the accoun¬ 
tants and 1 can tell you now we will have 
$69,027 lefl over in the energy account and 
$75,163 in the teachers sabbatical ac¬ 
count.'' he told the committee Tuesday. 

“We’re dealing with reductions now to 
the tune of $32!),414," School Committee 
Chairman Roger Bauman concluded, “My 
feeling is to step up to this decrease at this 
point." 

The other committee members also 
decided it was time to take action and 
noted that there may lx? further reductions 


before the budget figures go to spring 
Town Meeting for approval, 

' ‘There are still a number of issues that 
have not been resolved yet," said commit¬ 
tee member Constance Papas. “Some of 
the programs are still questions in our 
minds. 

“But I think it would be appropriate to 
make these reductions now," she added. 

The committee then voted unani¬ 
mously in favor of MacDonald's recom¬ 
mendations to cut $329,414 from the pro¬ 
posed budget for the 1983-H4 school year, 
vear. 


Town May Pay To Connect Private Roads 



Warnings nl problems with plowing, 
firefighting, police coverage and water 
quality in the Girard rd. area convinced 
l hi' Board of Selectmen Monday to pick 
up the tab to connect Girard rd with 
Pilgrim dr, and Hilltop rd 

However, Town Meeting must first 
approve the $87,000 project which will be 
recommended by I lie selectmen at the 
spring session 

The cost of the project may change, 
according lo Town Engineer Jake 
(’iarcia. who said the cost may he cut in 
half depending on the amount of ledge 
the road connection will have to go 
through 

Residents of the area, informed of the 
town’s plans to connect the streets, had 
raised protested vigorously, especially 
about the cosl. 

Usually, the cost of street im¬ 
provements to a private way are shared 


between the town and the residents. 

But selectmen did away with that 
objection by voting to recommend the 
town pay all costs. 

They did so after town department 
heads rattled off a long list of problems 
with the area. 

DPW head Dominic Serratore noted 
that his plows often broke down trying to 
get up the sleep, dead-end Girard rd. 

Water Supt, Richard Warrington 
noted that since water lines to all three 
dead-end streets were not looped, water 
pressure and quality suffered. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney noted 
that poor water pressure at the hydrant 
on the end of Girard rd, meant firemen 
would have to hand-carry a hose across a 
backyard from Pilgrim Dr. to fight a 
Girard rd. fire. 

1 le also said that he worried about his 
equipment being stuck on the steep road 


Finally, Police Chief John McHugh 
noted that it would be easier for his 
police cruisers to respond to calls from 
area houses if there were more than one 
way to get there. 

Those hazards convinced selectmen 
that the roads should he connected. And 
since many residents would benefit from 
the water looping, and since the whole 
town would suffer if a plow broke down 
during a snowstorm or the ambulance 
slid off Girard rd, inlo a pole, they voted 
to pick up the cost. 

"All I’ve heard here tonight has 
caused me to conclude this is a matter of 
pro bono publico (for the public good).” 
said Selectman Edward O'Connell "I'm 
prepared to suggest the town pick up the 
entire cost.” 

Even so. some Girard rd. residents - - 
those at the end of the cul-de-sac — si ill 
didn't like the idea of the hook-up to 


Hilltop rd. 

'in addition to my objections on the 
cost, there’s privacy, noise and traffic," 
said Raymond Izzo of Girard rd. "Those 
would be my objections.” 

And John Forbes of Hilltop rd. noted 
that the connection might become the 
site of accidents. 

if you’re going up Girard rd. in the 
winter, you don’t stop," he said. “You 
should take a look at the width and 
visibility of the curve (planned in the 
road between Girard and Hilltop). If 
people are coming the other way when 
somebody’s going up that hill, it could he 
a dangerous curve." 

The Traffic Advisory Committee will 
look at the curve, and Town Meeting will 
decide whether the danger of the curve, 
the cost of the project and the objections 
of residents such as Izzo outweigh 
O'Connell's "public good".

The Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mission wants to nominate the downtown 
area as a National Historic District, with 
specific buildings being placed on the Na¬ 
tional Register of Historic Places. 

Getting the historical district

Not only would winning a place on the 
historic register bring a certain honor to 
Winchester, it could also bring dollars. 

Krumme explained to the selectmen 
(hat buildings listed on Ihe register could 
get 50 percent of renovation costs funded 
by Ihe federal government, The city of 
Woburn recenlly used $ 20,000 in federal 
money to install an elevator in its 
registered public library. 

Krumme said owners of buildings in 
the historic district would also be able to 
get a 25 percent investment tax credit for 
rehabilitation work, and be able to take 
increased depreciation deduct ions. 


“It would be an asset to the town to 
rehabilitate some of these historic 
buildings," said Krumme ’’And funds 
for that kind of work are available. 1 
would I ike to see the town take advantage 
of them.” 

The only disadvantage which comes 
with Nalional Register designation. 
Krumme said, was that if a building in 
the historic district were demolished, the 
owner of the building could not claim the 
demolition costs as a business expense. 

Hut the main interest of the Historical 
Commission in getting the registration 
was not financial. It was to recognize the 
beauty and history of downtown 


buildings such as Town Hall, the Baplisl. 
I’nitarinn and Congregational Churches, 
the farmer Winchester Savings Hank and 
the I, oca lei li block. 

Four years ago. related Krumme. a 
surveyor from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission looked over the 
center and decided it would qualify to 
meet the National Register criteria 

Recently, she continued, the owner of 
the Local cl li block, and well as 
representatives from the Baptist Church 
and the Unitarian Church, became in¬ 
terested in getting their properties on the 
register.

The Historic District would include 
most of the downtown in a triangular 
area with the three churches as the 
poinls. 

All hough the entire area would be a 
hi si or ic district, if the National 
Historical Commission approves the 
nomination, only certain buildings would 
lie specifically listed 

Some public buildings which might be 
listed include Town Hall, the Public 
Library, the Lincoln and McCall schools, 
and (lie Police and Fire station. 

Private building included might be 
Ihe churches, the Locatelli block. The 
Winchester Star building, the Winchester 
Cooperative Bank, the BayBank and the 
former Winchester Savings Bank, the 
private houses on Shore id., the former 
KelK and Hawse stable (the former 
Purity Supreme), the White building 
(Randall’s Restaurant),Stetson Hall, the 
Cullen block and the Norris Funeral 
Home. 


Selectmen aren't going along with the 
idea of squeezing money from Win¬ 
chester taxpayers through u'ater and 
sewer charges. 

Monday night, selectmen approved a 
draft of a Town Meeting article which 
would give the town responsibility to pay 
for repairs to water lines going into 
private homes. 

If the article passes, the town would 
pay for all repairs on water service lines 
from the water main to the property line. 
Homeowners would pay for repairs from 
the property line into the home. 

Currently, under a by-law change 
adopted in 1957, homeowners must pay 


for repairs from the main, even it the 
town must tear up the street and charge 
the homeowner for it. 

Homeowners are not the only ones 
who would benefit under the rule change. 
It would apply to businesses too 

Although the first draft of the law was 
written only to help homeowners, 
selectmen said the logic behind the move 
would apply to cases of water lines to a 
business. 

Selectmen stated they supported the 
by-law change because they feared a 
resident might chose not to repair a 
water line in the street to avoid the cost. 


But even those buildings not 
specifically listed would be eligible for 
the federal money and tax credits. 
Krumme said 

The commission’s next step is to 
"research the history and architecture of 
each building, then prepare a package 
for Ihe owners of the building we'd like to 
see listed." said Krunime. 

"Wo want to have all the information 
together so we can show them what the 
history is and why we feel it should Ik* on 
I he regist or." she added 

Any downtown property owner who 
does not want his building listed on the 
register or in the district can protest to 
the slate historical commission, said 
Krumme 

However, she added, if less than half 
the property owners object, the district 
may he designated without the approval 
of all owners. 

The Historical Commission will 
return before l he Hoard of Selectmen 
after preparing their nomination papers.

In that case, the town would be losing 
the water, the street might cave in, and 
the homeowner wouldn't lose a nickel, 
since the break would be before the 
water meter. 

Selectmen also seem disinclined to 
adopt a separate sewer use charge, 
although there is an article to consider 
such a charge on the Spring Town 
Meeting warrant. 

A sewer use charge system is being 
demanded by the federal government if 
any town or agency is using federal 
funds for sewer rehabilitation, The 
government wants to ensure that if it 
pays for rehabilitation, there will be 
money to maintain the rehabilitated sewer 
system, 

Since the Metropolitan District 
Commission is using federal funds to 


repair its sewage treatment facilities, it 
is demanding towns that hook into its 
sewer system, including Winchester, 
adopt a sewer charge. 

And Winchester may be seeking 
federal funds for its own sewer 
rehabilitation project. 

But, according to Town Manager 
Thomas Groux, the town need not have a 
separate sewer charge. Instead, iden¬ 
tifying how much of each property tax 
payment goes to sewers would satisfy 
the feds. 

Selectmen seem to be leaning toward 
that option. Selectman Michael Saraeo 
observed Monday that. “If Ihis (sewer 
charge) is just to pick up additional 
dollars for the town. I'm going to fight it. 
If it’s broken down on the tax hill, I'll 
support it because its not an additional 
tax, it's just letting the people know 
where their money is going."

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Police Chief Vows To Fight On Town Meeting Floor For New Squad Cars 

FinCom Tells Cops To Use Same Old Cars

If the Finance 1 Committee has its way. 
there will be fewer new police cruisers 
patrolling the streets of Winchester than 
Police Chief John McHugh claims lie 
needs 

FinCom voted Monday to purchase 
only two new cruisers to replace two old 
ones, each with more than 50.000 miles. 
McHugh hud requested three new 
vehicles, and he vowed Tuesday to “go to 
the floor" at Town Meeting and ask for 
four, 

“We've nickel-and-dinied this thing to 
death." McHugh said “1 recognize that 


we have the town to think about Hut I 
also have the people to think about. And 
that's the bottom line ." 

The chief insisted that additional new 
vehicles are "absolutely necessary," 
and that he is "concerned" that his fleet 
is not up to par. 

"It’s a daily occurrence that I call the 
Highway Department to start, low or 
repair one of our vehicles." he said 

FinCom members voting for two 
cruisers pointed out that the two new 
cruisers purchased with funds from the 
Fiscal Year 1988 budget had only 
recently arrived With the two new 
vehicles from I he FY l HH4 budget, they 


thought four new ears would he enough 
“They will have four Iresh ones this 
year." said FinCom member Harry 
Tnbiason. 

In other action. FinCom voted lo lease 
a phone system that would combine I lie 
fire and police dispatch services into a 
single switchboard At present, one 
dispatcher serves the two departments, 
but with two telephones 

There was some debate over whether 
to lease or buy the new system Although 
buying would be cheaper than leasing in 
lhe long run, DiSarcini noted that "there 
is the possibility of a new police and tire 
bnilHine in the verv near fuhifp If wo 


end up wilh the new building, the phone 
system would he part of the capital 
cost." 

The Committee agreed, and voted to 
lease the system at a cost of $R.4tKi 

FinCom also voted to eliminate 
$:I5.00(I from tlie capital budget (hat 
would have funded alterations at Lynch 
School so that school administrative 
offices can lie relocated there from 
Sanborn House. The School Department 
will now have to rely on its operating 
budget to finance the alterations.

Freeze Should Apply To All Weapons

1 saw a film the other night, 
"Sophie's Choice" it was, and I 
found myself doing something I'd 
never done before during an 
evening at the movies: 1 walked 
out at the start of the climactic 
scene, the highest point of in¬ 
terest in the whole story. 

The film is about a woman, for 
anyone who doesn't know by now, 
and 1 daresay by the close of the 
Academy Award ceremonies 
such people will be few and far 
between. She is a survivor of the 
Nazi death camps, someone who 
is unable to forgive herself, for 
having survived, especially for 
having survived the people she 
loved most in the world. 

I knew that the scene in ques¬ 
tion would be heart-wrenching. 
I'd read the book, and I 
remembered it only too well. 

It involves a choice that the 
woman is asked to make under 
the greatest pressure, under cir¬ 
cumstances of naked terror. 

It involves the “selection” 
process that always took place as 
each successive trainload of peo¬ 
ple was unloaded from the crowd¬ 
ed and fear-filled cars at 
Auschwitz. Some were selected to 
survive a while, to be used as 
laborers or the subjects of in¬ 
human scientific experiments, 
while others were chosen for im¬ 
mediate extermination. 

It also involves some small 
children, and the spectacle of 
children’s innocence confronted 
by unadorned and ultimate evil. 

As the story unfolded and this 
scene approached, I found myself 
beginning to shift around 
restlessly in my seal. When it 
began, I simply couldn’t watch it. 

I hurried, I all but ran back 
out to the lobby, to the blameless 
innocence of popcorri transac¬ 
tions, to'thb sight of many a Fri¬ 
day night couple out for an even¬ 
ing of fun. 

I stood there in that brightly lit 
and brightly carpeted cocoon of 
normality, just this side of the 
swinging doors behind which the 
scene was unfolding. I stood 
there, and I cried. 

After a short time, an usher 
approached — sort of sidled over 
in the gingerly way that people do 
when preparing to address a per¬ 
son who’s in tears. 

‘‘You walked out, didn't 
you?”, he said. "You couldn’t 


stand it.” 

I nodded. 

"I can’t watch it myself,” he 
went on. "I watch all the films, 
usually, through those little round 
windows in the swinging doors 
there . . But I don’t watch this 
part. 1 missed it the first time, 
and I've missed it every time 
since.” 

And then, as an afterthought: 
“You have children, don't you?” 

I nodded again. 

“So do I," he sighed, and mov¬ 
ed slowly away, back toward the 
ropes of crowd-containing velvet, 
toward the fountains of eternally 
cascading orange soda. . . . 

It was a new experience for 
me to do this, to show such fain¬ 
theartedness, and I reproach 
myself some for having done it. I 
have always been compelled to 
look into the heart of darkness, to 
know the worst, to be the one who 
would say, should the occasion 
ever arise, “Give it to me 
straight. Doc.” 

But I just couldn’t do it the 
other night; I couldn’t witness 
even that fictionalized re¬ 
enactment of what went on in 
Central Europe over forty years 
ago. 

It isn’t easy to sit through a 
movie like “Sophie’s Choice.” It 
isn’t easy to acknowledge that 
evil is real, and that the capacity 
for evil resides in every human 
breast. 

No one enjoys being reminded 
of what abominations were com¬ 
mitted in the name of National 
Socialism. No one finds it easy to 
understand how the good German 
people could come to take 
Nazism to their hearts in the way 
that they did. 

But we’re obliged at times to 
find the courage to do what isn’t 
easy. Not to avert our gaze, and 
not to walk out of the theatre, but 
to witness and to acknowledge the 
awful things we humans can 
think up to do to one another. 

We’re obliged to remember 
the shameful episodes of our 
shared history, even as we 
remember the glorious ones. 

We’re obliged to recognize evil 
when we see it, and to call it by 
its right name. 

Even when it hurts us to do so. 
Maybe especially then.

Let me be 
specific: WE MUST INSIST 


THAT THE FREEZE APPLIES 
TO ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

I have been asked to express 
our concern that if and when the 
FREEZE RESOLUTION is 
passed by Congress, its im¬ 
plementation may be sabotaged 
by the deployment of the 
destabilizing weapons, which 
Section 3 of the Resolution ad¬ 
dresses. The technological ad¬ 
vances represented by these new 
weapon systems pose our great¬ 
est current threat, for their 
capabilities undermine the very 
forces of CONTROL and RE-, 
STRAINT which the FREEZE 
Resolution seeks to strengthen. 
How is this so? Becuase these 
weapons will resist verification, 
and MUTUAL VERIFIABILITY 
provides the essential foundation 
for any mutually acceptable 
agreement with the Soviet Union. 
We must protect the integrity of 
Section 2 of House Joint Resolu¬ 
tion 2. 

Let me be specific in regard to 
destabilizing weapons: I am 
referring to the MX missiles with 
their multiple warheads which 
will be perceived by the Soviets 


as constituting a First Strike 
Threat capability. 

Let me be specific: I am refer¬ 
ring to the Pershing II missiles 
proposed to be deployed in 
western Europe in 1983. These 
will escalate the existing tension 
in Europe and will increase the 
risk of hair-trigger response in a 
crisis situation. 

Let me be specific Mam refer¬ 
ring to the sea-based Tomahawk 
cruise missiles The difficulty in 
verifying their existence and 
location would constitute a fur¬ 
ther violation of Section 2 of the 
Freeze Resolution. 

We ask you to persuade your 
colleagues in the Senate and the 
House to support the Freeze on 
the “testing, production, and fur¬ 
ther deployment of nuclear 
warheads, missiles, and other 
delivery systems," what we have 
come to refer to as the T.P.D. Let 
me request that in our minds and 
actions we now insert before 
those three letters two additional 
characters: an A$. A$ represents 
the Appropriation of money for 
any testing, production and 
deployment. Stop the money for 


nuclear weapons! You have the 
power (which WE have given 
you) to do so. And we ask for 
more than a Freeze on “further 
deployment.” 

1. STOP the deployment of 
those ICBM's we currently have. 

2. STOP the production and 
deployment of MIRV's. 

3. STOP the MX missiles on 
behalf of World Peace. 

4. GO for a comprehensive 
test ban treaty

Kid’s Corner Needs Relocation Help 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The goal of Winchester Child Care 
(Kid’s Corner) is to provide a 
challenging and productive niter school 
environment for children of varying 
ages, If is neither totally structured nor 
unstructured, bul tries to attain a good 
mix of both. 

Kid's Corner pilot program began in 
January of 1982 and has steadily ad¬ 
vanced since that time, In the fall of 19H2, 
a kindergarten program was introduced 
and has been very well received. As of 
this date, approximately 50 children 
from kindergarten through the fifth 
grade benefit from this program. The 
program is designed to enlighten and 
involve children — art (use of mind, eye 
and hand), physical well being, en¬ 
joyment of museums and related areas, 
any and everything from plants to 
cooking. A small number of children who 
originally stated "I'm not interested in 
Kid's Corner” have gone to "Do 1 have to 
leave now?." We have an interested staff 
who take the time to deal with the 
children individually as well as collec¬ 
tively. This type of situation expands on 
and compliments a normal school day 
and the school committee must be more 
responsive to the needs ol Kid's Corner. 

The program stresses individual as 
well as group awareness to the children 
It is not the practice to lump all age 
groups and place in one activity since 
individual interests are quite varied. In 
no other situation is this attempted, 
much less achieved. We. as adults, enjoy 
the uniqueness of being me and so should 
our children. 

There are children from all 
backgrounds participating in Kid's 
Corner. This has led to studies of Japan. 
India, etc. — involving customs, food, 
language and on and on. Where else in 
Winchester or the surrounding environs 
could we hope to find such a broadening 
and enjoyable experience for our 
children? 

This program was initialed after an 
extensive sludy under the auspices of the 
League of Women Voters which deter¬ 


mined there was indeed a great need lor 
a productive and participatory program 
for our children. All involved believe the 
program lo be far superior to an ‘in the 
home sitter' with limited resources to 
broaden and enhance a child’s daily 
activities. 

Since the inception of Proposition 2.5 
and the declining enrollment in our 
schools, space for this much needed 
program is at a premium in some areas 
but offers unlimited space in others. The 
pilot program and the 1982-8:1 sessions 
have been conducted at Lincoln School; 
however, with school closings and 
shifting school population, it is certain 
that Kids Corner will not have this 
central location for the 19H3-H4 session. 
Lincoln School was perfect because of 
it’s accessibility io public transportation 
and town facilities. The acceptable 
alternative to Lincoln is McCall, another 
half block would not present any 
problem. My main concern here is that 
my daughter now walks from St. Marys 
to Lincoln which is simple and easy — 
short distance and reliable crossing 
guards. This does not lake into con¬ 
sideration the budgetary drain and in¬ 
crease of monthly cost for transporting 
25-30 Lincoln children to another 
location. 

H is the earnest hope of all persons 
involved with this program that the 
residents, town officials and the school 
committee will offer their support 
whereby we can continue to be secure in 
the knowledge our children are receiving 
the best in after school care. 

We need action on relocating im¬ 
mediately. I must plan for the 1982-84 
term for mv daughter. There are over 50 
Winchester families involved now and 
several calls weekly requesting in¬ 
formation on how to participate in next 
year's program To ignore this valuable 
asset to the community at large due to 
inadequate facilities would be a terrible 
loss.

The Star asked all candidates for contested town-wide offices a series of questions prepared by our staff. Candidates did not know the questions in advance. 


Board Of Selectmen 


iTwo ol the current Board of Select¬ 
men members, including its chairman, 
are up for re-election this year. They will 
lie mutest ing with one new candidate Tor 
the luo open seats. 

Incumbent Man Macdonald of Bacon 
st is the current Board of Selectmen 
chairman. Macdonald has spent Hi years 
as an attorney and business manager in 
both government and private industry, 
and has dealt with government on the 
national, stale and federal level. 

The other incumbent in the race, 
Michael Saraconf Fammsl.. has served 
the town as select man. Finance Com- 
miltee member. Retirement Board 
member and chairman. Charter Com¬ 
mission member and a member of the 
Incinerator and W aste Study Committee. 
In addition, he has been a Town Meeting 
member for 37 yenrs anil served as 
Health Director for 22 years. He is 
ciirreiitl> a health consultant to several 
towns. 

I,mil a Tseckares. the newcomer to 
the race, is a Highland ave. resident who 
has served outlie Finanee Committee for 
the past three tears and as a Town 
Meeting member for (lie past six. She 
has served on the Knergy Task Force, 
the Save the Park Committee, and has 
been active in community organizations 
such as the Dill Scouts and ICnKn 
Soviet v. i 

What are your feelings about 
having a liipmr store in W inchester? 
Macdonald — I think it's important lhal 
sometime in the next few years we get 
that question on the town ballot to hear 


how the voters feel about il. We've heard 
from the town economic development 
coordinator that a liquor store may be a 
very important tool in bringing more 
business lo the center. If that is true and 
if a liquor store would not disrupt the 
other marketing patterns in the down¬ 
town area, then it would be time to study 
the issue seriously I would be ready lo 
try it if a study on Winchester showed 
that we could handle it the same way as 
other communities like Lexington 
Similar towns have been able to do it 
wilhoul great disruption lo their social 
patterns, so we ought to be able lo do it 
too. But it would have to go to the town 
for a vote first and I think that should be 
done 

Saraeo — I’m against a liquor store per 
se I’d have second thoughts about 
allowing wine and beer in existing 
markets, but I'm against a package 
store perse. 1 don't think a package store 
is the type of thing for a town like Win¬ 
chester. 1 think the convenience of 
having beer or wine in our existing stores 
would be okay. I don't think a package 
store would add lo the town and 1 just 
can’t picture a package store fitting into 
our beautiful Winchesler Center. 
Tseckares — Call it a very nice wine 
shop and I’m absolutely all for it I think 
that a lot of people in Winchester would 
support it and it would help bring 
business lo the center 1 don’t think il 
would prove a threat to our young 
people If it had a nice selection of wines 
— and I understand it would have lo 
carry hard liquor i think il would 


bring in a wide variety of quality 
clientele 

How would vou feel about putting a 
parking garage where the Water-field id. 
parking lot is now. in the future if there 
were a need fur parking? 

Macdonald I don't yet know whether 
we need a garage at that place. 1 know 
we need a parking area which is now 
provided by the new parking lot But 
whether or not we need a garage, 
remains to be seen. I’m open-minded 
about the issue, but 1 really don l know 
yet whether the garage is needed 
Saraeo I'm not for a parking garage at 
this lime. I don't think a parking garage 
is needed. For the future. I think we'd 
have lo see more information first I 
think we have ample parking the way it 
is now A parking garage is for a city and 
I can’t picture one in Wine lies ter. 
Tseckares 1 would like to wait before 
making a decision on this until 1 see how 
revitilized the center is after we put in 
lhe new trees, sidewalks, and other 
improvements we will make with the 
slate grant. 1 want to wait until 1 see 
whether those improvements and the 
parking proposals will bring in business 
enough lo warrant more cars which 
means we will need more space which 
might mean we may need a parking 
garage. At this lime, wo don't need it so 
we don't need to spend money tor it But 
I'm not necessarily against a parking 
garage per se 

Du vou think there slum lit be an 
additional sewer use charge? 

Macdonald Mv understanding is that 


we need to have some recognition of the 
sewer use charge as part of our overall 
MDC water usage in order to continue 
receiving the benefits from the MDC 
syslem. Whether that comes from a 
sewer use charge or from some other 
accounting remains to be debated. I 
don't know whether it will be a separate 
charge or whether we will work it into 
the water bill and have a higher water 
hill. I think we ought to be honest about 
it, however and if an increased water bill 
really represents an additional charge 
for sewer usage, then I think we ought lo 
identify it as that. 

Saraeo — There should only be a sewer 
use charge if it is offset from the tax 
rate. I'm not in favor of a separate sewer 
usage charge. 1 feel that if money is 
going to be appropriated in the budget, a 
sewer usage charge would be double 
taxation. The government is not saying 
you have to have a sewer usage charge 
per se. but they’re saying money should 
be spelled out for that purpose and there 
are other means of doing it, I haven't 
seen anywhere the Town Manager is 
going lo reduce the budget by the amount 
of a sewer use fee Now. the total budget 
request includes a request for running 
our sewer dept I want to see how the 
budget would be reduced if you include a 
sewer use charge or else there would be 
double luxation and I’m opposed lo il. 
Tseckares — I don't think we have any 
choice in the mailer if we want federal 
money to help repair the sewers and 
bring them up to 1983 use. I think the 
controversy will be how to effect a sewer

tiHTiinheiit Cathy Alexander is going 
for her third term on the School Com¬ 
mittee. The (ir ass mere ave. resident 
was a former teacher in the Winchester 
schools and served as the School Com¬ 
mittee chairman for a year. Six* has been 
a Town Meeting member for six years, 
and works part-time for the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The second incumbent, John Duffy of 
(ilemvood ave.. is seeking bis second 
term on the board. He lias taught in both 
high school and college, as well as for 
businesses, lie now works for Digital 
Kqnipmimt Curp.. where lie is currently 
working on a project lo improve science 
mid math teaching in secondary schools, 
lie also serves as a music panel ist for 
die stale ( oiincil on Arts and Humanities 
rev iew ing grant proposals. 

.Michael Honayue of Hollywood rd„ 
running for a first term on the board, is 
the dean of the College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences of Suffolk University. He is 
also project director of s St.fi million 
Intern I grant from the I'.S. Dept, of 
education. He has served on the ac¬ 
creditation teams for the New Fug land 
Assn, of Schools and Colleges. He has 
been a research chemist, a professor and 
a department head.) 

What would you like to see happen lo 
the Mystic School? 

\ lex under 'I would hope that we 
would be able to find alternative uses for 
the Mystic School that would both fill 
some of the needs that have been iden¬ 
tified by tin* town and generate enough 


income so that the expenses would be 
covered First and foremost, the 
neighborhood abutters must be involved 
in the process in order to provide an 
environmenl that is beneficial to ail 
concerned. Included in the needs iden¬ 
tified by the town should be day care. 
Perhaps some groups that could provide 
enrichment type activities for our youth 
would find the Mystic School would he 
ideal space.” 

I/....,. — “I would like to see the Mystic 
School used for a variety of uses I have 
no particular uses in mind, but I would 
like to see those uses which would help 
the eommuntiy get first priority Those 
types of uses might include a child care 
center, or a training center for the 
hospital I have not heard the hospital is 
interested, though You could have a 
training facility for that type of 
organization, and there is the possibility 
of using that facility (the Mystic School*I 
to expend the servicing of some com¬ 
munity needs compatible with the 
neighborhood I am looking forward to 
what the reuse committee comes up with 
in working to set alternative uses ac¬ 
ceptable to the community I think the 
building is a community building, and I 
prefer to see a community use before 
any other." 

Itonayiie — "1 wouio nope thul the School 
Committee would not excess it and that 
they would search, through the com 
miltee in place (The Mystic School Use 
Committee), for an appropriate tenant 
lor it. for a three lo five-year lease. 
Examples of an appropriate tenant 
would he something like Kids Corner. My 
basic point is that I would like to see the 
town hold on to the building, not excess 
it Alter three or five years, the School 
Committee should review again 


enrollments at the elementary level. At 
that point I think we ll sec enrollments 
stabilized, il not actually increased, 
Then the School Committee should re¬ 
examine the need lor that school,” 

High School administrators have 
repeatedlv complained about the at¬ 
tendance policy at that school. Do you 
have any solutions? 

Alexander “I do not have any 
solutions, hut i have persuaded the 
School Committee to try and clear the 
way sn that a detention program can be 
implemented as soon as possible. Not 
next year, but this I would hope that the 
School Committee would be able lo look 
at alternatives that do not include grade 
reduction as a solution to the attendance 
problem.” 

Duffy 1 don’t have any solution for it. 
but I am disturbed by a policy which 
links attendance to grades that is a 
policy by which attendance is dealt with 
by cutting grades (one suggestion by the 
sclioot administration » it is not just a 
school problem, it is a eommuntiy 
problem. Wo need to examine this fur¬ 
ther. The high school needs lo discuss il 
further, the School Committee needs lo 
discuss it further, so that we can better 
cooperate with the high school in making 
sure the time of teachers and staff is 
spent educating the kids and not tracking 
them down ' 

Honayiie I would support the 

proposal I heard at tin* last School 
Committee meeting concerning a 
detention room II elected to the School 
Committee, il would be my position to 
review administrative recom¬ 
mendations such as those on attendance 
policies, then comment, approve or 
disapprove. I would not think it ap 
propriate lor the School Committee lo be 


initiating attendance policy 
deliberations. To me, the committee 
should be taking an oversight position 
and looking to the administrative 
leadership for analysis and review, ’ ’ 

Do you feel you will have lo eliminate 
any sports from the curriculum because 
of the projected decline In the number of 
high school students combined with the 
cost of athletics? How should those twin 
problems he handled? 

Alexander “I strongly support the 
creation of the Task Force on Athletics 
by the School Committee. That com¬ 
mittee will consist of residents who are 
knowledgable and interested in 
providing the best athletic program for 
the students of Winchesler. I look for¬ 
ward to their recommendations. In light 
of the fact that enrollment is declining 
most significantly at the high school 
level. I feel that some sports will indeed 
have to be eliminated To indenttfy those 
sports now is premature," 
Duffy — "I think the possibility that we 
might have lo drop a sport is a very real 
one, whether complete sports or certain 
versions, I think that we will have to 
spend a lot of time discussing the matter 
before any sport might be eliminated or 
reduced. Those discussions will be going 
on with the help of the Task Force on 
Athletics, which I'm hoping wilt report to 
the School Committee by November. 
Until that lime, 1 feel a more complete 
response would be pure speculation, 
because 1 think any discussion of sports 
reductions on my part would be 
presumptuous. I would like to add that 
we have done remarkably well in sports 
for a school that is fairly small. As long 
as we can provide good sports activities 
for both boys and girls, we should try to 
preserve them. Sports is an important

use charge. I think we should have it as a 
separate charge Prop 2.5 allows 
municipalities to separate the water and 
sewer charges so those systems could be 
made to eventually pay for themselves 
and the citizens who voted for 2,5 voted 
Tor this. A member of the Board of 
Selectmen wants lo bury the sewer use 
fee in the real estate tax, but that would 
lower the amount o( money available for 
other programs. If you bury the fee in the 
real estate tax. il would not be fair 
because there are people with real-estate 
tax exempt properties who use water 
and sewers. 

VVliul should the town do about it's 
lack of a youth center? 

Macdonald II should establish a youth 
center very soon. There is now a high 
probability that we'll see a youth activity 
center in McCall Junior High School in 
the near future It's an issue that’s 
received serious treatment from the 
Council on Youth and the Uec. Dept, and 
1 think it's ready for some action. I'd like 
to have a youth activity center 
somewhere All the details of the McCall 
propose I have not vet come out so I don’t 
know if there is a better spot than McCall 
to house the youth center But a proposal 
for McCall has been submitted for Town 
Meeting consideration and if it can work 
that would be great. The building is there 
already and we don't have a second site 
to consider, so I think we should 
seriously look at this proposa I. 

Saraeo I'm one hundred percent in 
favor of a youth center and 1 feel one 
should be established and ! think wc’rc 


way behind in eslablishing one. I would 
like to see space made available in one of 
our schools and I don't want to see them 
(kids) stuck with the railroad station. I 
wouldn't want people lo say. ‘Oh the kids 
are all set. they have the railroad 
station ' I would only agree to putting 
them there on a temporary basis 
because I would still like to see a more 
elaborate one away from the railroad 
station. I would support a youth center at 
McCall. I think that would be an ideal 
place for it. You've got an auditorium 
there and a gymnasium which would be 
an asset to a youth center as they could 
have dramatic society and other sport 
activities. 

Tseckares — I’m very much in favor of a 
youth center, I think it would answer the 
needs of good kids who are less mobile 
than their older brothers and sisters. I 
believe that there is a youth center 
proposal before Town Meeting this 
spring and I'm certainly hoping that 
Town Meeting will see fit to pass the 
reasonably small amount of money 
allocated for a youth center and per¬ 
sonnel. It's being recommended that il 
go into McCall Junior High School and 
my understanding is the School Com¬ 
mittee has not voted on it yet. But 
common sense tells me that since it is an 
under utilized school building, it would 
make sense to make use of what we've 
gol, rather than find another possible 
space for a youth center. McCall is in the 
center of town — not in anyone's

part of a lot oft ids’ lives.” 

Kmuiync — “I do not think you 
necessarily have to eliminate sports 
activities because of declining 
enrollment. I think the situation needs to 
be continuously reviewed. Perhaps some 
coaching assignments can be con¬ 
solidated for possible savings I do not 
think you have to respond to declining 
enrollment problems by taking away 
services we think are important, such as 
extra-curricular activities. 

What hit your views on combining 
the high school and junior high school as 
recommended by the Task Force on 
Declining Krnollmenl? If you do not feel 
that should he done, how would you deal 
with the projected radical decline in the 
numbers of secondary students (from 
1,275 next year to 7011 in HUM ?) 

Alexander “At this lime, f would not 
be supportive of consolidating grades 7 
through 12 as recommended-by the Tusk 
Force. I would bn more Interested in 
looking for alternative, compatible uses 
for the empty space that will be present 
at the h i g h school” 
Duffy — “I am not presently in favor or 
moving the seventh and eighth graders 
into the high school I do not see. with the 
present set-up at the high school, that 
this is something we are at all prepared 
to deal with now not in concept never 
mind physical arrangements. What [ 
would like to see in the high school 
building is a much more active use of the 
high school space as the population 
shrinks, so that it is more of a com¬ 
munity center We need more activities 
going on during the day that can also 
serve the community, whether it be 
something along the lines of expanding 
the program run by Fisher College or 
other opportunities which will, I am 
sure, arrive for using the high school 
space. We have to explore options and 
alternative ” 

Honaym I am definitely, totally 
opposed to relocating the junior high 
school lo the high school building. The 
problem of declining enrollment comes 
in two parts, excess space and the lack of 


a critical mass of students to continue 
programs with small numbers of 
students. In regards to your question on 
space. 1 think lots of avenues can be 
examined. The college academy con¬ 
cept. which is being discussed nation¬ 
wide, is one. We here at Suffolk have 
high school students. Other institutions 
and faculties are cooperating with high 
schools. There are a whole host of other 
compatible uses, the kind of thing Kids 
Corner represents 1 see the school ad¬ 
ministration is going to move into Lynch, 
so il would appear educationally com 
patible uses of school space can be 
found.” 

With the high school population 
projected to bo cut in half within the next 
10 years, it seems inevitable that 
teachers and programs will have to he 
cut. How would vou deal with those cuts? 
Alexander — ' I think that we have 
already experienced a significant 
decline in numbers throughout the 
system. Fortunately, the School Com¬ 
mittee has been able to maintain the 
quality of its programs arid staff through 
careful examination and review. Win¬ 
chester is fortunate that number of years 
leaching in the system is not our only 
criteria for reducing the number of staff. 
We do have a provision for performance 
which will enable us to evaluate our staff 
and retain the most qualified. Programs 
are continually evaluated based on their 
own merit and need. I would hope the 
same criteria would apply in the future 
years ” 

Duffy — “Highl away, we have to begin 
planning for that day. In fact we have to 
do it right now because the results and 
consequences of any decision we make 
must be measured as well as they can be 
now, so we have flexibility in llie future. I 
think we will lose not only teachers, but 
we will lose courses and quite likely 
programs will come under fire. But it is 
important lor us to explore other op¬ 
portunities to provide these programs 
and courses lor students who need them

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Town Candidates Speak Out On The Issues 


Planning Board 


t Three candidates will by vying for a 
position on the Planning Board during 
next week’s elections, fighting for a sole 
seat. 

I lien in hem Clarence Borggard of 
Franklin id. was elected to the board 
three years ago after running on a pro- 
elderly housing platform. A resident or 
Winchester since 1911, Borggaard is a 
businessman, lawyer and gardener. He 
is one of the longest consecutively ser¬ 
ving Town Meeting members, and has 
served on the Board of Library Trustees, 
the Council on Aging, and the steering 
committee that established the .leaks 
Senior Center. 

Maryann Me Cull-Taylor of .Sanborn 
si. became interested in planning as an 
undergraduate at Wellesley College, 
where she did a major paper on the 
historical and legal basis for zoning. As 
an intern at the state Dept, or Com¬ 
munity Ufairs, she compiled a state¬ 
wide study of zoning. And as a consultant 
to Arthur I), Little, she has worked on 
many planning and environmental 
studies. 

Judith Wiegaml of Church st. holds a 
master’s degree in planning from 
Harvard I'niversily, where she studied 
land use management, site planning and 
design, planning law. economics and 
statistics. She was senior planner for the 
stale's Dept, of Environmental 
Management, and now works for the 
MITHK Corp. in Bedford. She was also a 
member of the Wyman School Neigh¬ 
borhood Committee which helped 
mersee the conversion of that building 
from an elementary school to a con¬ 
dominium.) 

Do you feel there is a need for low- 
incnine or elderly housing in Winchester 
and if so, what will you do if elected to 
improve the situation? 

Borggaard “Thai's whal I’ve been 
working on for the last three years. When 
they killed Winchester House that did it. 


I went on the Planning Board thinking it 
would come up again, If it comes up 
again 1 will vote for it. We've done fairly 
well for those with low incomes, but not 
for those with moderate incomes. One 
thousand condominiums have been built 
the last three years. Bui widows can’t 
keep their homes going, and they can’t 
afford to buy another home. If they leave 
town, the trauma is tantamount to being 
exiled to Siberia. I say the town should do 
something to alleviate this problem, ” 
McCall - Taylor — I do think there is a 
need for more elderly and lower income 
units. It doesn’t come under Planning 
Board powers unless there are zoning 
changes. In general, I would support 
elderly housing if it's in a good location 
and doesn’t adversely affect residential 
areas. The problem is trying to find 
areas which can support elderly housing 
without having an adverse impact on the 
current residents." 

Weigund — "The town needs to study the 
needs of all the town residents. There is a 
need for housing to serve both Ihe young 
and the elderly, but without a specific 
proposal suggested. I wouldn’t recom¬ 
mend any particular tiling. If elected to 
the Planning Board. I would certainly 
consider any housing proposal to come 
before the board." 

What arc your feelings on accessory 
apartments? 

Borggaard — “There is a need for ac¬ 
cessory apartments. In certain cases 
they should be allowed. In some places 
they shouldn't be allowed. In some of 
those eight-room houses where there’s 
one elderly widow, some of the rooms 
could be used for auxiliary housing. 
McCall - Taylor — "Without drastically 
changing the composition of the Plan¬ 
ning Board, accessory apartments won't 
go before them. I’m in favor of accessory 
apartments. Since they exist there 
should be regulations that deal with 
them. Pari of the reason the article on 


accessory apartments was defeated at 
the last town Meeting was Ihe wording 
of the article; there weren't enough 
safeguards. I would work on drafting 
legislation for the next Town Meeting. 
Wiegaml — "I know that a proposal 
came before Town Meeting last year and 
was defeated If Winchester voters 
would like to see that issue considered 
again, (lien as a member of the Planning 
Board f would consider it. If the town did 
adopt an accessory apart menl or¬ 
dinance. it would have to be extremely 
carefully worked lo preserve the 
residential environment we have now." 

How do you feel about the surge of 
condominiums in Winchester? 

Borggaard — "1 think condominiums 
have their place. They might he I lie wave 
of the future, 1 don't know, They can 
work themselves out. We don’t want a 
Somerville or a Levittown, When you pul 
condos up you get a cluster. But there is 
a legitimate place for condominiums in 
Winchester. It depends where I hey in¬ 
tend to put it, whal kind and how large. 1 
have nothing against the concept of 
condominiums per se." 

McCall - Taylor 1 think there is u use 
for converting buildings. Condominiums 
serve a useful purpose. But I think there 
can be a saturation point. Pin also 
concerned about condominiums when 
they get older, how they are maintained 
ownership can be nebulous, There should 
be safeguards for future maintenance of 
condominiums." 

Wiegaml — "I'm not sure you could call 
it a surge exactly, If they are properly 
developed, and the neighborhood sup¬ 
ports having them, condominiums are a 
kind or housing that can be very useful 
People who don’t want Die maintenance 
of both house and yard, but don’t want lo 
rent an apartment, can be served by a 
condominium where maintenance is 
taken care of but they own their 
properly. I'd want to make sure existing 


condominiums start selling well tirst 
And I’d want to know where any 
proposed condominiums lull price wise 
against the existing stock ol con 
dominiums, because 1 don't want to see 
huge numbers of very, very expensive 
condominiums not selling Thai would he 
a burden on the town " 

If the town chouses to purchase the 
Wohtiru Loop, whal specific plans would 
you have lor ilex eloping that land? 
Borggaard “Mv idea would hi* to be 
pragmatic about it We have lo decide 
what use it's going lo have If we decide 
in our infinile wisdom that it should he 
residents only, someone might come 
along and want to build a business. We 
should wait and find out whal 
suggestions the entrepenours have. We 
should have broad paramelers but we 
shouldn't try to plan everything, Common 
sense is what it takes," 

McCall - Taylor "The town should 
purchase it lo keep control over 
development. It’s hard to control 
development unless you have some 
power over il. As lo the uses of the 
Woburn loop, it has lobe done parcel by 
parcel. There should be strong input 
from the abutters. 

Wiegaml "1 do believe Ihe town should 
buy the properly, and coni nil ils 
development, so that I lie uses are 
beneficial to Ihe town and compatible 
will] the existing surroundings There 
are several potential uses, depending 
upon which part of Die Woburn Loop 
you're talking about. In some places, the 
loop property could be used lo expand 
existing businesses In other places. it 
would he suitable lor new businesses, 
which would expand Ihe lax base And in 
still other places, where the railroad 
bisects two residential areas, those could 
be reconnected It’s also possible that the 
town could hold a portion of Ihe loop until 
an appropriate use is found For 
example, the part right nexl to Parkview 


Write-In Race Develops For Board Of Health 


The unexpected death of Board of 
Health Chairman Dr. Lawrence Quigley 
has left not only a void on that board, but 
on Ihe town election ballot as well. 

Quigley was running unopposed for a 
three-vear seat on Ihe Board of Health, 
and his death means that there is no 
official candidate for the position. 

Bui it looks like there will be a race 
for the Board of Health seal after all. 
Two residents. Dr. Warren Taylor of 
Kdgchill rd. and Dr. William Fuller Df 
Wainwright rd.. are seeking the position. 

Belli have offered themselves as 
write-in candidates in the March 29 
election. And a few votes may be all 
either one needs to win. 

Because there is no certified can¬ 
didate for the Board of Health post, 
whoever gets the most write-in votes 
gets Ihe seat, according lo Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward. So Taylor. Fuller or 
anyone else in town for t hat matter could 
he the nexl member of the Board of 
Health. 

And Ward said that Ihere is no 
minimum number of votes required to 
win the seat, so a dozen voters could 
choose the next Health Board member. 

However. Ward added that Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall feels any write- 
in candidate must gel at least as many 
votes lo be elected as he would need 
signatures to get on the ballot. Can¬ 
didates for town-wide offices must 
collect 50 signatures to run officially for 
office. 


In any case, the write-in Board of 
Health race looks interesting enough to 
draw plenty of voters, so Ward and 
Randall may never have to decide who’s 
right. 

On one side is Taylor, a local 
physician who served on the Board of 
Health for 12 years and for chairman of 
the board for four. 

On the other is Fuller, a veterinarian 
who could bring a new perspective to the 
board. 

Fuller, who practices in Arlington, 
said he decided to run as a write-in 
candidate after being approached by 
friends who felt someone had to run. 

"They felt from what they knew of me 
that I might be interested in the position, 
and that I would be new blood," said 
Fuller. "I decided it was one thing I 
could do to volunteer my lime. I have the 
professional background, and l would 
like lo provide some service for the 
town." 

Taylor said that he decided to become 
an unofficial candidate after discussing 
the ramifications of Quigley’s death with 
former and present Health Board 
members. 

"f thought somebody had to run for 
this, and that someone with experience 
should," said Taylor, 

Taylor noted that he has “stayed very 
close to the boa rd ’' since he left it 

‘Tve been in touch with the board the 
whole lime." he said, "1 receive the 
minutes of every meeting, and read 


them faithfully. I've been following the 
issues the board lias been dealing with, 
and if] thought any issue that came up so 
far needed some kind of action from me, 
I would have responded," 

Fuller may not have Taylor's in¬ 
timate knowledge of the workings of the 
Winchester Board of Health, but he does 
I eel his background as a health 
professional will give him Ihe knowledge 
to do the job, 

“We’re talking health issues, and I 
have the education to understand those 
issues." said Fuller. "When you're 
talking about toxins on Amberwood dr . t 
know what those mean. When you're 


talking about bacteriology. 1 understand 
lliat." 

“Thi* basic sciences, the basic health 
studies arc (he same" lor a veterinarian 
as anv other hcallh pmlessional. said 
Fuller 

"As far as toxic siudies. I may have 
more exposure because animals eal 
more toxins." said Fuller. “And lots of 
Ihe carcinogen studies were done on 
animals. And Ihe basics are ihe same " 

Willi two qualified candidates run¬ 
ning for the board. Winchester voters 
should remember to bring their pencils 
to the polls

from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. Polling places for 
each precinct are as follows:

We have to look into the opporlunity lo 
cooperate willi surrounding school 
systems so thul their programs and ours, 
which are the same, may he used in a 
shared solution And we also may need In 
look into some different ways ol 
arranging courses so students might be 
able lo take Diem at different limes, 
when there are enough of the stiidenls lo 
warrant giving Ihe course. 1 think this is 
a tremendously important and volatile 
issue which should gain the alien)ion of 
Die entire community. It is mil jusl a 
school Committee issue, it is a com 
munity issue." 

Bonayne "This is Die second part of 
Du 1 declining enrollment problem. Ihe 
lack of Die critical mass of students 
Here we can also use the College 
Academy approach, which started in 
Calilornia when the state increased 
admission standards lor state univer¬ 
sities and charged the slate colleges with 
the responsibility to work more closely 
willi the high schools in preparing to 
meet those standards. So college- 
secondary school in tern cl ion in 
preparing curriculum is one con¬ 
sideration.

Mexander I have been a strong 
proponent ol the introduction, system 
wide, ol computers However 1 do think 
Dial il is lime to stand back and assess 
how well these computers are mccling 
Die needs ol Die present sludent 
population, and evaluate the overall 
program " 

Dnllx “I think we should Irv lo expand 
Ihe com put er program at its present 
rale, but we will have lo be more 
aggressive in seeking assistance Irom 
corporations and grants particularly 
those supporting this kmd ol education, 
computer literacy training our hinds 
can he matched or supplimented hv 
those Irom other aL’enrie* In pursuing 


the goals of computer literacy, a need 
established by a task force of citizens 
who have worked for the past txvo years, 
we must look at several different issues 
relating lo computers, to ensure that we 
don't get swept away on that latest 
bandwagon of technical and educational 
jargon We must identify where com¬ 
puters will be effective as tools for 
learning oilier subject matter or skills: 
where computers themselves should be 
Ihe subject mailer; and where com¬ 
puters can be used as resources allowing 
sludcnls and staff to perform quite 
sophisticated lasks withong having to 
understand how computers work." 

Bouaxlie "I don't think Ihero'senough 
computer hardware and software 
currently available in the system. My 
daughter is a third grade student, and 
she’s nol scheduled lo see a computer 
utili 1 Die lilth grade And she already 
plays with one a I home. There are a lot of 
possibilities for computer utilization at 
the elementary level Such things as 
UK it > are useful computer educational 
tools at the elementary level. I would say 
l applaud Ihe work of the committee on 
computer usage. And. I am very much in 
favor of comprehensive planning. But 
there is a time to execute as well as plan. 
If I were elected to Ihe School Com¬ 
mit lee. I would direct more moneys, 
more quickly, toward computer 
education. As lar as ways of getting the 
money for that in California, Apple 
was talking about giving a computer to 
every sehonlsyslem. I would seek out the 
expertise resident in our town we have 
corporate leaders and eduealional 
leader* and I would try to establish 
some corporate and eduealional liaisons 
Dial would assist in lliese kinds of 
acquisitions. 

Whal advantages can you bring to the 
School Committee that no one else can? 
Mexander "1 believe that over the past 
six years. I have demonstrated lo the 
community that t have an open mind, 
and am able to listen to residents from 
the entire community I have supported 
a rigorous review of the budget and will 
continue lo spend dollars on direct 
services to children 1 believe 1 have the 
energy and the experience lo handle the 
many complex issues that will come 
helore the School Committee in Ihe nexl 
three years." 

I infix I bring experience in leaching 
in business, high school mid college, and 
a level ol judgment recognized by local, 
stale ami national organizations for 
evaluating programs, grant ret]uesIs. 
and deveiopinenl of new programs and 
ideals in Die Held of education For 
example. I am currently working on a 
task loree at Digital Equipment Corp., 
and Tulls I'niversily, relating lo the 
improvement ot science and math 
leaching at Die secondary level. And for 
Die past three years, I have been one of 
lo music panelists reviewing grant 
proposals to Ihe Massachusetts Council 
on The Arts and Humanities I have also 
had direct experience in employee 
evaluations budget development and 
contract negotiations And I leel my 
experience ol the past three years will be 
an asset for the next three." 

Ronaxiic — I think that my prolessioiKil 
experience will assist ill making me a 
good School Committee member I am a 
trained eduealional administrator I 
have taught freshman-level college 
courses lor many years, so I feel closely 
associated willi the secondary school 
level age group My daughler being in 
elementary school has sparked an in¬ 
terest in elementary curriculum And l 
have had signilieant interest in the high 
school-college connection I think that 
interest in Ihe relationship between 
secondary and higher education would 
he uselul < As project director for a 
S-Iihmkhi. tour-year federal grant i. 1 have 
been trained by consultants from the 
American Council on Education m such 
things as long range planning ami 
strategy 1 leel thal some ot this ex¬ 
pertise can he uselul in bringing new and 
dil I (-rent ideas and perspectives into the 
Wine lies ter School system My college 
runs an annual operating I uni gel of $H.H 
million, and I think that having been 
dean lor in years, overseeing thal kind of 
budget, is particularly useful and will be 
uselul in School Committee activities 
Finally.

Police Officer Paul McGee directing 
traffic, the suspect tin the Volkswagen) 
fired at him and he went down to the 
ground to duck out of the way." 

The car was finally slopped on 
Mont vale avc.. in Woburn Center by 
Woburn Police Officer Richard 
Macinanti who drove his cruiser into the 


Volkswagen. 

"Officer Macinanti rammed the 
Volkswagen with his cruiser," Gray 
said. "It (Volkswagen) spun backwards, 
took down, a traffic light in front of 
Brighams and ended up on the sidewalk. 
We got out of our vehicle and the 
suspects begap to flee on foot and 
i Suspect) Steve Ennis turned around 
and fired two. three shots at Officer 
Macinanti.

Macinanti drew his gun and ordered 
I he pair to slop and point their hands 
skyward. At that point, one of the 
suspects fired his gun. according to 
Gray. 

The suspect missed, hut Macinanti 
didn't. The Woburn police officer fired 
one shot which hit Ennis in the leg. 
bringing him down to the ground. 

The pair was quickly handcuffed and 
arrested. Bush was taken to the Win¬ 
chester Police Station and charged with 
armed robbery. A mace gun was con¬ 


fiscated, Ennis was taken to Choate- 
Memorial Hospital. He was charged with 
armed robbery, assault and battery on a 
police officer with intent to murder, and 
illegal possession of a handgun.

Ambrose Students Send 
Reagan Some Advice 

For Peace And On How 
To Run The Country

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan is reportedly 
considering some advice from 
Winchester residents about tack¬ 
ling difficult domestic and foreign 
problems — particularly sugges¬ 
tions for promoting peace. 

About two weeks after a series 
of problem-solving strategies was 
hand-delivered to the White 
House, Reagan had dispatched a 
reply to the Winchester advisor. 

While the President did not 
promise to follow every detail in 
the proposals, the Winchester 
group is confident their messages 
will prompt White House action. 
And some of the locals are con¬ 
vinced that every single word of 
advice will be carried out as 
directed. 

Yes, the president will do it 
because he doesn’t want wars or 
anything, either,” said Andy 
Perenick, one of 120 Ambrose 
Elementary students who wrote 
some suggestions for peace and 
sent them to the White House. “I 
wrote about being friends across 
the world like helping people and 
stuff so we won’t get hurt and 
killed.” 

"The biggest problem I worry 
about it is war,” continued the 
first grader who sent Reagan a 
recipe for peace. “I told the presi¬ 
dent to get people on the TV and 
tell them not to hurt people and 
stuff.” 

Reagan sent the Ambrose 
students a letter thanking them 
for their suggestions and noting 
that with the help of all 
Americans, the U.S. government 
could work to promote peace and 
prosperity. "Nancy joins me in 
sending our best regards,” were 
his closing remarks. 

Despite the failure to address 
suggestions, the Ambrose 
students were pleased to even

"Look both ways when you cross the 
street,” was the message sent hy first 
grader Katherine Hamilton. 

"Keep peace in the country and (lie ci¬ 
ty," suggested first grader (’hip Mahoney, 


Annie Hoffnagle told Reagan not to 
take candy without paying for it while 
.Julia Pallotta suggested the world would 
he a belter place if citizens did not fight 
with their brothers and sisters. 

"It was interesting that many of them 
wrote the recipes more on their own level 
with things such as fighting with brothers 
or sisters,” commented Suzanne 
Mahoney, a first grade teacher’s aide, 
"Then they built up to the world level. You 
can tell their advice mostly concerned 
things they think of. Bui you have to start 
somewhere." 

Beyond sibling rivalry and neighbor¬ 
hood safety concerns, Ambrose students 
apparently all worry about war, 

"I worry about wars because they are 
yuek," Lisa Mills explained. "My father 
is reading a book to me that is driving me 
crazy. It’s called 'Child's History of 
England' and it's all about people dying 
out and bloody wars and stuff and I real¬ 
ly don't like it.

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killed and in farther places from us, I wish 
they would stop fighting " 

When Eric is nol thinking aboul the 
fighting and killing, he envisions himself 
as an airforce pilot and the prospects of 
war become more appealing. 

M I like it that I'm the captain of the air 
force and 1 shot down 18 thousand, four 
million planes and then sometimes I think 
of battleships blowing up,” lie said. 

"The part about killing people is not 
good,” he acknowledged, pausing at the 
realization of the contradiction. But then 
Eric’s eyes lit upas he thought of a way 
he could blow up planes without hurting 
anyone. 

"I didn’t kill them,” he explained. "I 
just shot the planes down and then they 
went lo parachutes and 1 cuughl them." 

But the rest of Eric's images of war are 
grim. ‘T think of people gett ing killeri and 
blood goes all over the place and people 
and all the stuff getting killed." he said. 
"Big tanks fire at all the other stuff get¬ 
ting all the buildings. And there is a lot of 
bombing. 

But Eric is not one to complain without 
offering constructive solutions. 

”1 think that if everybody agreed and 
people gave their land and everyone 
shared and tried not to fight and stuff like 
thal, it (war) wouldn't happen and they'd 
all become friends and not kill other peo¬ 
ple,” said Eric. "And I wish they would 
not rob banks because that's other peo¬ 
ple’s money and all they (robbers) do is 
spend it on drugs and wine and all that 
stuff.

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Kraus Lauds Senate Rules Reform Packages 


On Monday. March 21. the 
Massachusetts .Senate made historv, For 
the first time in 200 years, it finished a 
complete review of its rules and passed a 
coherent rules-reform package 

Following the Senate session. Sen. 
Kichard Kraus slated. “Although the 
package is less than I would have liked, 
it is more than I dared believe possible 
just three months ago. 1 am proud to 
have had a hand in getting the special 
committee set up and in encouraging the 
impulse to reform." 

According to Senator Kraus, the more 
significant reforms adopted were: 

— The independence of individual 
senators was strengthened by guaran¬ 
teeing. for the first time, an office and a 


minimum staff of three to each senator, 
regardless of how he or she behaves vis 
a-vis the leadership; 

— The potential control of the 
legislative process by the leadership was 
further reduced by providing, again for 
the first time ever, a mechanism by 
which the membership can extract bills 
from the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee (over 700 hills died there last 
year with no way to get them to the floor 
of the Senate): 

— The independence and ef¬ 
fectiveness of the minority party was 
increased by guaranteeing minority 
parly representation on all committees 
and by granting the minority leader the 
power to select the minority party 


members on those committees — both ol 
these changes are also made for the first 
time in the history of the Senate: 

— Control of the overall process by 
the leadership was diffused by the 
establishment of a Steering and Policy 
Committee which will include in addition 
to the leadership, five other senators and 
the minority party leader — this com¬ 
mittee is to decide on priorities for the 
various matters requiring action hy the 
General Court. 

Other important changes require roll 
call votes to extend a session beyond 8 
pm and roll call votes on any legislative 
pay raises 

Kraus and others attempted to gain 
reforms somewhat beyond the recom¬ 


mendations made by (he special com 
mittce. Kneh of those attempts was 
beaten hack hy votes of 2 or 2 1 to 1 Musi 
important among these, according lo 
Kraus, were motions hy Senator George 
Bachrach to 11 transfer the power lo 
appoint committee chairmen to a now 
steering committee and 2> extend the 
new rules for getting hills out ol Ways 
and Means lo the Committees on 3rd 
Heading and Kules 

Those senators most consistently 
voting for the additional reforms were 
Democrats Bachrach. Hackman. 
Harold, Kraus and McKinnon and 
Republicans Donne, Kirby. Locke and 
Weber. 

Following the Senate action. Kraus 


said that he felt three other senators 
should be singled out for their con¬ 
tribution to the effort insofar as it was 
successful "1 believe George Bachrach 
was the member of the Special Rules 
Committee who most persistently and 
effectively promoted the most important 
reforms. Senator Patricia McGovern. 
Chairman of the Special Committee, is to 
be congratulated for crafting a package 
which in I he face of potentially im¬ 
possible opposition gained unanimous 
support And. President Bulger is lo be 
commended for his statesmanship in 
recognizing the need for the Special 
Committee, for appointing it, and for 
fostering both its work and the suc¬ 
cessful adoption of its recommendations. 

Kraus concluded. “Reform of an 


ancient institution where power is 
narrowly concentrated has tb be a long¬ 
term commitment. In a very real sense, 
we are very fortunate to have made so 
much progress this year If these 
reforms work well, we should be able lo 
extend them somewhat in the coming 
months and years It is heartening to 
note that the final report of I lie Special 
Committee itself, saw its recom¬ 
mendations as the beginning of an 
evolutionary process Good faith in that 
process has already been demonstrated 
by agreement lo appoint another special 
committee lo look lo reform the joint 
rules shared hy the House and the 
Senate I look forward to being part of 
this process."

can’t afford to live in it. 1 don't think it’s 
right.” 

McCall - Taylor — “The most immediate 
issue is the disposition of the Woburn 
loop. I'd like to see the Planning Board 
look into best utilizing town property 
which would include school use and the 
location of the fire-police station, I also 
think it's important to work with the 
Economic Development Committee on 
the development of downtown. Over the 
longer run I’d like to see the Planning 
Board communicating with all areas of 
town government. I’d like to open up 
channels of communication blween 
boards and committees to take full 
advantage of the varied resources of the 
town, both the people and the land. ” 
Wiegand — There are three issues that 
will need to be considered beginning 
immediately and continuing for at least 
the next three years. The first is the 
disposition of the Woburn Loop property, 
the second one is downtown 
revitalization, and the third one is town 
space and facilities planning. The 
Planning Board has recently received a 
preliminary study on possible land use 
within the Woburn Loop. 1 believe this is 
a good way to begin studying the issue. 
The downtown revitilization project has 
begun well, with Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery's project to 
improve the appearance of the down¬ 
town area. I'd like to continue working,, 
on this. I would suggest the town conduct 
a study of the space needs of the town, 
and also the available town properties, 
The results of the study could then be 
used to find a better match between 
needs and available facilities.” 

What qualities do you feel you can 
bring to Ihe Planning Board that the 
other candidates can't? 


Borggaard — “I'm old enough to know 
that 1 don’t know all the answers. I've 
had the course. I've succeeded in things 
and I’ve failed in things, I know that 
theory is one thing and practice is 
something else. This isn't Russia. We 
don’t need a five-year plan. Ever try to 
go somewhere, but when you gel ready to 
leave in the morning the car doesn't 
start? Planning should be used with a 
grain of salt. It's impossible to plan for 
emergencies before you have them." 

McCall • Taylor — “1 feel that I have a 
strong theoretical background but also a 
practical background, In working for a 
company like Arthur D, Little, 1 handled 
many and varied planning and en¬ 
vironmental issues. And 1 feel that this 
experience helped me learn to look at the 
problem of what kind of data to get, 
where to get it and how to use it. I also 
think my work with the stale Dept, of 
Community Affairs has given me an 
overview of how the cities and towns of 
Massachusetts have handled their 
zoning issues. I also feel that 1 am in the 
community every day meeting people 
from around the town and talking with 
people about what their concerns are." 

Wiegiiad — “I believe that I am the most 
qualified candidate, that f have the 
training and experience together. 1 have 
a master’s degree in city planning from 
„Har,vard which -.gives,., .me, .a„ solid 
theoretical background in land use. site 
design, law, economics and statistics.

already familiar with so I think it’s a 
terrific idea, The Council on Youth 
should be commended for doing this kind 
of work and coming up with answers to 
the problem. 

Do you think the Board of Select¬ 
men can adequately supervise Wildwood 
Cemetery or would you be in favor of re¬ 
establishing a Cemetery Commission? 
Macdonald — ! think the Board of 
Selectmen are capable of administering 
the cemetery problems through the work 
of a strong, dedicated staff in the Public 
Works Dept. (DPW). Although I think a 
Cemetery Commission could perhaps 
give more time to the issue than the 
selectmen would he able to and for that 
reason 1 think the re-establishment of the 
cemetery commission might be a good 
idea, It's not that the selectmen can’t do 
it. it’s just that it could maybe get a 
greater degree of attention from a 
cemetery commission. Whether or not 
the re-establishment of a cemetery 
commission would be a belter way to go 
than presently, depends on the wording 
of the charier amendment as to the 
breadth of power we give them. In that 
respect, the power to appoint or hire 
employees and to set a separate budget 
may not be entirely necessary in order 
for them to do a good job. The purpose of 
the commission, in my mind, would be to 
have people who are responsible for 
identifying problems that exist in the 
administration of the cemetery and to 
suggest ways to correct (hose problems. 
Saraeo — I made my feelings known as a 
member of the charter commission at 
which time 1 opposed the abolishment of 
the cemetery commission and therefore 
I feel the Board of Selectmen can not 
properly carry out the functions of 
Wildwood ren’idiery-m urtdttlorr to'all 
their other duties and responsibilities. 1 
would want the commission to be a self- 
sustaining commission and I'd like to see 
them run the cemetery with their own 
money. 1 think enough money would he 
received in fees and investments so they 
could be almost a self-sustaining dept. 
They definitely should have their own 
budget. 

Tseckarcs That is a question that I 
really don’t feel prepared to answer I 
can iell you I'm against establishing a 
commission that will have ils own 
budget. 1 would he in favor of an ad¬

If it’s structured to he an 
advisory group to Ihe DPW or the 
selectmen, then as lar as I’m concerned 
we all could use all the help we can get 
Do you think the town needs elderly 
or low income housing and if you do. 
what will you do. if elected to get it. 
Accessory apts. have been suggested as 
a way to provide that type of housing. 
What are your feelings about accessory, 
Macdonald I believe we do need 
elderly and-or low income housing in the 
community and I feel we’ve done well to 
establish elderly housing in the past as 
operated by the Winchester Housing 
Authority and as an important pari of 
our community. So it's not to say that we 
don't provide elderly housing already, 
hut the need persists. I would hope 
through the identification of buildings or 
sites in town, through the overall town 
planning, that we would he able to at¬ 
tract some private development that 
would help us in this area such as the 
Winchosler House proposal of a few 
years ago. hut perhaps in a different 
location. 

1 personally don't feel that the ac¬ 
cessory apartment issue addresses the 
need for elderly or low income housing I 
know in the original discussion of the 
issue, it was intended that the accessory 
apartments would provide living 
quarters for some of our town's elderly 
citizens. But there can he no guarantee 
1 that those elderly citizens would have 
success in renting these apartments. 
They would be available for people of all 
ages and may well attract the younger, 
small families or Ihe sludenl population 
instead of the elderly so 1 don't support 
Ihe accessory apartment proposal as an 
answer to our elderly housing problems 
and I’m not sure we need the accessory 
apartments for any other purpose. 

Saraeo I don’t know. 1 would wan I to 
see a report on the housing needs of the 
town. Where we have some new. 
moderate-type housing and some sub¬ 
sidized housing and then we have Ihe 
housing for the elderly. I would want 
more information and then I would make

So far. ac¬ 
cessory lion sing has been proposed as a 
way to solve housing needs and Ihe way 
the law was written for the last Town 
Meeting was that the accessory apart¬ 
ments would be limited to so few houses 
that essentially it wouldn't solve any 
tremendous housing needs 

In the near future we will have to pay 
close attention to those houses that were 
proposed for accessory apartments. If 
the owners are unable lo keep them up 
and they are falling into rack and ruin 
and no longer being bought, then we 
would have lo look intensely into the 
possibilities of allowing people lo have 
apartments in them that will sub¬ 
sequently provide housing. But we would 
iiave to do that without blighting the 
whole town. We don’t want to see big fire 
escapes and cars parked all over lawns 
or I urn Ihe whole town upside down for a 
couple of apartments. 

Identify what you perceive as Hie 
biggest problem in Winchester ami what 
you would do, if elected, to solve it. 
Macdonald The biggest problem in 
town right now is one in the infrastructure 
area of taking care of our facilities — par¬ 
ticularly Ihe maintenance of our water 
and sewer lines. We have proposed a 
10-year project to Town Meeting to moder¬ 
nize Ihe sewer lines through the use of 
federal monies if we are fortunate to ob¬ 
tain them. We’d like lo complete the pro¬ 
ject in a shorter time if we could, but there 
is a possibility for us to do the job with 90 
percent federal funding if we qualify and 
we’ve already applied for that money. 
This water and sewage problem is a high 
cost capital ilem that needs to be done 
now. Once it’s done, it would benefit future 
generations of the town. What I’ll do if 
elected, is to continue what 1 have been do¬ 
ing in working with the Town Manager 
and the Water and Sewer personnel lo 
keep this a high priority item in the overall 
list of town projects. 

Saraco Stabilization of the lax rate 
and living within the spirit of Prop. 2.5. 
In the past the move has been to protect 
the lax levy and the intent of Prop. 2.5 
was to give tax relief lo the property 


owner. Under Prop. 2.5, many user fees 
came about and many were increased 
and Ihe purpose or intent of the user fees 
was lo give property tax relief and 1 feel 
we’re not doing this, I would do all in my 
power lo try to initiate programs and set 
up priorities and have the town start to 
live within the Prop 2.5 that the town of 
Winchester voted by a large majority.

People feel I'm a reasonable, open 
and easy person to talk to and l think 
they will talk lo me once they realize I'm 
here most of the time. I will encourage 
people to call me and talk to me. 

What can you offer the Board o.

I think 1 can oiler a balance in the 
sense that 1 have a completely different 
background than the other Selectmen as 
I 'm not in the business world and l don't 
have to worry about juggling a job with 
this position. 1 feel that background 
gives me a different approach to issues.

(lr. as Mcvcr puts it. “the water of the 
river is not better than the rain that 
washes off our streets and parking lots." 

Hul. according to the DEQE. com¬ 
munity awareness can make a difference 
as everything residents do on or with their 
land contributes to urban runoff 

And it is that awareness that the 
Mystic Kiver Watershed Association has 
been Irving to build, particularly with 
their recent pamphlet 

Before issuing the brochures, the 
association and the DEQK surveyed 
residents on their fertilization practices 
and asked if they would lx? willing to make 
some changes. According to the pamphlet, 
"survey results indicated that 97 percent 
of the respondents were willing to alter 
their fertilization practices to help reduce 
pol lul ion." 

The pamphlet addressed not only fer¬ 
tilization practices but also the effects of 
pesticides, litter, car care, improper 
disposal of used oil. and erosion 

“I think the work they are doing is good 
work and should lx* taken seriously." said 
Harrison Chadwick, a resident of Everett 


avc. I’m not opposed to or indifferent to 
doing il (things to control urban runoff) 
— it's lieert n matter of not having enough 
time." 

In some cases, it is not a matter of time 
but of simply knowing what to do. In a ran¬ 
dom survey of a dozen residents who live 
on or around the lake. The Star found that 
none had made changes in their garden¬ 
ing methods and none could remember 
receiving the association’s brochure. 

“1 may have seen it," said Marion 
McGovern of Everett ave. "I don’t know 
where it is now." 

Most residents surveyed did say, 
however, that they would be willing to 
change their fertilization practices to help 
clean up the lake. 

And one or two expressed interest in 
learning more about what they could do. 
"If it’s going to be u problem. I’m sure 
we’d be willing to do something about it," 
said John Rodgers, of McCall (formerly 
Myopia Hill) rd. 

The brochure asks residents to test 
their soil and apply only the necessary 
nutrients and also to wail until there is lit- 
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tie likelihood of rain and then work the fer¬ 
tilizer into the soil to reduce the chances 
of it washing off into the lake 

In addition to applying fertilizer 
carefully, residents can pick up litter, 
leaves and grass clippings to keep them 
from washing into storm drains. 
Residents are also encouraged to plant 
vegetation where erosion is occurring and 
to use care in applying pesticides or to find 
alternatives. 

The urban runoff pollution created by 
cars can also be reduced, according to the 
pamphlet, by keeping brakes and tires in 
good condition to prevent the deposit of 
asbestos, rubber and metal onto the 
streets. Other preventative measures in¬ 
clude stopping leaks in oil pans, radiators 
and transmissions, not topping off gas 
tanks so as to avoid spillage, and clean¬ 
ing de-icing chemicals off quickly to avoid 
corrosion. In addition, phosphate 
detergents should be avoided, especially 
for washing cars, and dirty oil should be 
disposed of at recycling stations such as 
the Sears store in Burlington. 

Dr. Herbert Meyer, president of the 
Watershed Assoc., feels that the associa¬ 
tion has to do more to get the word out 
about culling down on urban runoff. 

"The best approach is not to talk but 
to draw people in — to give them 
something to do," he said in a telephone 
interview. "They are so inundated by the 
printed word, if you only send the 
brochure out, even well-intentioned peo¬ 
ple will have a pile on their desk that will 
sit there for months. And they will even¬ 
tually throw it out.” 
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The pamphlet was not the only weapon 
used by the association in its battle against 
lake pollution. But the other efforts — slide 
shows, forums, and other person-to-person 
presentations — have received the same 
mixed reviews that greeted the brochure, 
according to Charlotte Berman, former 
publicity chairman for the association. 

“I didn’t get any public uprising of the 
people saying they wanted to storm the 
statehouse,” Berman said in an interview. 
Nonetheless, she feels that the flyer and 
the other efforts have been useful. "I think 
they created a climate where public of¬ 
ficials who are wanting to do something 
will find a more receptive public.” 

The association's main success has 
been in motivating legislative bodies and 
government agencies to get started on the 
clean-up. But to sustain government ac¬ 
tion, say government officials, community 
support will be absolutely necessary. 

"I think they (residents) should pro¬ 
bably work through the Mystic River 
Watershed Association and support what 
they’re trying to do," said Alfred Ferullo, 
director of Environmental Quality for the 
MIX’. "They (the association) are very 
close to the problem.” 

Berman stressed that there is more to 
supporting the association than following 
its pollution prevention instructions. The 
need for funds is critical, she says. "All 
their (the association's) money comes 
from dues," she said. "Anyone interested 
in making sure their environment is safe 
can do a little bit by helping the associa¬ 
tion financially." 

Other groups have also stressed the im¬ 
portance of community action. Rev. Bruce 
Young, co founder of For A Cleaner En¬ 
vironment (FACE), says that "it was real¬ 
ly not regulatory agencies that were do¬ 
ing their job" that brought about the 
discovery in 1979 that some of Woburn’s 
industries were violating environmental 
regulations and contaminating area water 
sources. 

"It was coincidence, good fortune and 
people — ordinary people.” he said. 

The Industri-plex waste site, through 
which the Aberjona flows, and the Olin 
Chemical Co. site, both in Woburn, are 
listed by the EPA as the fourth and 39th 
worst toxic waste sites respectively in the 
U.S. Both were identified by the DEQE 
report as directly affecting the water 
quality of the Upper Mystic. 

Young stresses that the discovery and 
investigation of health hazards is not 
enough. "A lot of people are going to get 
rich on studies and paper," he said. "H is 
up to local citizens to follow the progress 
of state and federal agencies and make 
sure that contaminated sites are cleaned 
up. 

"I think we're going to have a belter 
community in which to live because of our 
involvement,” said Young. 

The Watershed Assoc, has been trying 
to tell people the same thing, not only in 
relation to urban runoff, but also concer¬ 
ning community sewer systems. 

"Sewage and drainage pipes are in the 
ground and you don’t see them,” explain¬ 
ed Meyer. "If you ask the manor woman 
on the street where the water that flows 
in the drain goes, be or she will not know’ 
that il flows into the lake." 

Meyer feels that the people who live 


and work in the watershed area are 
crucial to the lake clean-up because they 
can keep pushing for action through the 
many phases of the process. "So many of 
our tax dollars are spent on reports that 
sit on the desks of agencies," said Meyer. 
"The big money is needed in implemen¬ 
tation. When it comes time to implement, 
the staff of the study are not around 
anymore." 

According to local authorities, work is 
moving forward on the sewer systems. 
The DEQE report identifies major pro¬ 
blem ureas in Winchester, in the Woburn 
system which hooks into the MDC lines, 
and in Stoneham where sewage overflows 
into Sweetwater Brook and is subsequent¬ 
ly carried into the Aberjona River. 

Winchester has completed several 
studies on its sewer system and has iden¬ 
tified six major problem areas. A ten-year 
program, underwritten by the town, has 
been drawn up and could be completed in 
less than than ten years if federal or stale 
funds are obtained. 

"We’re ready to go to bid probably this 
week on a new sewer interceptor down on 
Everett ave. that will help the elevation 
of the sewer and should prevent il from 
overflowing (into Mystic Lake),” said 
Richard Warrington, Operations Manager 
for the Winchester Water Department. 
Hopefully, he said, it will be complete by 
summertime. 

"We hope to solve the majority of (the 
six major problem areas) by the time the 
first three years are complete," said War¬ 
rington. "Most of them should be com¬ 
pletely alleviated by the time the program 
is complete.” 

The town has applied for funds through 
the MDC. "We arc very low on the priori¬ 
ty list, but we have a place on it," said 
Warrington. 

Stoneham has also completed Us 
studies, according to Joseph MacKay, 
Stoneham's town engineer. "We expect to 
hear from the DEQE within the month as 
to when we can actually go into construc¬ 
tion," said MacKay. He said funding 
under the federal Clean Waters Act has 
already been approved. 

The major difficulty with the sewer 
systems, according to the DEQE report, 
has been the surcharging of stormw’aler 
into the sewer pipes, increasing the 
volume of water to beyond the level for 
which the system is designed. Normally, 
sewage and stormwater flow through 
separate systems, but combined manhole 
covers have allowed the two to mix dur¬ 
ing wet weather, the report states. 

In Stoneham, the cost of separating 
sewer and drainage systems will be 
$250,000, according to MacKay. In addi¬ 
tion, Stoneham needs to spend $ 1 .7 million 
to enlarge the Easl Side pumping station 
from which stormwater is overflowing in¬ 
to Crystal Lake in Wakefield. 

Woburn is still in the study stage of ad¬ 
dressing the sewage problem there. 

"We're in the process of doing an in¬ 
filtration inflow- study right now." said 
Tom Mernin, head of engineers for 
Woburn. "The money is being processed 
through the city council. Wc will go for¬ 
ward this April and start the study." 

The study should take about six 
months. Mernin said, and the DEQE will 
fund the work. “They’ve already given us

their verbal approval," he said. 

"We know we have to gel started and 
we’re doing it," Mernin said. 

Now residents around the lake will 
have to do the same. 

As one recent visitor to Winchester 
remarked, "This area draws its identity 
from the Mystic Lakes — just look at the 
number or slreets and businesses with 
‘Mystic’ in their names. The lake is the 
heart of this community.” 

And if residents don't want to lose it, 
they’re going to have lu get to work. Now.

pie are very reluctant to put fish in." 

Some pollutants could be removed 
from the lake by installing a baffle system 
to catch sediment The DEQE has sug¬ 
gested that the upper basin of the lake, 
where the Aberjona enters it, would be the 
best spot for such a project. The main 
drawback is that vegetation in that area 
of the lake .would be increased. Most 
residents around that section of the lake 
said they did not waul to see the vegeta¬ 
tion any thicker than it already is. 

"I think we would be unhappy with that 
situation,” said Harrison Chadwick, a 
resident of Everett ave. "We have already 
suffered with more pond lilies and similar 
green growth than I think we should 
have.” 

Residents have expressed several con¬ 
cerns about the lake’s possible uses. 

"I’d just like to see it cleaned up 
enough so that 1 could go swimming in it." 
said Richard Pelletier of Lake View rd 

"When I was younger 1 went in and 
sank three feet into the mud," he said. "I 
went swimming in it twice and that 
discouraged me from doing il again." 

Pelletier said he didn’t feel the 
establishment of a cold-water fishery in 
the lake would be worthwhile as he 
believes even a clean-up of the sewers and 
industrial waste sites would not rid the 
lake of the chemicals contaminating it. 
"There are other places to fish," he said. 
"I'd never eat a fish out of there." 

But Harrison Chadwick, a resident of 
Everett ave.. disagrees and remembers 
when the lake was clean enough to really 
enjoy. “A half-cenlury ago the swimming 
in Mystic Lake was quite desirable," he 
said. " ft was a lot of fun." Chadwick would 
like to see it that way again. "I would like 
to see it clear enough and safe enough to 
swim in — that of course would make it 
safe enough for fishing and canoeing. 

"But," he added, "under no cir¬ 
cumstances do I want to see powerboats 
on the Mystic Lake." 

James Bowers, Commodore of the 
Winchester Boat Club, said his members 
arc concerned. "Our major concern would 
be the heallh level of the lake," said 
Bowers. "My kids sail and sometimes end 
up in the water ... I think the most im¬ 
portant tiling would be to get the sewage 
cleaned up and make sure no more gets 
dumped in the lake." 

But the Upper Mystic J^ake is on the en¬ 
dangered species list — and it will take 
some work to get il off.

Rest Of Incumbents Regain Seats 


Duffy Knocked Off In Close School Bd. Race 
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By SUSAN SCIINECK 

The results of the 1983 Winchester 
spring elections did not follow any specific 
trends. 

Incumbents didn't sweep to victory in 
every office. The new hopefuls were not 
necessarily the victors in each contested 
race either. The newly elected who 
assumed office March 30 arc a mixed 
selection of newcomers and old timers to 
Winchester town government. 

The turnout, however, was consistent 
with the figures of previous years. This 
year, 28 percent or 3,541 of the registered 
12,867 Winchester voters went to the polls 
Tuesday. In 1982, 28 percent of the voters 
also went to the polls. That represents a 
slight increase from 1980 when 26 percent 
voted and 1981 when 25.9 percent voted. 

The closest race was for the two 
available seats on the School Committee. 
Incumbent John Duffy lost his bid for a se¬ 
cond three-year term to newcomer 
Michael S. Ronayne by only two votes. 
Duffy was defeated 1,753 to 1,754 by Ro¬ 
nayne who is a newcomer to Winchester 
politics. Incumbent Cahterine S. Alex¬ 
ander emerged from the election with a 
strong lead over the other two contestants 
with 1,902 votes, 

The Board of Selectmen remained un¬ 
changed by the election results as the two 
incumbents were re-elected to second 
terms by wide margins. Alan Macdonald 
and Michael Saraco beat Lorna Tseckares 
to the two available seats on the board. 

Macdonald was ahead of the other two 
selectmen candidates with 2,202 voles. 
Michael Saraco ended up with l ,971 votes 
followed by 1,595 for Tseckares, 

Winchester voters elected incumbent 
Clarence Borggaard to a second three- 
year term on Ihe Planning Board. Borg¬ 
gaard recaptured his seat with a wide 
margin over two competitors who had 
never served on town government in Win¬ 
chester. Borggaard garnered 1,354 votes 
while Judith Wiegand look 977 and 
Maryann McCall-Taylor ended up with 
807. 

The rest of the races were unconlesled. 

Duffy said that he will not ask for a re¬ 
count as he does not believe a recount 
would turn up the three votes he would 
need to win. 

T have no reason to expect people 
made mistakes in counting the votes,” he 
said Wednesday. "It doesn’t strike me as 
necessary to put the town to the extra ex¬ 
pense of a recount.” 

Duffy said he believes the School Com¬ 


mittee election results reveal 
dissatisfaction on the part of voters regar¬ 
ding controversial school board decisions. 

“We made some difficult School Com¬ 
mittee decisions that have not pleased 
people and people who are not pleased 
tend to vole,” he said. “I think the feeling 
engendered in the vote regarding (recent¬ 


ly ousted Principal) Dick Young 
generated a good deal of recent activity. 
I certainly have heard a great deal about 
that vote.” 

The School Committee recently voted 
along with Supt. William MacDonald’s 
recommendation not to rehire Young as 
principal of Muraco Elementary School. 


The comm it tee could nol hire one of Win 
Chester’s six elementary principals for the 
1983-84 school lorm since because Ihe 
Mystic Elementary School will close this 
fall. 

Duffy went along with the recommen¬ 
dation to terminate Young although he 
repeatedly staled I hat he regretted hav¬ 
ing to make that decision. Alexander, 


however, declined to vote at nil in the mat¬ 
ter. claiming she did not have enough time 
to review MacDonald’s recommendation. 

Ronayne comes from precinct four 
which includes parents of Mystic School 
children. Ronayne has said he was 
displeased with the committee’s recent 
decision to dose the Mystic School and has 


View Of Results From The Sidelines...

Wade Welch was surprised to the 
point of astonishment: Whip Saltmarsh 
rather expected it. Judie Muggia and 
Harrison Chadwick both bemoaned the 
low turnout of voters. 

The four veteran viewers of the 
Winchester political scene had just 
heard the results of Tuesday’s town 
election — discovering that Mike Saraco 
and Alan Macdonald had retained their 
seats on the Board of Selectmen; that 
Clarence Borggaard had hung on to his 
Planning Board seat; and that one of the 
two School Committee incumbents. John 
Duffy, had lost out to newcomer Michael 
Ronayne. 

The four were asked by The Star for 
their analysis, comments and gut 


feelings on the election results. 

After digesting the ballot totals, the 
panel agreed the power of incumbency 
was the deciding factor in the elections 
— except in the case of the School 
Committee race, where a single issue, 
the closing of the Mystic School, toppled 
Duffy from his seat. 

Welch, a former selectman who 
predicted his own defeat last year five 
minutes after the polls closed, was 
astounded how much of an edge the 
incumbents had. 

Welch had predicted the morning of 
the elections that Lorna Tseckares would 
top the ticket in the selectmen's race. 

"Lorna had a tremendous 
organization,” commented Welch. “She 
had 230-odd workers — one on every 


street in town — and ordinarily that 
would do the trick with a small turnout. 

“I was surprised, quite frankly.” 
Welch continued. “I am now convinced 
otherwise, that the voters in Ihe town 
were reluctant to turn out Alan, who has 
done a masterful job as chairman, and 
Mike with his 32 years of service to the 
town." 

Saltmarsh, who has been successful 
running for both selectman and stale 
representative, was less surprised at the 
hold the incumbents had over the voters 
of Winchester, 

“There is a certain amount of support 
that comes automatically to incumbents 
if they’ve performed a decent job,” said 
Saltmarsh. “1 think Mrs, Tseckares had 
u good solid background coming from 


the Finance Committee, and she had a 
good organization. But that visibility for 
the incumbents is hard to overcome. ” 

Muggia, a Town Meeting member 
and former president of the League of 
Women Voters, agreed with Saltmarsh. 

"Where the selectmen arc concerned, 
its a hard apple to break into,” she said. 
"In a chief executive, stability seems to 
mean a lot to voters.” 

Saltmarsh and Welch both noted that 
Saraco had come on strong in the past 
two weeks — although pundits had him 
trailing Tseckares a few weeks ago, he 
ended up with a healthy majority across 
town. 

"I think it was only in the last couple

.. .And From The Workers At The Polls

Some blamed the weather, others the 
issues. Still others cited a history of 
apathy towards town elections. 

Whatever the reasons, candidates, 
voters and election officials were 
scratching their heads Tuesday to ex¬ 
plain the low voter turnout. 

By noon, when the polls had been open 
for five hours, less than 150 votes had 
been cast in precincts one, two, five, six 
and seven. Precincts three and eight had 
collected 197 and 169 ballots respec¬ 
tively. Precinct eight was the lop ballot- 
getter with merely 207. 

"There have not been any hot issues.” 
explained Town Clerk Carolyn Ward. 
"The candidates have run very civilized 
campaigns, which tends to keep people 
at home." 

But one experienced election warden 
saw nothing unuspul about the low 
turnout. 


“For 20 years it’s been that way,” sluj 
said. "No one shtiws up for town elec¬ 
tions. They can’t get people to run. Who 
wunts to? Taxes stay high, and it doesn’t 
seem like a lot gets done," 

Town Manager Tom Groux agreed 
that voter turnout is traditionally low for 
town elections. 

"People get very involved but they 
don't get involved in voting,” he said. 
"It's a shame.” 

Records of voter turnout in past 
elections indicate arvupward trend in the 
last four town elections, although these 
Tigures are far below those of the 1950s 
and 1960s. Last year, 28 percent of 
Winchester's registered voters came out 
for the town elections, up from 22 percent 
in 1979. But in 1970, the figure was 48 
percent, and in 1950 it was 54 percent. 

For incumbent Selectmen candidate 
Michael Saraco, the changing nature of 
Town Meeting hus alienated voters. 


"Years ago. there were 15 to 18 
candidates running in each precinct for 
Town Meeting members.'' Tuesday 
while campaigning outside Vinson Owen 
School he said it was so much easier 
when neighbors came lo express ideas. 
Today, Tosvn Meetings are loo technical, 
people don’t understand parliamentary 
procedure, personalities are 
dominating.” 

Saraco also said that financial und 
time constraints have kept many 
potential candidates out or the Select¬ 
men's and School Committee races. 

"It’s getting so that it's a costly 
program lo run for town office," he said. 
"There’s no salary, and it’s very time 
consuming.” 

Candidates’ cheerleaders, some of 
whom spent Ihe whole day bracing 
against the 30 milo-an-hour winds lo keep 
their signs held high, were also 
dismayed at the low turnout. 


“Maybe people don't care,” said 
Ellen Browning, who was outside the 
Lincoln School supporting Selectmen 
candidate Lornu Tseckares. 

”1 think they just forget,” added 
Nancy Hagge, who was pushing her 
husband’s bid for Town Meeting 
member. 

Inga Mulvaney, who was cheering on 
Incumbent Selectmen candidate Alan 
Macdonald at Vinson Owen School, 
pointed out that the issues weren’t 
electric enough. 

"It hasn’t been that exciting,” she 
said, "There are no great issues, no 
serious controversies." 

Apathy was in short supply among 
those wielding signs. 

At the Lynch School, James Errico 
said he would "dedicate my whole day" 
to Saraco. Also at Lynch was Mac- 
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said that decision prompted him to run 1 lo 
took 4lKi votes from his precinct about 
200 more than he received from the other 
precincts. Ronayne also came in first in 
precincts one and two. 

Duffy finished first in his own precinct 
eight and in precinct seven. Alexander 
was the leader of three precincts her 
own precinct three and in precincts five 
and six. 

Predictably, the winners were all glad 
to be victors and the losers were (lisp 
pointed, but relieved the long hours of 
campaigning had finally come to a close. 

‘‘I’m somewhat disappointed, of 
course, and l wish that I'd done a lilt Ip ex¬ 
tra campaigning to bring in three more 
votes,” Duffy said. “But I'm exhausted 
after a fairly long campaign and in some 
ways glad that a decision has been made." 

After losing the race for selectmen. 
Tseckares also said she was disappointed, 
but stressed that Ihe campaign had been 
a positive experience for her 

"Naturally, I'm.sorry 1 didn’t win. hut 
it’s been a tremendous experience.” she 
said Wednesday. “But to tell you the truth, 
I’m elated that 1 got nearly l.600 votes 
which is more than Mike Saraco got Ihe 
last time he ran.” 

Macdonald and Saraco also took first 
and second place respectively in the 1980 
election. Macdonald was a strong victor 
throughout town again this time, finishing 
first in five precincts, lie was the winner 
in precincts three, four, five i his own) six 
and seven, hi the remaining three 
precincts, he was a close second. 

Saraco came in second in his own 
precinct seven, and took first in preincls 
one, two and eight. 

Although Borggaard won by a wide 
margin, he went to bed an unhappy man 
Tuesday night. 

“When we saw the results on channel 
13, they said Clarence had lost,” said his 
wife, Margaret, “lie (Clarence) went to 
bed thinking he had lost and was surpris¬ 
ed when he learned he had really won 
because we hud already adjusted to the 
fact that he had lost ” 

Borggaard describes his reaction lo 
losing as more of a feeling of disgust Ilian 
surprise. 

“When I heard over the television that 
1 had lost I thought to myself, 'There are 
4,000 seniors in town and I'm breaking my 
hump working for them and what s the use 
of it all?’,” he recalled.

New Winchester Jean Shop 
Is Owner’s Dream Come True

Mark Lowe is a familiar face around 
Ihe New England Produce Center — and 
that familiarity translates to good 
harvest of fresh fruits and vegetables at 
reasonable prices for Winchester 
residents. 

Lowe, who has just opened the 
Produce Corner in the old Winchester 
Drug-Rcxall building on Main st., 
worked for six years for wholesalers at 
the N.E. Produce Center in Chelsea, so 
he is able to get the freshest foods 
available at an “insider’s" prices, 

His wife. Mary Pat. a registered 
nurse and co-owner of the business, says 
Lowe’s experience has turned out to be 
quite fruitful. 

“You have to know the market in 
order toopen up a place,” she said. 

Lowe agrees: he knows the business 
from the wholesalers’ side, "If someone 
off the street walks into the N. E. 
Produce Center, you don't know them 
and normally (they'll) pay a little 
more.” he said “It’s kind of like a little 
town of our own — everyone knows 
everyone.” 

Lowe says his friends at the market 
have treated him very well since he 
opened his own business. He says they 
have all been supportive of the idea and 
have given him some incredible 
bargains to help him attract customers, 

But good prices aren’t the only ad¬ 
vantage Lowe has reaped from his 
previous job; he knows a lot about 
produce and says his main concern is 
providing people with exactly what they 
want from the freshest produce 
available. 


“I know what to buy and where to buy 
it.” he said. 

Since it opened March 23, The 
Produce Corner already boasts some 
new additions to its selection, “I got kiwi 
fruit this morning because someone 
asked for it yesterday.” said Lowe, “If 
(customers) ask (for a special item) I’ll 
try my best to get it for them.” 

Although Lowe has a degree in 
marketing and management from the 
University of Lowell, he says this is his 
first real business experience — and he 
is finding things a bit more complicated 
than he expected. 

There are "a lot of things I didn't 
realize you had to do to open a business,” 
he said. "For example, the scale has to 
be inspected and sealed.” Some of the 
expenses have been unexpected too, 
“They just kind of build up — it's $100 
here, $100 there,” hesaid 

Lowe is learning quickly that there's 
a lot of pressure involved in running his 
own business, “1 haven’t slept in three 
days,” he said “1 put a lot of money into 
it and you never know if it’s going to 
work.” 

But so far, things seem to be going 
very well. There has been a steady 
stream of customers, both lookers and 
buyers, going through the store and 
people seem to be pleased with what they 


“Everyone says 'good luck’,” said 
Lowe. ‘“This is what the town needs, 
‘they say — keep up the quality and you 
should do well.”' 

Lowe plans to do just that and is not 
too concerned about the other stores 
which carry produce in town. "Com-

petition is healthy — it’ll be good for all 
of us," he said confidently. “I go in every 
morning to the market to make sure 
everything's fresh,” he said. He says he 
can only hope that his quality is “as good 
as, if not better" than that of his com¬ 
petitors. 

And although there are other retailers 
in Winchester who carry produce, none 
have their focus in that area. 

"Winchester is Ihe type of town we 
were looking for and it didn’t seem to 
have anything of this kind in it,” said 
Lowe. He found the store site by ac¬ 
cident: he saw the vacancy signs while 
driving a friend home one day. 

Lowe is very pleased with the way 
things have turned out. Although he had 
to do a lot more work in the building than 
he expected, he says the extensive 
window display area makes it an ideal 
space. 

Like most downtown merchants, 
Lowe is less than thrilled with the 
Winchester parking situation, but he 
feels his corner location more than 
makes up for it. “A lot of traffic goes by 
here,” he explained. “We have a lot of 
visibility.” 

Lowe is thankful lhat he has received 
a lot of invaluable advice and assistance 
from his friends, including the owner of 
Manfredi's in Belmont, who bought from 
Lowe when he worked at the N.E. 
Produce Center. 

He already has several plans for ihe 
future, He hopes to carry plants and 
more cut flowers and is already adding a 
bigger selection of fresh herbs He has 
plans to sell baskets of fruit and melon 
bowls during the summer and has 
dreams of opening a salad bar. 

Lowe spends all his waking — and 
possibly sleeping — hours working on the 
store and shaping it in his mind. He has 
worked 15-16 hours a day for the past 
month getting things ready — and now 
the Produce Corner will be open seven 
days a week through the spring, summer 
and fall 

“But it’s for myself — it’s worth it,” 
he said. “1 used to work 12 hours a day 
for someone else." 

Lowe is determined to make it. "I 
wasn’t brought up that way — to give 
up.” hesaid. 

If the reaction of residents so far is 
any indication, Lowe won’t have to give 
up — and when the new Produce Corner 
sign is lifted onto the building next week 
— it won ’l be coming down loo soon.

1%2 by President Reagan will give the 
Northeast Region Private Industry 
Council and the private sector a far 
greater role and increased responsibility 
in determining how federal employment 
and training funds will be directed 
locally, according to Edward Killam.

"This past year, our PIC received 
funds of $368.0110 and funded several

over 130 residents We achieved a 79 
percent entered employment rate one 
of the highest entered employment rates 
of any PIC in New England for that 
period of lime." Killam remarked 
In Oelohor. President Reagan signed 
into law the Job Training Partnership 
Act of 19112. This new legislation replaces 
the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act with a new program em¬ 
phasis and a new delivery system to 
train people for permanent private 
sector employment. This new legislation 
becomes effective on Oct. i 

Phyllis Beedle. Ihc Regional Coor¬ 
dinator of the Northeast Region PIC and 
a long time Winchester resident, em¬ 
phasized that the "new legislation places 
the leadership of federally funded 
I raining programs in the hands of local 
employers Winchester employers 


who know what skills are needed and 
what jobs arc available in the com¬ 
munity.” 

Winchester members of the Nor* 
theast Region PIC are John Connery, the 
Economic Coordinator of the Town of 
Winchester, and Rita Spence, the 
Executive Vice President of the Win¬ 
chester Chamber of Commerce.

"The problems of unemployment and 
insuring a skilled work force must 
ultimately be solved at the local level 
with local expertise.

FinCom Hopes To Light Up Winchester 
Center With $340,000 New Streetlights 


By DAVELEECO 

Aesthetics don’t usually carry much 
weight with the Finance Committee 
when it’s going over the town budget — 
what the FinCom is interested in is how 
much a proposal will cost, and how it will 
pay back the town. 

But last week, FinCom members 
showed they had an eye for beauty as 
well as an eye on the ledger sheet, as 
they voted to recommend the town spend 
$340,000 for new downtown streetlights. 

In summarizing the $340,000 request. 
FinCom member Paul Stoller pointed 
out that "this kind of program does not 
warrant the kind of analysis we usually 
do, in terms of payback. 

“But," added Stoller, "there is an 
immediate payback to the town in terms 
of aesthetic improvement and increased 
vitality downtown," 

The streetlight proposal, formulated 
by Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery, would replace the con¬ 
crete, highway-type light poles down¬ 
town with about 110 cast-iron, fluted light 
poles similar to those which graced the 
streets of the town before World War II. 

A few of those lights are still left on 
Winchester terr,, since it is a private 
courtyard which was unaffected by the 
town's street light replacement

program. 

Actually, Stoller could find a finan¬ 
cial, as well as an aesthetic reason for 
putting in the street lights this year. 

He explained to his fellow FinCom 
members that the town had received a 
$331,000 grant to install new sidewalks. 
As long as the sidewalks were being torn 
up anyway, Stoller continued, it made 
sense to put in the wiring for the new 
streetlights, rather than tear the 
pedestrian ways up again in the future. 

"Basically, we can capitalize on an 
opportunity to leverage a grant for 
sidewalks into some very nice im¬ 
provements for the center," said Stoller. 

Connery, who attended the FinCom 
meeting along with Town Manager 
Thomas Groux and members of the 
Center Beautification Committee, noted 
both sidewalks and lights were needed to 
improve the appearance of the down¬ 
town, "The lights are really part of

an overall design program,” said 
Connery. "The only thing that doesn’t 
match the quality of this town is the 
center — we want a chance to catch up 
with the rest of the town." 

Connery added that the downtown 
Improvements would have an economic, 
as well as aesthetic advantage. 

"The plan makes good economic 
sense,” he said "If the area is at 
tractive, it will be a better place to do 
business in.” 

Charles Tseckares, a member of the 
Beautification Committee, noted that the 
light poles would give a unified feel to the 


downtown 

"The town center lacks cohesiveness, 
visually,” said Tseckares, “Planting 
trees all along the sidewalks won't work, 
because the sidewalks are too narrow. 
But what we can do is pul in some nice- 
looking light poles to bring the downtown 
together, and put plantings in between. ” 

Town Meeting will vole on the $340,000 
appropriation during a special Town 
Meeting session on April 28. 

Usually, such an article would come 
up during the Town Meeting’s budget 
discussion beginning the first week in 
May. But Groux explained that the town 
needed the money quickly. 

Since the backers of the 
beautification project want to begin 
work this summer. Groux explained, the 
town soon must hire a landscape ar¬ 
chitect for the final designs. 

"And when we go out for the contract, 
we want to know whether to include 
streetlights in the contract,” said Groux

Winchester High School 
Launches New Radio Station

Are you avid radio listeners bored 
with the same radio stations in Boston? 
Do you yearn for a wider variety of 
music, in addition to news, and relevant 
talk shows? Well there is an alternative 
and it's closer than you think It's WIISK 
and it's broadcast in Winchester. 

WHS It (Winchester High School 
Radio) airs Mon, Fri. from 2::in p m lo 
II p.m. and Saturdays between It) a.m 
and 6 p.m. and it operates at a frequency 
of 91.9 FM 

Winchester High School has operated 
a radio station since May. 1950 It is not 
only one of the oldest high school radio 
stations in Mass., but it's also one of only 
11 in the entire slate 

To become a disc jockey on WIISR. 
any Winchester High student contacts 
David Frary. the faculty station 
manager, and studies a hook pertaining 
to broadcasting and the PCX' rules. After 
taking an exam and while waiting for his 
operator’s license to arrive, the 
prospective student D.) " learns the 


ropes" from a veteran WHSR operator. 
Before he can have his own show, a DJ 
learns how to operate ai) the equipment. 

WHS students are evidently taking 
advantage of the tremendous op¬ 
portunity of operating a radio station. 
There are currently 51 students on the 
station this year, but there are only 20 
available spots for each two hour show. 
But eventually, every interested student 
gets a chance at being on the air. 

"There's been a tremendous amount 
of interest," commented Frary. "More 
than ever before," he also said that to the 
WIISR DJs. the radio station, "is their 
football team, their sport, their ex¬ 
tracurricular activity." 

Besides playing a wide variety of 
music from Country lo Rock from the 
toot) album supply. WHSR also offers 
many other public services. Town 
meetings, town election results, and 
home football games are all broadcast 
over WHSR. 

, v The time slot between 2:30 to 3:30 
p.m. is devoted once a week to 


educational programming, which 
usually occurs as a talk show Talk 
shows in the past have dealt with such 
topics as The Pressure in Winchester 
Teenagers to Succeed. Teens and their 
relationships with their parents, ami the 
affects of divorce on teens 

Many members of the active Com 
munications Club including advisor 
Marie C Franklin are involved in tins 
aspect of the programming Also. Club 
members write and deliver Iheir own 
five minute newscasts daily 

It's obvious that students interested 
in pursuing media related careers obtain 
a great deal of valuable experience from 
their involvement on WHSR Fran 
knows of at least 18 students who have 
achieved careers in radio, television, or 
newspaper He feels that the experience 
and exposure lo a radio station in high 
school has generated much of this m 
lerest.

What's funny is they say Ibis 
sort ol thing to me however I 
seem to be dressed, f'or a while 
I thought this was only happening 
on blue-jean days, when I guess 
I do look sort of improbable toting 
the thing around. But on some 
days, when I'm making calls to 
newspapers, let's say. I'm all 
dressed up. I mean, the whole 
thing: jewelery, a silk blouse, 
stockings without any runs — (he 
works. Even then I get remarks. 

I don't have a serious sort of 
face evidently. It's not the kind 
that discourages starling up a 
conversation. 

Once I took the train to New 
York City. I like trains because 
they go so slow. You can think 
about what a long way it is from 
Boston to the Big Apple, You can 
have a meal and a nap. You can 
look out the window. 

Anyway, I'd decided to buy a 
lirst-class ticket for this train, 
mostly so 1 wouldn't have to walk 
very far to get to the bathroom. 
These days on the train, only 
those people in the first-class ear 
get waited on: a man brings you 
a drink and then brings you your 
dinner.

TIIE HOUSE. "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on tw'o key roll calls 
from the week of March 21-25. 

NORTHERN IRELAND (S 
1810): House approved 136-2, a 
bill terminating the investment of 
public pension funds in firms con¬ 
tributing to the oppression in Nor¬ 
thern Ireland. The bill requires 
pension funds to be withdrawn 
from any bank which has outstan¬ 
ding loans to any individual or 
corporation engaged in the 
manufacture, distribution, or sale 
of firearms, munitions, tear gas, 
armed vehicles, or military air¬ 
craft for use or deployment in any 
activity in Northern Ireland. 

Supporters said the bill will 


send a message that the persecu¬ 
tion of Catholics there must stop 
and that the violence and use of 
plastic bullets by the British are 
immoral and an outrage. 

Some opponents said they 
wanted figures on the amount of 
funds which are involved and 
what the effect would be. Others 
said they voted against the bill 
because an amendment including 
the Soviet Union along with Nor¬ 
thern Ireland was not allowed on 
the House floor. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep, Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh voted yes. 

SOVIET UNION (S 1840): 
House 122-20, upheld Speaker 


McGee’s ruling that a proposed 
amendment to the Northern 
Ireland bill was improper 
because it went beyond the scope 
of the bill. The amendment would 
have added the Soviet Union and 
any Soviet bloc nations to the bill 
and would have barred similar 
investments in these countries. 

Supporters of the Speaker’s 
ruling said the amendment went 
way beyond the scope of the bill 
and was improper. 

Opponents claimed it was pro¬ 
per and noted the Speaker 
allowed similar amendments to a 
bill requiring withdrawal of pen¬ 
sion money from companies do¬ 
ing business in South Africa. 

A “Yea” vote is for upholding 


the Speaker's ruling. A “Nay” 
vote is against the Speaker’s 
ruling. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted yes. 

PAY HIKES (S 1880): Senate 
rejected 18-17, an amendment re¬ 
quiring a roll call vote on pay 
raises for all public officials 
whose salary is set by the 
legislature. 

Supporters argued voters 
have a right to know their 
senator’s votes on all pay raise 
bills 

Opponents said Senate rules 
already allow one-fifth of the 
members present to demand a 
roll call vote on this or any other 
issue. 

Sen. Kraus voted yes.

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Although Price Of Assessor Unknown, FinCorn Wants To Create The New Controversial Position 

FinCom Wants Full-Time Appraiser For Town 


Finance Committee chairman Eli 
Bortman will he in a tough position when 
it comes time for the FinCom to make its 
recommendation on hiring a full-time 
appraiser, 

’i've got to get up in Town Meeting 
and recommend creating a position 
when I don't know how much it costs,” 
commented Bortman Thursday. 

But Bortman will make that 
recommendation because, despite the 
fact that the FinCom doesn't know the 
price for a new assessor, or what 
financial benefits an appraiser will bring 


the town, they voted last week to bring 
professional help to the assessor’s office. 

The FinCom's backing will come on 
the Assessment Review Committee’s 
article, which supports hiring a full-time 
appraiser as a way to avoid future 
problems with revaluation. 

In its discussion of the article 
Thursday night, the FinCom agreed, in 
principal, that having someone to 
manage the assessor’s office was sound 
business practice. The office is currently 
run by a elected, part-time, paid Board 
of Assessors. 


Town Rec. Dept. To Lead 
Women On The Run 9 


Have you put off all winter the 
thoughts of starting an exercise 
program? Well, if you are guilty, you will 
be glad to learn of a group support and 
information program designed by 
women for women who would like to jog, 
correctly. 

The Winchester Recreation Depart¬ 
ment is planning to hold The Women On 
The Hun Program, again, after having 
many successful series in the past. 

The program has been re-designed 
with up-to-date materials and in¬ 
formation as well as an individual pre¬ 
assessment and post-assessment 
session. 

The program will run for five weeks, 
meeting twice a week. A Tuesday- 
Thursday morning class from 9 a m. to 
10 a.m. is being offered as well as a 
Monday-Wednesday evening class from 
6:30 p.m to 7:30 p.m. The first class will 


begin on Monday evening, May 2 ami the 
first morning class will begin on 
Tuesday, May 3. 

Each session emphasizes important 
related topics such as pulse taking, 
correct form and pacing, stretching 
exercises, diet injury prevention and 
setting up a running schedule. 

Interested women are encouraged In 
register at the Recreation Office daily 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. A program fee is 
required. For further information, call 
the Recreation Office. 


"That whole office has changed a lol 
since the revaluation and the two-year 
updates came in.” said FinCom member 
Larry Tobiason. "Now. when we’ve got 
an office overseeing $733 million (the 
total value of the town), it makes sense 
to have a professional lor a business that 
big.” 

In principal, it makes sense. It's the 
details of the proposal that the FinCom 
wasn’t sure of. 

First off, they don’t know how much it 
would cosl the town to hire a qualified 
appraiser, although the Assessment 
Review Committee has estimated the 
cost could ho between $25.0110 and $28,1)00. 

Second, the FincomCom members 
don't know how much the town will save 
by having a full-time appraiser working. 

They don't know, for example, 
whether I he Board of Assessors will lake 
a cut in their salary if a lull-lime ap¬ 
praiser is hired 

The chairman of I he Board of 
Assessors is paid $6,545 each year, and 
the other assessors $4,452. In addition. 
FinConi member Uinta Tseckares noted 
that two of the assessors are taking 
advantage of I own medical benefits. 

And the biggest savings the town 
could realized from a full-time appraiser

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Underground Gas Plan Fuels Controversy 


A proposal to put in underground 
gasoline tanks lor a White si. business 
lueled a controversy at the Board of 
Select men’s meeting this week. 

Bepresentatives of Craftsman 
Construction Co came before the board 
lor permission to replace their l.(KH) 
gallon gasoline tank with a 6.000 gallon 
tank, add a li.oou-gallon diesel tank, and 
store motor and hydraulic oil above 
ground 

But Craftsman's neighbors told 
selectmen they feared having such a 
large quantity of gasoline stored "in our 
backyards ‘ because of potential fire or 
health hazards 

Selectmen deckled not to choose 
between the neighbors or the company, 
telling both to get together with Fire 
Chief Robert MeKIhinnoy and Health 
Director Steve Weinstein to see if fears 
about fires and health problems could be 
assuaged 

Joseph Fitzpatrick, president of 
Craltsman. told the selectmen he had to 
replace his 30 year-old. 1,000-gallon 
gasoline lank because it was "on 
borrowed lime " 

Fitzpatrick also explained that now. 
gasoline suppliers hesitated lo bring him 
luel because l.oon gallons wasn't a full 
truckload 

•This lank has been a penally for us 
tor the last ir> years, ever since the oil

companies started putting the squeeze 
on." said Fitzpatrick. "They don't want 
lo deliver to me because its only BOO 
gallons 1 pay a premium for that gas.'' 

Fitzpatrick also noted that the 
neighbors would have lo put up with 
fewer gasoline deliveries if lie got a new 
tank “The truck would only he there 
once a month instead of once every eight 


days." he said 

I.arrv Murray. CralIsmail's attorney, 
said that the fuel would be used only for 
supplying Craftsman's trucks, The 
diesel luel tank was being added, he 
noted, because the company recently 
purchased two diesel trucks. 

The neighbors present at the meeting 
weren't swayed by having fewer fuel 


deliveries, or even gas tanks safer than 
I he present one. 

"Our biggest problem is the increase 
in fuel,’' said Vincent Benincasa of 895 
Main st. “They want to put in 8.000 
gallons. That’s a lot of fuel to have in 
your backyard." 

And Margaret Hardcastle of 891 Main 
st. noted that if Craftsman purchased the 


Woburn Loop property. Ihe backyards 
would be even closer to the Craftsman 
property. 

Murray said, however, that the tanks 
would be in approximately the same 
place as the present lank. 

Hardcastle also wondered if there 
was any health hazards to residents 
living that close to 8.000 gallons of fuel. 


Selectmen couldn't answer that 
question, nor could they calm residents’ 
fears about a potential fire hazard. 

“I do regret.” said Selectman Ed¬ 
ward O'Connell, “that Fire Chief 
McElhinney is not here to assuage the 
neighbors." The same went for Wein¬ 
stein. 

So since the selectmen couldn't bring 
the fire chief and the health director to 
the neighbors, they decided to bring the 
neighbors to the director and the chief. 

The selectmen told Murray to set up a 
meeting between the neighbors and the 
two town officers, and report back to the 
selectmen in two weeks.

It medicine were the theater, and doc¬ 
tors stars, lab technicians would be the 
stagehands, indispensable to the perfor¬ 
mance, but equally inconspicuous. 
Without their adept application of diverse 
chemical tests, many diagnoses would be 
difficult, at best, to confirm. 

For all its importance, the work of lab 
technicians remains a mystery to most pa¬ 
tients. All patients admitted to Winchester 
Hospital use the services of the clinical 
laboratory, according to James H. Kieran, 
the hospital’s chief lab technician, but few 
ever see the staff of 53 full-and-parWime 
technicians at work in the inner recesses 
or the hospital’s ground floor. 

By the end of this year, the stagehands 
of medicine at Winchester Hospital may 
be no more visible, but they’ll be a lot 
more comfortable. As part of the 
hospital's building and renovation pro¬ 
gram. lab space will be expanded by 250 
percent, enabling the lab's nine widely 
scattered subdivisions to be consolidated 
under one roof. 

‘ ‘The way we’re set up now is inconve¬ 
nient,” Kieran said. “The bacteriology 
division is down the hall and two sections 
of the lab, cytology (the study of cells) and 
histology (the study of tissues) are in 
Russell House,” a 49-year-old auxiliary 
building located on the hospital grounds. 
Other divisions are pathology, chemistry, 
hematology, urinalysis, nuclear medicine 
and the blood bank. 

Blood work and urinalysis are per¬ 
formed in one large room with test tube 
trays and equipment lining long aisles of 
counter space. But the room, built more 
than 20 years ago. was not designed to ac¬ 
commodate the sophisticated gadgetry 
necessitated by modern lab procedures, 
or the sizable staff required to run an ef¬ 
ficient, 24-hour-a-day, seven-days-a-week 
operation. 

The recent focus on outpatient care is 
a cost-cutting measure has led to increas¬ 
ed weekend use of the lab, Kieran noted. 

"Sixty percent of our work is for out¬ 
patients.... It puts a heavier demand on 
weekend [ lab usel so we have to maintain 
a higher level of staffing than [we did] five 
years ago....We all take turns working 
weekends,” he said. 

In the II years since Kieran assumed 
his position as chief lab technician at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, a quiet revolution has 
swept through hospital laboratories, in¬ 
cluding his own. 

Keyboard consoles and digital read¬ 
outs have replaced the paper-and-pencil 
method of calculation. Chemical testing 
that used to be done by hand, one 
specimen at a time, and took hours, is now 
performed on large quantities 
simultaneously, by computer, with results 
available in a fraction of the time required 
formerly. 

“More and more laboratory work is

automated. There’s more equipment," the 
lab technicians explained. Consequent¬ 
ly,“the education of technicians has 
changed radically in the past five to 10 
years...Education is [now] geared toward 
instrumentation and computerization.” 

Technological advances such as en¬ 
zyme and other chemical analyzers 
enable the lab to perform nearly 500 tests 
per day, quickly accurately. The lab's an¬ 
nual output of procedures approaches 
200,000 

“Most tests are out within two to three 
hours,” Kieran reported. “I think we're as 
good as the best of them (community 
hospitals) for the procedures we do.” 

These assays include complete blood 
counts (often performed on those undergo¬ 
ing a routine physical as well as on cancer 
patients to determine the number and 
shape of red and white blood cells; and the 
amount of hemoglobin, the oxygen¬ 
carrying, iron-containing protein in red 
blood cells), chemical analysis of the 
levels of chlorides, calcium and glucose in 
the blood stream, and probes for elevated 
cardiac enzymes in the blood, evidence of 
damage to heart muscle. 

The expansion of the lab will provide 
more elbowroom for the staff, which in 
turn should minimize distractions and 
confusion and thus enhance their ability 
to perform accurate work, Kieran said. 

“My staff has become adept at work¬ 
ing in a cramped area,” he said, in¬ 
dicating the long aisles of technicians who 
work in such close proximity that they 
practically bump into each other. Despite 
thp iinrnmfnrtnhlp conditions, “we’ve still 


been able to provide the patients with the 
best of care. What we have sacrificed is 
...the amenities. We have no bathroom, 
and our locker space for technicians is 
very limited,” he allowed. 

Once the renovation is completed, the 
laboratory staff will enjoy the facilities of 
a small lounge-locker room. And patients 
will benefit as well. The addition of a new 
waiting area will mean greater “comfort 
and ...privacy for patients waiting for 
tests,” Kieran said. As the situation stands 
now, patients, particularly those requir¬ 
ing the services of the lab’s nuclear 
medicine division, must stay in public 
view in the main corridor while awaiting 
examination. 

Nuclear medicine involves injecting 
radioactive tracers into the patient to 
diagnose certain diseases. Because 
tracers localize in different organs at 
varying rates, patients may have to wait 
several hours for all X-rays in a series to 
be completed. 

"We’re looking forward to the expan¬ 
sion, I believe it will enhance our ability 
to provide a high level of service to both 
inpatients and outpatients, while offering 
a more relaxed, comfortable setting,” 
Kieran said. 

And this is important. Laboratory ser¬ 
vices may be a behind-the-scenes opera¬ 
tion, but it is a critical element in the 
overall effectiveness of medical diagnosis 
and treatment. 

“Whatever makes our job easier and 
more efficient is bound to benefit the pa¬ 
tient,” he concluded.

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To Russia With Love 

Tufts Professor David Maxwell Says 
If We Understand Russians, We 
Can Find Detente

When two of his American 
students attempted to steal a flag 
last October, David Maxwell got 
nervous. 

University professors don't 
usually quiver at merely frater¬ 
nity pranks. But in this case, the 
flag was Soviet, the flagpole in 
Leningrad. And the clumsy at¬ 
tempt at espionage came during 
the middle of the sixtieth anniver¬ 
sary of the establishment of the 
Soviet Union. 

"The Soviets said they would 
have no objections if the students 
caught the next plane for 
Helsinki," said Maxwell, a Tufts 
University dean who helps run 
one of the principal study pro¬ 
grams in the Soviet Union for 
American students. “It was the 
shakiest position the program has 
been in." 

After scores of letters to Soviet 
authorities, the program is back 
in shape. But Maxwell feels the 
incident illustrates a basic pro¬ 
blem in trying to achieve educa¬ 
tional — or even diplomatic — 
detente. 

“Americans are very bad at 
adapting themselves to other cul¬ 
tures," he said in an interview 
last week. “It's arrogance; a 
‘You have to understand what 1 
do' mentality." 

Another problem, according 
to Maxwell, is the Soviet 
mentality 

“From their perspective, the 
group is responsible for the 
behavior of the individual." he 
said. “Thai’s the message of ‘The 
Brothers Karamazov’; each is 
responsible for all. Americans 
look at this in ominous terms. But 
it’s positive. You should be 
responsible to your colleagues.” 

Although the U.S. and Soviet 
governments have had a hard 
time settling their differences, 
Maxwell feds that most citizens 
of both countries want detente.

In eight visits to the Soviet 
Union in the past 20 years, Max¬ 
well has become convinced that 
the “average Soviet" — the 
bureaucrat, the factory worker, 
the academic — wants an end to 
the tensions between the 
superpowers. 

Maxwell gleaned this “Percep¬ 
tion from formal contacts at Len¬ 
ingrad University and the Minis¬ 
try of Education, and informal 
contacts at universities, on street 
corners and in restaurants. 

His objective for the program 
is to prepare American students 
for careers in which they would 
work to reduce tensions between 
the superpowers. If those 
students understand how the 
average Soviet feels about 
Americans, the world, and war, 
Maxwell believes, they can help 
bring about detente. 

The program sends 220 Ameri¬ 
can students from 27 universities 
to the University of Leningrad 
each year. As chairman of the 
program's steering committee. 
Maxwell makes frequent visits to 
Leningrad to ensure that rela¬ 
tions stay warmer than 
Washington and Moscow's. 

Despite the frosty state of U.S. 
— Soviet relations, Maxwell said 
the Soviets have reacted quite 
warmly to the program. 

“The Soviets attitude towards 
the program is very positive," he 
said. “And the Soviet embassy in 
Washington has been consistently 
helpful. Problems have been few 
and far between. In fact, the first 
visa problem in 17 years was last 
January." 

On the other side of the atomic 
coin, Maxwell insisted that Wash¬ 
ington has not tried to use the pro¬ 
gram for its own covert purposes, 
flag theft notwithstanding. 

"It’s of national importance," 
he said. “We're training 
specialists to help the govern¬ 
ment deal with the Soveit Union, 


not to work in the FBI or the CIA. 

Any attempt to politicize it could 
jeopardize it.” 

Maxwell warned that the lack 
of Soviet specialists is "in the ear¬ 
ly stages of a crisis.” He said pro¬ 
grams such as the one in Lenin¬ 
grad and one at the Pushkin In¬ 
stitute in Moscow which he 
helped found are crucial if the 
crisis is to be headed off: 

One result of the paucity of 
Soviet experts is a misperception 
of Russian attitudes on the part of 
most Americans. 

"It becomes easier to unders¬ 
tand some aspects of the Soviet 
Union’s positions when you looks 
at us in their perspective," he! J> 'ft/: 
said. “They’ve been devastated 
twice by the Germans, and lost 20 
million in World War II. ^

average American, not because they’re 
more moral, but because it (the memory 
of the last two world wars) still hurls,” 
said Maxwell. ”1 know no one in the Soviet 
Union who did not lose a close relative in 
World War II.” 

For Maxwell, a giant tank trap erected 
as a monument halfway between 
Moscow’s international airport and 
downtown Moscow brings history point- 
blank close. 

’’Right there, 43 years ago, that's how 
close the Germans got to Moscow,” he 
said. “When you look at that, history 
becomes very real.” 

Another casualty of the cold war, ac¬ 
cording to Maxwell, is that most 
Americans have little insight on how the 
“average Russian” feels about his sup¬ 
posed mortal enemies. 

Maxwell recalled a brief encounter 
with an elderly Soviet woman in 1971, 
when he was in Moscow on a Fulbright 
Scholarship studying the prose of 
Chekhov, 

“This little lady approched my wife 
and myself and asked, 'You 
Americans?’,” Maxwell recalled.” We 
said we were, and she said, ‘Wait right 
here ' We didn't know what to expect, she 
seemed to be scowling. But she came 
back with a bouquet of flowers and said, 
'This is from the Soviet people ' ” 

Russian academics and bureaucrats, 
with whom Maxwell has spent the most 
lime, are curious about their American

counterparts. 

“We re exotic and interesting to 
them,” he said. “And they see a lot in 
common with us We’re a country which 
also broke away from imperialism; they 
see us as a revolutionary experiement. 
And they acquaint our frontier move¬ 
ment with the development of Siberia.” 

Russians are also curious about 
American literature. As an 
internationally-recognized scholar of 
Chekhov, Maxwell is attempting to par¬ 
tially satisfy this curiosity in a paper he 
is writing for the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences. The paper is an examination 
of the influence of Chekhov, who some 
say practically invented the short story, 
on contemporary American writers. 
Maxwell has interviewed such writers 
Kurt Vonnegul and John Updike, who he 
said are quite popular in the Soviet 
Union. 

“His influence on the American short 
story is profound," Maxwell said. “What 
Vonnegut said is ‘When you get right 
down to it, every writer wants to be 
Chekhov.’ ” 

Maxwell believes that the academics 
and bureaucrats who read Vonnegut and 
Updike and the Soviets in the street who 
want to give Americans flowers may be 
more numerous than press headlines 
would indicate. 

“They wish all this conflict would go 
away, and we could get on with the 
business of being human beings.”

Town officials will also decide whether 
to implement a sticker system for people 
who will be using the parking lots regular¬ 
ly as well as possible discounts for those 
people. 

The new parking system is the first in¬ 
stallment of a series of changes town of¬ 
ficials have been working on for about two 
years to revitilize Winchester Center, 

“This (new parking program) will be 
something where the revitilization will 
begin to touch all residents in the com¬ 
munity," Connery said. "We’ve had a lot 
of zoning changes and state grants to 
revitilize the center but this will be the 
first implementation of a program people 
can recognize. We’ve spent two years do-

Connery noted that the system now 
works in many surrounding towns such as 
Sloneham, Arlington, Melrose and 
Reading. 

"It’s going to be professionally inforc- 
ed, but not a high pressure system for 
the shoppers to really worry about," Con¬ 
nery said. "The only people it’ll be trou¬ 
ble for are those people who are intent on 
breaking the law." 

Connery noted that the new enforce¬ 
ment system will not require additional 
money from the town budget. 

"They’re (officers) not going to be do¬ 
ing anything different than they are now 
— just changing the tool of enforcement,” 
he stressed. "In the beginning, it may take 
the policemen more time to patrol the 
streets until they get used to it, but after 
awhile it will take the same amount of 
time as it took to check the meters. 

The cost for the elaborate route books 
will be paid with leftover money from the 
"Fund Winchester’s Future" fund. That 
money was raised about two years ago by 
Ihe Chamber of Commerce from mer¬ 
chants and residents to revive business in 
the center. 


ing things the average person couldn't see. 
This is the first physical implementation 
of the revitilization and then all the pieces

About a year ago, Connery had diag¬ 
nosed the cause of Winchester’s parking 
problem as a lack of turnover of the 
spaces in front of stores. The reason for 
that, he claimed after having completed 
numerous studies on the subject, is that 
merchants park in front of their own 
stores and take up spaces that should be 
used by customers. 

The result of that parking situation, 
according to Connery, is that shoppers 
cannot find places to park near the stores 
they wish to visit. Connery has also deter- 


Connery pointed out the concept of pay¬ 
ing to park in Winchester center is not new 
— what is new about the coming system 
is who will pay. Under the meter system, 
shoppers footed the bill. The new system 
is designed to shift the cost to the people 
who use the center the most: shoppers and 
commuters. 

"We’ve always had a fee system, but 
only the on-street parkers paid to park," 
Connery explained. "Now it will switch to 
the off-street parkers. 

"Ten cents an hour is a nominal rate 
to cover the cost of running the lots," he 
continued. There is no such thing as free 
parking — there's the electricity for the 
lights and other expenses. We’re only try¬ 
ing to come up with a revenue system that 
maintains those costs. We’re not trying to 
make money. 

The money will be collected by auto¬ 
matic parking machines. Parkers will 
deposit nlckles, dimes and quarters into 
the machine to equal the amount of time 
they wish to remain in the lot. For exam- 
ple^ someone who wanted to stay in Win¬ 
chester center for three hours would 
deposit 30 cents.

Connery claims that shoppers who only 
want to buy a few quick items will not 
come to Winchester center if they have to 
spend more time looking for a place to 
park than they will spend shopping. Fur¬ 
ther, if shoppers must contend with park¬ 
ing meters, they will be even more in¬ 
clined to shop elsewhere. Connery points 
to the meters and the poor turnover of 
spaces as prime culprits responsible for 
the lack of business in downtown 
Winchester.

After the appropriate amount of money 
is placed in the machine, the parker will 
push a button which will send a ticket out 
of the machine. The lime that the parker 
is entitled to stay until will be printed on 
the ticket. 

For example, if someone pulls into the 
lot at 10 a.m. and places 40 cents in the 
machine, the ticket will read 2 p.m. The 
ticket must be placed on the dashboard so 
the patrolling policemen can clearly see 
it. Periodically, the policemen will be 
making rounds and giving tickets to peo¬ 
ple who are parked in the lot after their 
time has expired. 

Parking will only be allowed at the 
Waterfield rd. lot after 8:35 a.m. so it will 
not be clogged with commuters. Free 
parking will be allowed at that lot after 6 
p.m. on weekdays, aRer 1 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day and all day on Sunday. 

The Post Office lot will open at 6 a.m. 
on weekdays. Parking at that lot will also 
be free after 6 p.m. on weekdays, after 1 
p.m. on Saturday and all day Sunday. 

"It will be an interesting couple of 
weeks," Connery said. "But I think the 
system is fair to everyone." 


10 cents an hour to park their ears. Con¬ 
nery pointed out that the fee is cheaper 
than a parking ticket and the system is 
easier than feeding the meters all day 
long. Connery believes the new system 
will bring more business to merchants in 
the long run. 

"The real purpose of the whole pro¬ 
gram is to create a better turnover on the 
street," he stressed. "I can't make any 
more streets, but I can make better use 
of the spaces we have so they'll be more 
accessible to customers thereby making 
the center healthier and bringing Ihe town 
a better tax return. 

“It will be a commercial equalizer for 
the merchants," he continued. “We want 
to make it more convenient for people to 
shop in Winchester. Without the meters, 
they won'l have to climb over snowbanks 
to put their money in them or stand in the 
rain and snow fishing for pennies. They 
won't have to pay to go to Ihe shops 
anymore. 

"I don't expect the bottom line of a 
business to shoot up in two weeks," he 
acknowledged. “But if, overtime, we can 
make it hassle-free for the customers, the 
merchants will do belter." 


In case that logic is not convincing 
enough to compel merchants to stay away 
from the prime parking spaces, the en¬ 
forcement procedure for the new system 
is more prone to success than I lie meters 
were in ensuring space turnover in front 
of the stores. 

“The goal is to really pick up the 
abuser — the meter feeder." Connery 
said. “Thai person will no longer lie able 
to fool a policeman when lie turns his back 
by feeding the meter." 

Connery also claims the new system 
will Iwnefit commuters. "The commuters 
certainly come out on a plus situation," he 
said, noting that forty new parking spaces 
were recently added to the WateiTiekl I’d. 
lot when it was purchased. 

If the new system is carried out as 
designed, Connery is convinced it can 
clean up Winchester's parking problem. 
So convinced, in fact, that he does not plan 
to let any misunderstandings on the part 
of the parkers stand in the way of the 
system’s success. 

To ensure that everyone knows where 
they should park and how to use the 
automatic machines, Connery will he 
devoting his working and spare hours to 


educating people and patrolling the 
center 

Connery will even spend Faster Sun¬ 
day covering up the meters so everything 
will he ready the first day the system 
takes effect. 

“When the world wakes up on April 
fourth and goes into Winchester center, 
the meters will he covered and there will 
be people standing at the machines in- 
s l rue ting people on how to use them." Con¬ 
nery said 

Three times a day for the first week, 
Connery said lie will pul flyers on wind¬ 
shields of cars parked at the pay lots. 
Those papers will contain information on 
how to use the machines. In addition, Con¬ 
nery said he will make himself available 
to answer questions on Ihe parking. 

"It's not that I'm trying to lx* “Mr. Nice 
Ciuy' or anything, hut I'm not going to 
leave this to chance." he explained. “It’s 
too damn important not to have it work 
properly and I'm willing to go more than 
Ihe extra mile to make sure il does 

With simple cooperation, it can be 
more than an effective system," he 
concluded.

R.N., 
director of the hospital's education 
depart meat, the transfer is welcomed as 
a step upward, a promotion of sorts 
By early 11IH4. the department, which 
cairies responsibility for planning health 
education programs for nurses, general 
employees, patients and the community, 
will Imnlly tie settled in quarters 
adequate to its ever-expanding needs. 

Since his arrival at Winchester 
Hospital i:< years ago as the education 
department s sole stall member, Olson 
has seen Ins staff grow to eight and the 
oil ices ol his department move back and 
forth Irom several locations in the 
hospital s main building to a neigh¬ 
borhood elemenlary school and most 
recently, to the renovated (aciiities of the 
-hi year-old Russell House. 

•'We've moved seven times in 13 
years." he said "We re looking forward 
to our eighth, and hopefully, final 
move " 

While the frequent moves have 
necessitated organizational changes and 
adjustments. Olson views each as a 
positive experience, part of the growing 
pains associated with the normal 
development of any organization 

Wo were always moving because we 
were growing and needed more space." 
Olson said ilc explained that when he 
tirsl joined the hospital, the scope of his 


department was limited to nursing 
education 

"Now the aspects (we deal with • are 
much broader ..Our responsibilities 
include all employee education, in¬ 
cluding orientation and continuing 
education More is being done in terms of 
maintaining the critical care skills of 
nurses. Community health education lias 
become much more structured And 
patient education is the area that has 
probably changed the most." 

The new facility was designed to meet 
these expanding needs. In its proposed 
location adjacent to the hospital’s 
central supply, housekeeping and 
maintenance departments, it will 
provide space for seven offices, three 
more than the current complement. This 
increase will enable most of the staff 
professionals to have private offices. 
Olson noted. 

In addition to increased office space, 
the new facility will house a conference 
room that accommodates up to 15 per¬ 
sons and a classroom that holds 70 
These will replace the small classroom 
and conference areas now available. 

In recent years, closed circuit 
television has become a valuable tool in 
patient and in-service education for 
hospital employees, noted Andrea 
Walker. R.N.. coordinator of community 
health education for the department. To 
foster and enhance that trend, the new 
classroom will be outfitted with audio¬ 
visual and videotape equipment, as well 
as a recording studio.

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Those additions should overcome 
some of Ihe logistical problems 
engendered by the inadequacy of the 
jCiirrenl classroom space and (he need to 
transport media equipment to off-site 
locations for instructional use. Walker 
said. 

"We have had to limit the (number 
of) classes we offer because we have 
only one classroom." she said. 
Moreover, the department has had to 
rest riel class size for such community 
courses as nutrition for cardiac and 
diabetic palients. first aid. and car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 

Classes with more than 15 par¬ 
ticipants are currently held in the 
hospital cafeteria or off site, un¬ 
dermining the development of a sense of 
unity or identity within the department, 
and necessitating the frequent transport 
of equipment among the various 
locations. 

"The community will benefil from Ihe 
move because Ihe courses open to (it) 
will be offered on site." Olson said. 
"We'll have space and won’t have to 
rent, so iprices for courses) will he 
lower, and some courses will be free. 
We ll be able to accommodate larger 
groups... Our community education 
activities Mill be much more closely 
identified with Winchester Hospital 
because the courses will be offered al 
Winchester Hospital.'' he asserted. 

On Oct l. the Massachusetts 
legislature enacted a new hospital 
payment law. entitled Chapter :172 The 
law sets a predetermined cap on patient- 
care revenues for payers such as Blue 
Cross. Medicare. Medicaid, and private 
insurance companies By providing 
incentives for hospitals to cut their 
budgets, the move is designed to curb the 
spiraling cost of health care in the 
commonwealth 

Thus, despite the spaciousness of the 
proposed accommodations. Olson said 
he envisions no growth in the near future 
in the number of employees for his 
department. 

"Our goal now is to maintain the level 
that we re at and continue to improve 
and develop the programs that we of¬ 
fer." 


Winchester Hospital, a regional 
obstetrics center, has received approval 
from the Mass. Dept of Public Health lo 
operate a special birthing room for 
women who plan to deliver their babies 
by natural childbirth. The room was 
open for use as of last week 

The birthing room is located within 
the hospital's labor and delivery unil and 
has been designed to allow women who 
have chosen natural childbirth In deliver 
their babies in a homelike setting 
without sacrificing the safety features 
that a hospital offers. 

At first view, the room appears to be 
no different from a bedroom in a private 
home: natural wood floor, carpeting and 
curtains in shades of dusly rose, 
wallcoverings in a beige tone, framed 
walereolors on the walls, soft lighting, 
and conlemporary-style oak furniture. 
Concealed within the room, however, is 
ail the emergency equipment necessary 
for the safety of mother and child, should 
the need arise. 

In one section of the birthing room is 
the bedroom area, with its birthing bed. 
bedside table, bureau and rocking chair 
A handmade cradle for the newborn will 
soon be installed in one corner of the 
room. The birthing bed. which is used for 
both labor and delivery, is adjustable so 
that women can be in whatever position 
is most comfortable - whether lying 
down or sitting up - during delivery. The 
room also includes a small lounge area 
which is furnished with comfortable 
chairs and a television sel. An adjoining 
bathroom is equipped wilh a shower, 
toilet and sink 

Winchester Hospital, like many other 
hospitals in the country, decided to add a 
birthing room to its labor and delivery 
facilities in response to public interest in 
such a service, said Dr. John O'Grady, 
chairman of Ihe hospital's department ol 
obstetrics and gynecology In reccnl 
years. Dr. O’Grady said, many couples 
have expressed an interest in making the 
birth of their child as natural a family 
event as possible. 

"Birthing rooms are a response to 
changing attitudes of consumers about 
what they want lor obstetrical care." Dr 
O’Grady pointed out, "Most ob¬ 
stetricians fee) it is a good and safe 
concept, providing there are certain

The birthing room eoneepl said Dr 
O'Grady, enables llie mother and lather 
(or support person m be together in a 
private, homelike I'nvn-onmenl during 
labor, delivery and altei the birth of 
their child Women who are In deliver in 
the room are admitted lo ihe hospital’s 
labor and delivery unit and then trail 
sl'orred It) Ihe birthing mom when they 
are in moderate lo aeiive labor Stan¬ 
dard' nursing cam is provided during 
labor. A physician and nurses assist 
during Ihe birlh Alter ihe birth. Ihc 
family unit spends one or two hours 
logethrr in llie room gelling acquainted 
wilh tht 1 newborn, unmlemipted by 
routine hospital procedures, but at¬ 
tended hya nurse 

"This is as close io home delivery as 
you can get, " said the obstetrician 
gynecologist. "This way, ii looks like 


home, and women can labor and deliver 
in the same room as they would at 
home" (Under standard procedures for 
delivery in the hospital, women labor in 
one room and then are transferred to the 
delivery room.) 

■Most obstetricians see this as a safe 
substitute for home delivery," Dr. 
U'Grady added," The American College 
ot Obstetricians and Gynecologists has 
encouraged Ihe establishment of bir¬ 
thing rooms to combat the tendency of 
some groups toward home delivery, 
which can be moderately dangerous, 
Unexpected complications can occur in 
any delivery, and if the delivery is al 
home, the complications might be life- 
threatening." 

Winchester Hospital, which in recent 
years has been delivering more babies 
iinnuallv than any other suburban 
hospital northwest of Boston (an average 
of I,(5(iu per year for the past five years or 
so*, had been receiving frequent 
inquiries about the availability of a 
birthing room, said Dr. O'Grady.

The group discusses the elderly 
relative who wants lo remain in control 
and who cannot accept role reversal, or 
the (laughter who cannol handle role 
reversal because she has had no model 
to lollow." 

A physician and a Visiting Nurse each 
attend one meeting or the series. The 
physician addresses issues of medication 
and discusses physical problems such as 
confusion in elderly people. The Visiting 
Nurse outlines what resources are 
available lo the caretakers through their 
community agency.

Muggia felt the two non-incumbents, 
who both had planning backgrounds, 
split the vote of citizens interested in 
having a planner on the board. 

"There has been an increased in¬ 
terest in having a person with 
professional planning experience on the 
board, and this race you had two ex- 
Iremely well-qualified planners,” 
Muggia said, “Their combined vote 
indicates not that Clarence shouldn’t 
remain, but that voters are looking for 
professional background.” 

Saltmarsh also agreed that the 
Planning Board candidates split the vote 
(Horggaard had 1,300 votes, Wiegand 960 
and McCall-Taylor 880 .) But he said the 
split was not between the two women, 
but between all three, 

"When you take three people running 
for one slot, it really splits up the vote," 
Saltmarsh said. "You really can't guage 
the vote like when you have three people 
running for two slots, such as on the 
Board of Selectmen or the School 
Committee.” 

But Welch said you could read 
something from the Planning Board vote 
— that Winchester citizens wanted 
elderly housing (Borggaard’s personal 
battle) and didn't want professional 
planners. 

"A 400 vote edge is a mandate,” said 
Welch. "It should tell something about 
this town, that it expects more attention 
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donald's father, Mike Macdonald. "I'll

Supporters of Tseckares could refer 
to a placard affixed to the rear of their 
signs that detailed an hourly schedule of 
who was to boon duly.

to housing for the elderly, 

"Winchester hasn't been big on 
professional planners, although (current 
Planning Board member) Dan Kenney is 
an exception to that rule,” said Welch. 
"Jack Kent and Tom Lindsley were 
professional planners, and they lost. In 
fact, I think Charlie Tseckares (former 
Planning Board Chairman i got beat the 
first time he ran.” 

As the panel went over the votes, 
trying to find a pattern, they kept coming 
back to the largest pattern — that only 
one-quarter of Winchester voters went to 
the polls. 

"The first thing l think of is that 
having 28 percent of the people voting 
expresses an apathy which is very 
depressing,” said Muggia. “You're not 
talking a mandate for anything.” 

"It’s disappointing because in earlier 
years, although we never did brilliantly 
well, we used to get 33, 35 percent of the 
people quite consistently,” commented 
Chadwick. 

"I think perhaps it means that voters 
feel no matter how they vote, the town 
will continue to be run well,” he said. 
"Another reason is that we have so many 
issues today, some of which are quite 
complex, that people don’t take the 
trouble to study. 

“But," added Chadwick. 
"Democracy survives only when citizens 
lake an active interest in government."
